EEXAMINATION  OF  ACCOUNTS.

In  order  to  secure  uuiformity  in  the  method  of  examining  accounts,  insure  care  and  accuracy  in  their 
settlement,  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  force  engaged  in  the  auditing  offices,  and  ascertain  the  inefficient 
and  incompetent  clerks,  if  any,  the  following  rule  for  the  reexamination  of  accounts  is  prescribed : 

After  an  account  has  been  examined  by  a  clerk,  the  Auditor  will,  whenever  he  may  deem  a  second 
examination  advisable,  direct  another  clej'k  carefully  to  revise  the  work.  The  clerk  making  the  reexami- 
nation will  note  all  errors  and  omissions,  if  any,  on  the  part  of  the  first  clerk,  and  report  the  same  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Auditor.  Eacli  Auditor  will  keep  a  record  of  all  errors  made  by  the  clerks  in  his  office,  which 
he  will  report,  together  with  the  names  of  the  clerks  who  are  responsible  therefor,  to  the  Secretary  ol' 
the  Treasury  (Appointment  Division),  at  the  end  of  each  month,  with  such  recommendations  as  he  may 
desire  to  make. 

Eeviewing  Boards  will  not  be  ai^pointed,  but  in  each  case  the  Auditor  will  direct  some  clerk  to 
reexamine  the  account,  so  that  such  work  shall  be  divided  equally,  as  far  as  it  may  be  deemed  exjiedient, 
among  experienced  clerks  in  the  several  offices.

COURTS.

The  following  regulations  are  hereby  promulgated  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned, 
in  order  to  guard  against  the  allowance  and  payment  of  claims  by  this  Department  for  which  suits  may 
be  pending  against  the  Government : 

1.  Whenever  notice  or  information  has  been  received  of  suit  pending  in  the  Court  of  Claims,  or  in 
any  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  U«ited  States,  for  a  claim  against  the  Government,  if  such  claim  be 
then  pending  in  any  Bureau  of  this  Department,  or  shall  be  thereafter  presented  to  the  accounting  officers, 
it  shall  not  be  entertained  by  them,  but  will  be  left  for  determination  by  the  proper  court. 

2.  Calls  of  the  Court  of  Claims  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  certified  copies  of  papers,  and 
requests  of  the  Attorney-General  for  information  as  to  matters  of  counter-claim,  set-off,  or  defense,  in 
cases  of  suits  against  the  Government,  accompanied  by  copies  of  the  petitions,  will  be  referred  to  the 
respective  Bureaus  to  which  they  appertain.  Upon  receipt  of  such  references  a  proper  record  of  suits 
jjending  against  the  United  States  will  be  made  in  the  respective  Bureaus  to  which  the  references  are 
made,  and  the  copies  of  the  petitions  will  be  retained  and  filed  in  such  Bureaus ;  and  diligent  examina- 
tion should  at  once  be  made  to  ascertain  whether  any  claim  coveting  the  matter  in  suit,  or  any  part  of  it,, 
is  then  pending  in  this  Department,  or  has  been  allowed  and  paid. 

Such  requests  from  the  Attorney- General  as  relate  to  matters  in  the  accounting  offices  of  the  Depart- 
ment shall  be  sent  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  and  by  him  referred  to  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
to  which  they  relate.  A  full  and  complete  answer  will  be  promptly  prepared  by  the  Auditor  in  the 
manner  indicated  by  the  Comptroller,  and  forwarded  (with  the  copy  of  the  petition)  to  the  latter  officer 
for  transmission  to  the  Attorney- General  with  such  further  information  or  suggestions  as  he  may  deem 
proper. 

3.  Notifications  from  the  Attorney-General  of  judgments  rendered  for  or  against  the  United  States 
will  in  like  manner  be  referred  to  the  respective  Bureaus  to  which  they  appertain,  and  a  note  or  entry 
thereof  will  be  made  in  the  record  kept  in  such  Bureaus.  And  if  in  any  case  the  necessary  examination 
has  not  already  been  made,  inquiry  should  be  made  at  this  stage  to  ascertain  whether  in  such  case  the 
claim  on  which  judgment  has  been  rendered,  or  any  part  of  it,  is  pending  in  the  Department  or  has  been 
allowed  and  paid,  and  also  whether  an  appeal  should  be  recommended. 

Such  notifications  from  the  Attorney-General  as  relate  to  matters  in  the  accounting  offices  of  the 


Df'paitiuetit  will  take  the  same  course  as  is  prescribed  above  for  requests  for  information  relating  to  the 
accounting  olVices. 

4.  To  curry  "ut  the  provisions  of  section  4,  paragraph  4,  of  the  act  of  July  31,  1894,  when  suits  are 
to  bo  instituted  for  tho  recovery  of  debts  finally  certified  by  the  Auditors  to  be  due  to  the  United  States, 
the  proper  Auditor  will  have  prepared  and  certified  copies  of  such  papers  as  may  be  necessary,  and 
transmit  the  same,  together  with  such  statement  as  may  be  deemed  advisible  for  the  information  of  the 
attorney  representing  the  United  States,  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  for  his  action  thereon.

By  the  act  "Making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Govern- 
ment," approved  July  31, 1894,  the  office  of  Second  Comptroller  was  abolished.  Section  4  of  said  act 
provides : 

"The  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 
He  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  have  the  same  powers  and  responsibilities  (except  as»  modified  by 
this  Act)  as  those  now  performed  by  or  appertaining  to  the  First  and  Second  Comptrollers  of  the  Treas- 
ui-y  *  *  *  and  all  provisions  of  law  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  in  any  way  relating  to  them  or 
either  of  them,  shall  hereafter  be  construed  and  held  as  relating  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury." 

It  appears  from  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  The  United 
States  V.  Bank  of  the  Metropolis  (15  Peters,  377, 401)  that  the  accounting  officers  may  in  a  proper  case 
entertain  an  application  for  a  rehearing  of  a  claim  or  account  which  has  been  finally  adj  asted  by  them. 
To  the  end,  therefore,  that  the  practice  to  control  in  granting  reheariugs  in  all  cases  of  claims  and 
accounts  that  have  been  finally  adjusted  and  settled  at  any  time  in  the  office  of  the  Second  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury  may  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  practice  which  prevailed  in  that  office,  it  is  ordered 
that  hereafter  all  applications  for  such  rehearing  shall  be  made  to  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  which  rehearing  will  not  be  granted  unless  it  be  shown  that  mistakes  in  matters  of  fact,  arising 
from  errors  in  calculation,  have  occurred,  or  unless  it  be  the  case  of  a  rejected  claim  in  which  material 
testimony  has  been  subsequently  discovered  and  produced,  and  such  newly  discovered  evidence  must 
relate  to  facts,  that  were  material  to  be  considered  upon  the  former  hearing,  which,  if  it  had  been  presented 
and  considered  with  the  other  proofs  on  the  original  hearing,  might  have  led  to  the  allowance  of  the 
claim.     Cumulative  evidence  will  be  held  insufficient  to  reopen  a  claim.

ABOLITION  OF  BONDS  ON  THE  DOCUMENTING  OF  VESSELS. 


BUREAU  OF  NAVIGATION, 

Washington,  D.  C,  January  16, 1895. 
To  Collectors  of  Customs  and  others : 

The  attention  of  collectors  of  customs  and  others  is  invited  to  the  following  act  of  Congress  approved 
January  16,  1895,  abolishing  the  custom-house  bonds  heretofore  required  to  be  given  on  the  issue  of  regis- 
ters, enrollments,  and  licenses  to  vessels  of  the  United  States : 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  section  forty-one  hundred  and  forty-five  of  tlie  EeTised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  and  to  amend  sections 
forty-one  hundred  and  forty-six  and  forty-three  hundred  and  twenty,  also  section  one  of  the  Act  amending  section  forty-two 
hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses. 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  andSouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  section  forty-one  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the  Eevised  Statutes,  providing  for  bonds  for  registry  of 
vessels,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  That  section  forty-one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  so  as 
to  read : 

"Sec.  4146.  A  certificate  of  registry  shall  be  solely  used  for  the  vessel  for  which  it  is  granted,  and 
shall  not  be  sold,  lent,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  to  any  person  whomsoever ;  and  in  case  the  vessel  so 
registered  shall  be  lost,  or  taken  by  an  enemy,  burned,  or  broken  up,  or  shall  be  otherwise  prevented  from 
returning  to  the  port  to  which  she  may  belong,  the  certificate,  if  preserved,  shall  be  delivered  up  within 
eight  days  after  the  arrival  of  the  master  or  person  having  the  charge  or  command  of  such  vessel  within 
any  district  of  the  United  States,  to  the  collector  of  such  district ;  and  if  any  foreigner,  or  any  person  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  such  foreigner,  shall  purchase  or  otherwise  become  entitled  to  the  whole,  or  any 
part  or  share  of,  or  interest  lu  such  vessel,  the  same  being  within  a  district  of  the  United  States,  the  cer- 
tificate shall,  within  seven  days  after  such  purchase,  change,  or  transfer  of  property,  be  delivered  up  to 
the  collector  of  the  district ;  and  if  any  such  purchase,  change,  or  transfer  of  projjerty  shall  happen  when 
such  vessel  shall  be  at  any  foreign  port  or  place,  or  at  sea,  then  the  master  or  person  having  the  charge  or 
command  thereof  shall,  within  eight  days  after  his  arrival  within  any  district  of  the  United  States,  deliver 
up  the  certificate  to  tlie  collector  of  such  district.  Any  master  or  owner  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  certificate  of  registry  shall 
be  thenceforth  void.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  the  power  to  remit  or  mitigate  such 
penalty  if  in  his  opinion  it  was  incurred  without  wilful  negligence  or  intention  of  fraud." 

Sec.  3.  That  section  forty-three  hundred  and  twenty,  Eevised  Statutes,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read : 

"Sec.  4320.  No  licensed  vessel  shall  be  employed  in  any  trade  whereby  the  revenue  laws  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  defrauded.  The  master  of  every  such  vessel  shall  swear  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  that  such  license  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  vessel  or  any  other  employment  than 
that  for  which  it  was  specially  granted,  or  in  any  trade  or  business  whereby  the  revenue  of  the  United 
States  may  be  defrauded ;  and  if  such  vessels  be  less  than  twenty  tons  burden,  the  husband  or  managing 
owner  shall  swear  that  she  is  wholly  the  property  of  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  whereupon  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  collector  of  the  district  comprehending  the  port  whereto  such  vessel  may  belong  to  grant 
a  license." 

Sec.  4.  That  no  bond  shall  be  required  on  the  licensing  of  yachts ;  no  licensed  yacht  shall  engage  in 
any  trade,  nor  in  any  way  violate  the  revenue  laws  of  the  United  States ;    and  every  such  yacht  shall 


comply  with  tlio  laws  in  all  rcsi^'cis.  .'M-iiiuri  niu-  of  tbe  Act  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty  tliiei',  aiiu'miinjj  section  forty-two  hundred  and  fourteen,  Revised  Statutes,  and  so  forth,  is 
amended  accord injjly. 

Sec.  5.  That  aiiv  nuutter  or  owner  violating  the  provisions  of  this  or  the  preceding  section  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penaltv  of  two  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  any  other  penalty  imposed  bylaw.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  have  power  to  remit  or  mitigate  any  such  penalty  if  in  his  opinion  it  was 
incurred  without  negligence  or  intention  of  fraud. 

Si:c.  «.  That  this  act  shall  not  invalidate  the  bonds  heretofore  given  under  the  requirements  of  law. 

The  blank  forms  for  registry,  enrollment,  and  license  now  in  use  may  continue  to  be  used  until 
further  instructions*  on  the  insertion  atler  the  word  "bond"  or  "security,"  of  a  reference  to  a  note, 
which  should  be  nmde  at  the  bottom  of  each  form,  as  follows  : 

"Bonds abolished  by  act  of  January  16,  1895,  but  conditions  formerly  embodied  therein  must  be 
observed  under  penalty."

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  tlie  Customs : 

Paragraph  182J  (Schedule  E — Sugar)  of  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  provides  as  follows : 

"There  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  on  all  sugars  and  on  all  tank  bottoms,  sirups  of  cane  juice 
or  of  beet  juice,  melada,  concentrated  melada,  concrete  and  concentrated  molasses,  a  duty  of  forty  per 
centum  ad  valorem,  and  upon  all  sugars  above  number  sixteen  Dutch  standard  in  color  and  iipon  all 
sugars  which  have  been  discolored  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid  a  duty  of  one-eighth  of  one 
cent  per  pound  in  addition  to  the  said  duty  of  forty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  and  all  sugars,  tank  bottoms, 
sirups  of  cane  juice  or  of  beet  juice,  melada,  concentrated  melada,  concrete  or  concentrated  molasses,  which 
are  imported  from  or  are  the  product  of  any  country  which  at  the  time  the  same  are  exported  therefrom 
pays,  directly  or  indirectly,  a  bounty  on  the  export  thereof,  shall  pay  a  duty  of  one-tenth  of  one  cent  per 
pound  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  rates :  Provided,  That  the  importer  of  sugar  produced  in  a  foreign 
country,  the  Government  of  which  grants  such  direct  or  indirect  bounties,  may  be  relieved  from  this 
additional  duty  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  in  case  said 
importer  produces  a  certificate  of  said  Government  that  no  indirect  bounty  has  been  received  upon  said 
sugar  in  excess  of  the  tax  collected  upon  the  beet  or  cane  from  which  it  was  produced,  and  that  no  direct 
bounty  has  been  or  shall  be  paid." 

In  pursuance  of  the  above-cited  proviso,  the  following  regulations  are  hereby  prescribed : 

1.  In  order  to  be  relieved  from  said  additional  duty  of  one-tenth  of  one  cent  per  pound,  the  importer 
must  produce,  with  his  invoice,  a  certificate  from  the  Government  of  the  country  of  which  such  sugar  is 
the  product,  in  the  following  form : 

(Name  of  country.) 
(Name  of  place  where  certificate  is  issued.) 

(Date.) 
This  is  to  certify  that  the  sugar  specified  in  the  annexed  invoice  is  the  product  of  (name  of  country) ; 
that  no  indirect  bounty  has  been  received  thereon  in  excess  of  the  tax  collected  upon  the  beet  or  cane 
from  which  it  was  produced,  and  that  no  direct  bounty  has  been  or  shall  be  paid  thereon.

2.  If  the  importer  is  unable  to  produce  such  certificate  at  time  of  entry,  but  shall  file  with  the  collector, 
within  ten  days  from  date  of  entry,  a  written  stipulation  to  produce  the  requisite  certificate  within  six 


months  from  said  date  of  entry,  the  final  liquidation  of  the  entry  will  be  suspended  until  the  production 
of  the  certificate  or  the  expiration  of  the  six  months,  provided  that,  in  case  of  prior  withdrawal  for  con- 
sumption, the  estimated  and  deposited  duties  shiill  include  the  said  additional  duty. 

;{.  Upon  the  production  of  the  requisite  certificate  ^vithin  six  months  from  entry,  the  amount  deposited 
on  account  of  the  additional  duty  shall  be  refunded  as  an  excess  of  deposit.

Under  Section  92  of  the  same  law,  you  shall  cause  to  be  kept  an  account  in  detail  of  all  publications 
received  and  distributed  through  your  office,  prevent  duplication,  and  make  a  detailed  report  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  annually,  and  not  later  than  November  30.

The  following  schedule  exhibits  the  classification  of  foreign  countries  and  dependencies  prescribed  for 
monthly  statements,  by  countries,  of  imports  and  exports,  and  of  vessels  entered  and  cleared  in  the  foreign 
trade,  required  to  be  rendered  by  collectors  of  customs  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  this  Department.  This 
schedule  will  take  effect  July  i,  1895,  and  will  supersede  prior  schedules  on  this  subject. 

INSTRUCTIONS. 

The  title  should  be  written  in  the  respective  statements  as  expressed  in  this  schedule,  except  that  in 
the  case  of  long  titles,  where  an  abbreviation  is  necessary,  the  first  two  or  three  words  of  the  printed  title 
should  be  given,  with  the  number  of  the  class,  thus:  For  "Quebec,  Ontario,  Manitoba,  Ruperts  Land,  and 
the  Northwest  Territory,"  write  "  28,  Quebec,  Ontario,  etc.,"  but  not  "  Ontario  "  or  "  Quebec  "  singly. 

In  preparing  the  statements  of  navigation,  the  port  as  well  as  the  country,  island,  or  colony  in  which  a 
port  is  situated  must  be  designated. 

Special  care  should  be  exercised  to  credit  ports  to  the  correct  nationality  when  islands  or  sections  of  a 
country  belong  to  more  than  one  government.  For  instance,  in  the  case  of  the  island  of  St.  Martin,  vessels 
and  merchandise  from  Philipsburg  should  be  credited  as  from  the  Dutch  West  Indies,  and  vessels  and 
merchandise  from  Marigot  as  from  the  French  West  Indies.

To  OflScers  of  the  Customs  and  Others : 

Circular  ISTo.  45,  March  18,  1893,  in  regard  to  the  importation  of.  animals  for  breeding  purposes,  is 
hereby  revoked,  and  the  following  rules  will  be  observed  in  lieu  thereof  by  officers  of  the  customs  and 
all  others  concerned  in  the  importation  of  live  animals  for  breeding  purposes  under  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  373  of  the  act  of  August  28,  1894. 

It  having  been  ascertained  that  animals  which  are  crossbred,  and  others  with  unknown  pedigrees, 
have  been  recorded  in  certain  registers,  with  the  sole  object  of  making  them  eligible  for  free  entry  into  the 
United  States,  and  as  paragraph  373  of  the  act  of  August  28, 1894,  provides  that  no  animal  shall  be  admitted 
free  unless  pure  bred  of  a  recognized  breed,  the  object  of  the  law  being,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department  and 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  to  exclude  from  free  entry  animals  not  absolutely  pure  bred,  it  is  hereby 
directed  that  on  and  after  this  date  no  animal  imported  for  breeding  purposes  shall  be  admitted  free  of 
duty  unless  the  importer  furnishes  a  certificate  of  the  record  and  pedigree  in  the  form  hereafter  given  in 
the  appended  list  of  registers,  showing  that  the  animal  is  pure  bred,  and  has  been  admitted  to  full  registry 
in  a  book  of  record  established  for  that  breed,  and  that  its  sire  and  dam  and  grandsires  and  granddams 
were  all  recorded  in  a  book  of  record  established  for  the  same  breed.  An  affidavit  by  the  owner,  agent,  or 
importer  that  such  animal  is  the  identical  animal  described  in  said  certificate  of  record  and  pedigree  must 
be  presented. 

In  the  case  of  sheep,  females  are  frequently  recorded  by  flocks,  and  not  individually ;  therefore, 
whenever  the  aforesaid  requirements  as  to  pedigree  can  not  be  complied  with,  the  animal  will  be  admitted 
on  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  one  of  the  recognized  associations  named  in  the  circular  to  the  effect 
that  it  is  pure  bred,  and  has  been  registered  in  the  flock  book  of  that  association. 

Unless  the  certificate  of  record  and  pedigree  herein  provided  for  is  produced,  the  animal  shall  be 
considered  dutiable  as  not  being  pure  bred  of  a  recognized  breed,  and  duly  registered  in  the  book  of 
record  established  for  that  breed. 

In  case  such  certificate  is  not  at  hand  at  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  animals,  duties  should  be  esti- 
mated thereon  and  deposited,  and  the  animals  delivered  to  the  importer,  who  may,  within  ten  days,  file  a 
written  stipulation  with  the  collector  to  produce  the  requisite  certificate  within  six  months  from  date  of 
entry;  whereupon  final  liquidation  of  .the  entry  will  be  suspended  until  the  production  of  the  certificate 
or  the  expiration  of  the  six  months.  Upon  the  production  of  the  requisite  certificate  in  due  form  within 
six  months  from  entry,  the  amount  deposited  shall  be  refunded  as  an  excess  of  deposit. 

Applications  for  relief  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  his  decision.

In  reporting  the  tax  for  assessment  on  spirits  actually  destroyed  by  casualty,  Collectors  will  compute 
the  tax  on  the  spirits  so  destroyed  prior  to  August  28, 1894,  at  90  cents  per  gallon,  and  on  those  destroyed 
on  and  after  August  28, 1894,  at  $1.10  per  gallon.  This  rule  does  not  apply,  however,  to  spirits  which  were 
placed  among  the  "casualty"  items  of  the  bonded  distilled  spirits  account  prior  to  August  28,  1894,  but 
which  were  known  or  discovered  to  be  in  existence  on  or  after  that  date.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs : 

Paragraph  373  of  the  act  of  August  28,  1894,  contains  the  following  provision  : 
"Cattle,  horses,  sheep,  or  other  domestic  animals  which  have  strayed  across  the  boundary  line  into 
any  foreign  country,  or  have  been  or  may  be  driven  across  such  boundary  line  by  the  owner  for  pasturage 
purposes,  together  with  their  increase,  may  be  brought  back  to  the  United  States  free  of  duty  under  regu- 
lations to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury." 

Under  this  provision  of  law,  the  following  instructions  are  issued : 

1.  The  words  "domestic  animals"  occurring  above,  will  be  held  to  mean  domesticated  amimals,  such 
as  the  horse,  sheep,  cow,  ox,  etc.,  as  distinguished  from  wild  animals;  consequently,  in  passing  upon 
applications  for  the  free  entry  of  animals  claimed  to  have  strayed  or  been  driven  across  the  boundary  line 
for  pasturage  purposes,  the  question  of  the  place  of  origin  of  the  animals  need  not  be  taken  into  consid- 
eration. » 

2.  The  above  provision  of  law  is  held  to  apply  only  to  animals  owned  in  the  United  States,  which 
have  strayed  across  the  boundary  line  into  foreign  territory,  or  which  have  been  driven  across  such 
boundary  line  by  the  owners  for  pasturage  purposes. 

3.  It  is  further  held  that  the  privilege  conferred  by  the  above-cited  paragraph  applies  to  domestic 
animals,  with  their  increase,  which  have  strayed  or  were  driven  across  the  boundary  line  either  before  or 
after  August  28,  1894. 

4.  The  identity  of  such  animals  and  of  their  increase  must  be  establflShed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
collector  of  customs  by  the  best  evidence  obtainable,  and  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  will  be  exacted, 
in  all  cases,  from  the  owner,  viz  :

I, ,  do  solemnly,  sincerely,  and  truly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  the  (number)  animals  men- 
tioned in  the  entry  hereto  annexed  are,  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  truly  and  bona  fide  domestic 
animals,  owned  at  the  time  of  their  departure  from  the  United  States,  and  still  owned,  by  me  ;  that  I  am  a 
resident  and  citizen  of  the  United  States ;  that  said  animals  strayed  across  the  boundary  line  or  were 

driven  to solely  for  pasturage  purposes  ;  except  certain  animals  mentioned  in  said  entry,  which  are, 

to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief,  the  offspring  of  a  portion  of  the  animals  first  above-mentioned.

To  Collectors  and  other  OflScers  of  the  Customs ; 

The  attention  of  the  Department  has  been  called  to  the  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  practice  relating  to 
manifests  of  immigrants'  effects  brought  by  teams,  etc.,  from  Canada,  and  of  merchandise  not  subject  to 
duty,  brought  in  wagons,  small  boats,  etc. 

It  is  not  the  policy  of  the  Department  to  require  manifests  in  such  cases,  and  it  follows  that  no  fees 
should  be  exacted  for  receiving  the  same. 

In  Synopsis  15364i  it  was  held  that  sections  3098  and  3099,  Revised  Statutes,  required  the  driver  of 
a  vehicle  arriving  in  the  United  States  from  Canada,  to  file  a  manifest  only  when  the  vehicle  contained 
merchandise  subject  to  duty,  thereby  confirming  a  former  ruling  laid  down  in  Synopsis  4650.  The  term 
"merchandise"  is  not  intended  to  include  passengers'  baggage  and  effects.

VALUATION  OP   MEXICA:ji[  DOLLARS  IF  PUERTO  RICO.

To  Collectors  and  Other  Officers  of  the  Customs ; 

The  Department  has  been  advised  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint  that,  owing  to  the  prohibition  by  the 
Spanish  Government  of  further  importations  of  Mexican  dollars  into  Pnerto  Rico,  the  said  dollars  have 
come,  by  reason  of  the  resultant  scarcity  in  that  country,  to  have  a  value  greater  than  that  of  the  pure 
silver  contained  therein  and  consequently  greater  than  that  proclaimed  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint.  It 
follows,  therefore,  that  whenever  an  importation  of  sugar  from  Puerto  Rico  is  appraised  at  the  Mint 
value  of  the  Mexican  dollar,  it  is  appraised  too  low,  an  unjust  discrimination  against  sugar  imported 
from  other  places  resulting. 

The  Mexican  standard  dollar  is  the  coin  in  circulation  in  Puerto  Rico,  and  section  2  of  tbe  Act  of  June 
10, 1890,  is  as  follows : 

•'That  all  invoices  of  imported  merchandise  shall  be  made  out  iu  the  currency  of  the  place  or  country 
from  whence  the  importations  shall  be  made  or  if  purchased  iu  the  currency  actually  paid  therefor,  shall 
contain  a  correct  description  of  such  merchandise,  and  shall  be  made  in  triplicate  or' in  quadruplicate  in 
case  of  merchandise  intended  for  immediate  transporbatiou  without  appraisement,  and  sis;-iied  by  the 
person  owning  or  shipping  the  same,  if  the  merchandise  has  been  actually  purchased,  or  by  the  manufac- 
turer or  owuer  thereof,  if  the  same  has  been  procured  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  or  by  the  duly  author- 
ized agent  of  such  purchaser,  manufacturer,  or  owner." 

Section  25  of  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  provides  as  follows : 

"That  the  value  of  foreign  coin  as  expressed  in  the  money  of  account  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
that  of  the  pure  metal  of  such  coin  of  standard  value;  and  the  values  of  the  standard  coins  iu  circulation 
of  the  various  nations  of  the  world  shall  be  estimated  quarterly  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  and  be 
proclaimed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasuiy  immediately  after  tiie  passage  of  this  Act  and  thereafter 
quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  January,  Api'il,  July,  and  October  in  each  year.  And  the  values  so  proclaimed 
shall  be  followed  in  estimating  the  value  of  all  foreign  merchandise  exported  to  the  United  States  during 
the  quarter  for  which  the  value  is  proclaimed,  and  the  date  of  the  consular  ccrtihcation  of  any  invoice 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  section,  be  considered  the  date  of  exportation  :  Provided,  That  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  order  the  reliquidation  of  any  entry  at  a  ditfereut  value,  whenever  satisfactory 
evidence  shall  be  produced  to  him  showing  that  the  value  in  United  States  currency  of  the  foreign  money 
specified  iu  the  invoice  was,  at  the  date  of  certification,  at  least  ten  per  centum'  more  or  le.ss  than  the 
value  proclaimed  during  the  quarter  in  which  the  consular  certification  occurred." 

Notwithstanding  the  enhanced  value  of  the  Mexican  dollar  in  Puerto  Rico,  such  value  remains  below 
the  nominal  value  of  said  coin,  which  may  consequently  be  regarded  as  a  depreciated  cun-ency  and  be 
treated  under  the  regulations  of  the  Department  governing  such  currencies. 

The  Department  of  State  has  been  requested  to  instruct  the  proper  United  States  consuls  to  certify 
the  money  value  of  the  Mexican  dollar  as  hereafter  used  in  invoices  from  Puerto  Rico,  and  officers  of  the 
customs  are  hereby  instructed  to  liquidate  entries  covering  such  invoices  at  the  value  so  certified. 

It  is  proper  to  remind  local  appraising  officers  that  their  returns  of  the  value  of  imported  goods  must 


be  made  in  the  currency  set  forth  in  the  respective  invoices,  and  that  the  reductions  of  foreign  currencies 
to  the  money  of  account  of  the  United  States  and  the  adjustment  of  variations  in  the  value  of  foreign 
moneys  under  the  provisions  of  section  25,  above  quoted,  devolve  solely  upon  collectors  of  customs. 
Computations  as  to  the  United  States  value  of  invoice  currencies  are  not  germane  to  the  functions  of 
appraisers. 

This  intimation  is  promulgated  because  contentions  have,  in  some  recent  instances,  arisen  from  the 
action  of  appraisers  in  contravention  of  the  above  rule.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs : 

Section  17  of  the  Act  of  August  28, 1894,  provides  as  follows : 

"That  the  importation  of  neat  cattle  and  the  hides  of  neat  cattle  from  any  foreign  country  into  the 
United  States  is  prohibited :  Provided,  That  the  operation  of  this  section  shall  be  suspended  as  to  any 
foreign  countrj^  or  countries,  or  any  parts  of  such  country  or  countries,  whenever  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  shall  of&cially  determine,  and  give  public  notice  thereof  that  such  importation  will  not  tend  to 
the  introduction  or  spread  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  among  the  cattle  of  the  United  States ;  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to  make  all 
necessary  ordei'S  and  regulations  to  carry  this  section  into  effect,  or  to  suspend  the  same  as  herein  provided, 
and  to  send  copies  thereof  to  the  proper  officers  in  the  United  States,  and  to  such  ofiScers  or  agents  of  the 
United  States  in  foreign  countries  as  he  shall  judge  necessary." 

In  pursuance  of  the  above  provision  of  law,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  the  importation  of  hides  from  any  country  in  which  any  contagious  cattle  disease  exists 
is  hereby  prohibited,  unless  the  importer  shall  produce,  at  the  time  of  importation  and  entry,  proofs 
clearly  showing  to  the  satisfaction  of  customs  officers  that  the  hides  imported  by  him  were  thoroughly 
disinfected  prior  to  leaving  the  foreign  country,  and  that  they  are  free  from  infection  of  any  kind.  Under 
date  of  the  22d  of  January,  1895,  the  Secretary  of  State  issued  a  circular  to  United  States  consular  officers, 
directing  them  to  superintend  personally  the  disinfection  of  hides,  which  should  be  effected  by  some 
reliable  person  employed  by  the  shipper  at  his  own  expense,  the  official  fee  of  the  consul  for  each 
certificate  to  be  $2.50. 

Arsenic-cured  and  salted  hides  coming  from  countries  where  cattle  disease  exists  do  not  require 
disinfection,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  having  advised  the  Department  that  the  danger  of  communicating 
disease  from  such  cured  hides  is  very  slight  or  doubtful.  Satisfactory  evidence,  however,  should  be  pre- 
sented to  customs  oiflcers,  in  addition  to  the  following  oath  or  declaration  of  the  importer,  shoiving  that 
the  hides  are  reallv  arsenic-cured  or  salted.

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  provision  in  Section  70,  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  amending  the 
Act  of  June  20,  1876,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  execution  of  custom-house  bonds,"  by  the 
insertion,  after  the  words  "imported  into  the  United  States  by  such  firm  or  partnership,"  the  words 
"or  for  any  other  purpose  connected  with  the  general  ti-ansaction  of  business  at  any  customhouse." 

The  Act  as  amended  reads  as  follows,  viz : 

"When  any  bond  is  required  by  law  to  be  executed  by  any  firm  or  partnership  for  the  payment  of 
duties  upoa  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  imported  into  the  United  States  by  such  firm  or  partnership,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  connected  with  the  general  transaction  of  business  at  any  custom-house,  the  execution 
of  such  boud  by  any  member  of  such  firm  or  partnership,  in  the  name  of  said  firm  or  partnership  shall 
bind  the  other  members  or  partners  thei-eof,  in  like  manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  if  such  other  members 
or  partners  had  personally  executed  the  same.  Any  action  or  suit  may  be  instituted  on  such  bond  against 
all  the  members  or  partners  of  such  firm,  as  if  all  of  the  members  or  partners  had  executed  the  same." 

Department's  regulations  and  instructions  relative  to  matters  affected  by  the  above  act  are  hereby 
modified  so  as  to  conform  to  the  same  as  amended.

Officers  of  the  Treasury  Department  : 

The  circular  of  this  Department,  dated  December  28,  1894,  prescribing  regulations  under  the  Treaty 
proclaimed  by  the  President  on  the  8th  of  December  last,  is  amended  hereby,  in  such  manoer  as  to  require 
Chinese  laborers  making  application  to  customs  officers  nearest  the  place  of  residence  of  such  laborers  for 
certification  of  their  identification  papers,  to  state  the  place  in  the  United  States  from  which  they  are  to 
make  their  exit  from  this  country.  Collectors  or  other  customs  officers  receiving  and  certifying  the 
applications  of  Chinese  laborers  should  transmit  such  applications  and  accompanying  papers  to  the 
collector  for  the  district  in  which  the  place  of  exit  is  situated,  or  to  the  deputy  collector  of  customs 
stationed  at  such  place.  In  all  other  respects  the  provisions  of  the  Circular  of  December  28,  1894,  will 
be  observed.

The  attention  of  all  persons  concerned  is  invited  to  the  rules  below,  embodied  in  the  act  approved 
February  8,  1895,  "To  regulate  navigation  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  connecting  and  tributary 
waters  as  far  east  as  Montreal."  These  rules  are  to  be  observed  on  and  after  March  1,  1895,  by  all  public 
and  private  vessels  of  the  United  States  on  said  waters  except  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  the  act. 

A  copy  of  this  circular  may  be  supplied  by  any  collector  of  customs  to  the  master  of  any  vessel  of  the

AN  ACT  To  regulate  navigation  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  connecting  and  tributary  waters. 
PRELIMINARY. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 

assembled,  That  the  following  rules  for  preventing  collisions  shall  be  followed  in  the  navigation  of  all 

public  and  private  vessels  of  the  United  States  upon  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  connecting  and  tributary 

waters  as  far  east  as  Montreal. 

Steam  and  Sail  Vessels. 

EuLE  1.  Every  steam  vessel  which  is  under  sail  and  not  under  steam,  shall  be  considered  a  sail  vessel ; 
and  every  steam  vessel  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or  not,  shall  be  considered  a  steam  vessel. 
The  word  steam  vessel  shall  include  any  vessel  propelled  by  machinery.  \.  vessel  is  under  way  within 
the  meaning  of  these  rules  when  she  is  not  at  anchor  or  made  fast  to  the  shore  or  aground. 

LIGHTS. 

EULE  2.  The  lights  mentioned  in  the  following  rules  and  no  others  shall  be  can-ied  in  all  weathers

fioiu  sunset  to  sunrise.     The  word  visible  in  tlicst^  rules  when  ajiplied  to  lights  shall  niciin  visible  on  a 
(lark  ni};ht  with  a  clear  atmosphere. 

Rule  3.  Except  in  tlie  oases  hereinafter  expressly  provided  for,  a  steam  vessel  when  under  way  shall 
carry : 

(a)  On  or  in  front  of  the  foremast,  or  if  a  vessel  without  a  foremast,  then  in  the  fo7'epart  of  the  vessel, 
at  a  height  above  the  hull  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet,  and  if  the  beam  of  the  vessel  exceeds  twenty  feet, 
then  at  a  luught  above  the  hull  not  less  than  such  beam,  so,  however,  that  such  height  need  not  exceed 
forty  f(iet,  a  bright  white  light  so  constructed  as  to  sliow  an  unbioken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of 
( wenty  points  of  the  compass,  so  (ixed  as  to  throw  the  liglit  ten  points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel,  namely, 
from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side,  and  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  five  miles. 

(b)  On  the  starboard  side,  a  green  light,  so  constructed  as  to  throw  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of 
the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points 
abaft  the  beam  on  the  starboard  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two 
miles. 

(o)  On  the  port  side,  a  red  light,  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon 
of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam 
on  the  port  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles. 

(d)  The  said  green  and  red  lights  shall  be  fitted  witli  inboard  screens  projecting  at  least  three  feet 
ibrward  from  the  light,  so  as  to  prevent  these  lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

(e)  A  steamer  of  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  register  length  shall  also  carry  when  under  way  an 
additional  bright  light  similar  in  construction  to  that  mentioned  in  subdivision  (a),  so  fixed  as  to  throw 
the  light  all  around  the  liorizon  and  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  three  miles. 
Such  additional  light  shall  be  placed  in  line  with  the  keel  at  least  fifteen  feet  higher  from  the  deck  and 
more  than  seventy-five  feet  abaft  the  light  mentioned  in  subdivision  (a). 

LIGHTS  FOR   VESSELS   TOWING. 

Rule  4.  A  steam  vessel  having  a  tow  other  than  a  raft  shall  in  addition  to  the  forward  bright  liglit 
mentioned  in  subdivision  (a)  of  rule  three  carry  in  a  vertical  line  not  less  than  six  feet  above  or  below 
that  light  a  second  bright  light  of  the  same  construction  and  character  and  fixed  and  carried  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  forward  bright  light  mentioned  in  said  subdivision  (a)  of  rule  three.  Such  steamer  shall 
also  carry  a  small  bright  light  abaft  the  funnel  or  after  mast  for  the  tow  to  steer  by,  but  such  light  shall 
not  be  visible  forward  of  the  beam. 

Rule  .5.  A  steam  vessel  having  a  raft  in  tow  shall,  instead  of  the  forward  lights  mentioned  in  rule 
four,  carry  on  or  in  front  of  the  foremast,  or  if  a  vessel  without  a  foremast  then  in  the  fore  part  of  the 
vessel,  at  a  height  above  the  hull  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet,  and  if  the  beam  of  the  vessel  exceeils  twenty 
feet,  then  at  a  height  above  the  hull  not  less  than  such  beam,  so  however  that  such  height  need  not  exceed 
forty  feet,  two  bright  lights  in  a  horizontal  line  athwartships  and  not  less  than  eight  feet  apart,  each  so 
fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  all  around  the  horizon  and  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at 
least  five  miles.  Such  steamer  shall  also  carry  the  small  bright  steering  light  aft,  of  the  character  and 
fixed  as  required  in  rule  four. 

LIGHTS  FOE.  VESSELS  TOWED. 

Rule  G.  A  sailing  vessel  under  way  and  any  vessel  being  towed  shall  carry  the  side  lights  mentioned 
in  rule  three. 

A  vessel  in  tow  shall  also  carry  a  small  bright  light  aft,  but  such  light  shall  not  be  visible  forward  of 
the  beam. 


LIGHTS  FOR  TUGS  TOWING  AND  FOR  FERRYBOATS,  RAFTS,  CANAL  BOATS,  AND  BOATS  ON  THE  ST. 

LAWRENCE. 

EULE  7.  The  lights  for  tugs  under  thirty  tons  register  whose  principal  business  is  harbor  towing,  and 
for  boats  navigating  only  on  the  Eiver  Saint  Lawrence,  also  ferryboats,  rafts,  and  canal  boats,  shall  be 
regulated  by  rules  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors 
of  Steam  Vessels. 

LIGHTS  FOR   SMALL   VESSELS. 

EuLE  8.  Whenever,  as  in  the  case  of  small  vessels  under  way  during  bad  weather,  the  green  and  red 
side  lights  can  not  be  fixed,  these  lights  shall  be  kept  at  hand  lighted  and  ready  for  use,  and  shall,  on  the 
approach  of  or  to  other  vessels,  be  exhibited  on  their  respective  sides  in  sufacieat  time  to  prevent  collision, 
in  such  manner  as  to  make  them  most  visible,  and  so  that  the  green  light  shall  not  be  seen  ou  the  port  side, 
nor  the  red  light  on  the  starboard  side,  nor,  if  practicable,  more  than  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  their 
respective  sides.  To  make  the  use  of  these  portable  lights  more  certain  and  easy,  they  shall  each  be 
painted  outside  with  the  color  of  the  light  they  respectively  contain,  and  shall  be  provided  with  suitable 
screens. 

LIGHTS  FOR  YESSELS   AT  ANCHOR. 

Exile  9.  A  vessel  under  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  register  length,  when  at  anchor,  shall  carry  forward, 
where  it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at  a  height  not  exceeding  twenty  feet  above  the  hull,  a  white  light  in  a 
lantern  constructed  so  as  to  show  a  clear,  uniform,  and  unbroken  light,  visible  all  around  the  hoiizou,  at 
a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 

A  vessel  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  or  upward  in  register  length,  when  at  anchor,  shall  carry  in 
the  forward  part  of  the  vessel,  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  twenty  and  not  exceeding  forty  feet  above  the 
hull,  one  such  light,  and  at  or  near  the  stern  of  the  vessel,  and  at  such  a  height  that  it  shall  be  not  less 
than  fifteen  feet  lower  than  the  forward  light,  another  such  light. 

LIGHTS  FOR  PRODUCE   BOATS  AND   CRAFT  ON   BAYS,    HARBORS,    AND   RIVERS. 

EuLE  10.  Produce  boats,  canal  boats,  fishing  boats,  rafts,  or  other  water  craft  navigating  any  bay, 
harbor,  or  river  by  hand  power,  horse  power,  sail,  or  by  the  current  of  the  river,  or  which  shall  be 
anchored  or  moored  in  or  near  the  channel  or  fairway  of  any  bay,  harbor,  or  river,  and  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  these  rules,  shall  carry  one  or  more  good  white  lights,  which  shall  be  placed  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors  of  Steam  Vessels. 

LIGHTS  FOR  OPEN  BOATS. 

EuLE  11.  Open  boats  shall  not  be  obliged  to  carry  the  side  lights  required  for  other  vessels,  but  shall 
if  they  do  not  carry  such  lights,  carry  a  lantern  having  a  green  slide  ou  one  side  and  a  red  slide  on  the 
other  side  ;  and  ou  the  approach  of  or  to  other  vessels,  such  lantern  shall  be  exhibited  in  sufficient  time  to 
prevent  collision,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  the  green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor  the 
red  light  on  the  starboard  side.  Open  boats,  when  at  anchor  or  stationary,  shall  exhibit  a  bright  white 
light.     They  shall  not,  however,  be  prevented  from  using  a  flare-up  in  addition  if  considered  expedient. 

LIGHTED   TORCH. 

EuLE  12.  Sailing  vessels  shall  at  all  times,  on  the  approach  of  any  steamei'  during  the  nighttime, 
show  a  lighted  torch  upon  that  point  or  quarter  to  which  such  steamer  shall  be  approaching. 


LIGHTS  ON   VESSELS  OF  WAR,  ETC. 

EuLii;  13.  The  exhibition  of  any  light  on  board  of  a  vessel  of  war  or  revenue  cutter  of  the  United 
States  may  be  suspended  wlienever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  commander  in  chief 
of  a  squadron,  or  the  commander  of  a  vessel  acting  singly,  the  special  character  of  the  service  may 
require  it. 

l<'OG  SIGNALS. 

EULE  14.  A  steam  vessel  shall  be  provided  with  an  efficient  whistle,  sounded  by  steam  or  by  some 
substitute  for  steam,  placed  before  the  funnel  uot  less  than  eight  feet  from  the  deck,  or  in  sucli  other  place 
as  the  local  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  shall  determine,  and  of  such  character  as  to  be  heard  in  ordinary 
weather  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles,  and  with  an  etlicient  bell,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  United  States  local  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  when  inspecting  the  same  to  require  each  steamer  to  be 
furnished  with  such  whistle  and  bell.  A.  sailing  vessel  shall  be  provided  with  an  efficient  fog  horn  and 
with  an  efficient  bell. 

Wheuever  there  is  thick  weather  by  reason  of  fog,  mist,  falling  snow,  heavy  rainstorms,  or  other 
causes,  whether  by  day  or  by  night,  fog  signals  shall  be  used  as  follows : 

(a)  A  steam  vessel  under  way,  excepting  only  a  steam  vessel  with  raft  in  tow,  shall  sound  at  intervals 
of  not  more  than  one  minute  three  distinct  blasts  of  her  whistle. 

(b)  Every  vessel  in  tow  of  another  vessel  shall,  at  intervals  of  one  minute,  sound  four  bells  on  a  good 
and  efficient  and  properly  placed  bell  as  follows :  By  striking  the  bell  twice  in  quick  succession,  followed 
by  a  little  longer  interval,  and  then  again  striking  twice  in  quick  succession  (in  the  manner  in  which  four 
bells  is  struck  in  indicating  time.) 

(c)  A  steamer  with  a  raft  in  tow  shall  sound  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute  a  screeching 
or  Modoc  whistle  for  from  three  to  five  seconds. 

(d)  A  sailing  vessel  under  way  and  not  in  tow  shall  sound  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute — 
If  on  the  starboard  tack  with  wind  forward  of  abeam,  one  blast  of  her  fog  horn ; 

If  on  the  port  tack  with  wind  forward  of  the  beam,  two  blasts  of  her  fog  horn ; 
If  she  has  the  wind  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side,  three  blasts  of  her  fog  horn. 

(e)  Any  vessel  at  anchor  and  any  vessel  aground  in  or  near  a  channel  or  fairway  shall  at  intervals  of 
not  more  than  two  minutes  ring  the  bell  rapidly  for  three  to  five  seconds. 

(-f )  Vessels  of  less  than  ten  tons  registered  tonnage,  not  being  steam  vessels,  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
give  the  above-mentioned  signals,  but  if  they  do  not  they  shall  make  some  other  efficient  sound  signal  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute. 

(g)  Produce  boats,  fishing  boats,  rafts,  or  other  water  craft  navigating  by  hand  power  or  by  the  cur- 
rent of  the  river,  or  anchored  or  moored  in  or  near  the  channel  or  fairway  and  not  in  any  port,  and  not 
otherwise  provided  for  in  these  rules,  shall  sound  a  fog  horn,  or  equivalent  signal,  at  intervals  of  not  more 
than  one  minute. 

MODERATE  SPEED  IN  THICK  WEATHER. 

EuLE  15.  Every  vessel  shall,  in  thick  weather,  by  reason  of  fog,  mist,  falling  snow,  heavy  rain  storms, 
or  other  causes,  go  at  moderate  speed.  A  steam  vessel  hearing,  apparently  not  more  than  four  points 
from  right  ahead,  the  fog  signal  of  another  vessel  shall  at  once  reduce  her  speed  to  bare  steerageway,  and 
navigate  with  caution  until  the  vessels  shall  have  passed  each  other. 

Steering  and  Sailing  Eules. 
sailing  vessels. 
Eule  16.  When  two  sailing  vessels  are  approaching  one  another  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision  one 
of  them  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other,  as  follows,  namely : 


(a)  A  vessel  whicli  is  runniag  free  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  a  vessel  whicli  is  elosehauled. 

(b)  A  vessel  which  is  elosehauled  on  the  port  tack  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  a  vessel  which  is  close- 
hauled  on  the  starboard  tack. 

(c)  When  both  are  running  free,  with  the  wind  on  different  sides,  the  vessel  which  has  the  wind  on 
the  port  side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

(d)  When  they  are  running  free,  with  the  wind  on  the  same  side,  the  vessel  which  is  to  windward 
shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  vessel  which  is  to  leeward. 

STEAM  VESSELS. 

EuLE  17.  When  two  steam  vessels  are  meeting  end  on,  or  nearly  end  on,  so  as  to  involve  risk  of 
collision  each  shall  alter  her  course  to  starboard,  so  that  each  shall  pass  on  the  port  side  of  the  other. 

EuLE  18.  When  two  steam  vessels  are  crossing  so  as  to  involve  risk  of  collision  the  vessel  which  has 
the  other  on  her  own  starboard  side  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  other. 

EuLE  19.  When  a  steam  vessel  and  a  sailing  vessel  are  proceeding  in  such  directions  iis  to  involve 
rislc  of  collision  the  steam  vessel  shall  keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  sailing  vessel. 

EuLE  20.  Where,  by  any  of  the  rules  herein  prescribed,  one  of  two  vessels  shall  keep  out  of  the  way, 
the  other  shall  keep  her  course  and  speed. 

EuLE  21.  Every  steam  vessel  which  is  directed  by  these  rules  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  another 
vessel  shall,  on  apjjroaching  her,  if  necessary,  slacken  her  speed  or  stop  or  reverse. 

EuLE  22.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  these  rules  every  vessel  overtaking  any  other  shall 
keep  out  of  the  way  of  the  overtaken  vessel. 

EuLE  23.  In  all  weathers  every  steam  vessel  under  way  in  taking  any  course  authorized  or  required 
by  these  rules  shall  indicate  that  course  by  the  following  signals  on  her  whistle,  to  be  accompanied  when- 
ever required  by  correspondiug  alteration  of  her  helm;  and  every  steam  vessel  receiving  a  signal  from 
another  shall  promptly  respond  with  the  same  sigaal  or,  as  provided  in  Rule  Twenty-six  : 

One  blast  to  mean,  "I  am  directing  my  course  to  starboard." 

Two  blasts  to  mean,  "I  am  directing  my  course  to  port."  But  the  giving  or  answering  signals  by  a 
vessel  required  to  keep  her  course  shall  not  vary  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  respective  vessels. 

STEAMERS  IN  NAEEO"W    CHANNELS. 

EULE  24.  That  in  all  narrow  channels  where  there  is  a  current,  and  in  the  rivers  Saint  Mary,  Saint 
Clair,  Detroit,  Niagara,  and  Saint  Lawrence,  when  two  steamers  are  meeting,  the  descending  steamer  shall 
have  the  right  of  way,  and  shall,  before  the  vessels  shall  have  arrived  within  the  distance  of  one-half 
mile  of  each  other,  give  the  signal  necessary  to  indicate  which  side  she  elects  to  take. 

EULE  25.  In  all  channels  less  than  five  hundred  feet  in  width,  no  steam  vessel  shall  pass  another 
going  iu  the  same  dii-ectiou  unless  the  steam  vessel  ahead  be  disabled  or  signify  her  willingness  that  the 
steam  vessel  astern  shall  pass,  when  the  steam  vessel  astern  may  pass,  subject,  however,  to  the  other 
rules  applicable  to  such  a  situation.  And  when  steam  vessels  proceeding  in  opposite  directions  are  about 
to  meet  in  such  channels,  both  such  vessels  shall  be  slowed  down  to  a  moderate  speed,  according  to  the 
circumstances. 

DIEEOT  SIGNALS. 

EuLE  26.  If  the  jiilot  of  a  steam  vessel  to  which  a  passing  signal  is  sounded  deems  it  unsafe  to  accept 
and  assent  to  said  signal,  he  shall  not  sound  a  cross  signal ;  but  in  that  case,  and  in  every  case  where  the 
pilot  of  one  steamer  fails  to  understand  the  course  or  intention  of  an  approaching  steamer,  whether  from 
signals  being  given  or  answered  erroneously,  or  from  other  causes,  the  pilot  of  such  steamer  so  receiving 


the  first  passiug  sif^iial,  or  the  pilot  so  in  doubt,  shall  sound  several  short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  whistle ; 
and  if  the  vessels  shall  have  approached  within  half  a  mile  of  each  other  both  shall  reduce  their  speed  to 
bare  steerageway.  and,  if  necessary,  stop  and  reverse. 


IMMEDrATE  DANGER. 


Rule  27.  In  obeying  and  construing  these  rules  due  regard  shall  be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navigation 
and  collision  and  to  any  special  circumstances  which  may  render  a  departure  from  the  above  rules  neces- 
sary in  order  to  avoid  immediate  danger. 

neglect  of  prroau'I'IONs,  etc. 

Rule  28.  Nothing  in  these  rules  shall  exonerate  any  vessel,  or  the  owner  or  master  or  crew  thereof, 
from  the  consequences  of  any  neglect  to  carry  lights  or  signals,  or  of  any  neglect  to  keep  a  proper  lookout, 
or  of  a  neglect  of  any  precaution  which  may  be  required  by  the  ordinary  practice  of  seamen,  or  by  the 
special  circumstances  of  the  case. 

FINE. 

Sec.  2.  That  a  line,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  may  be  imposed  for  the  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  vessel  shall  be  liable  for  the  said  penalty,  and  may  be  seized  and 
proceeded  against,  by  way  of  libel,  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for  any  district  within  which 
such  vessel  may  be  found. 

AUTHOBITY  TO  MAKE  REGULATIONS. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  shall  have  authority  to  establish  all 
necessary  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  required  to  carry  the  same  into 
effect. 

The  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors  of  the  United  States  shall  have  authority  to  establish  such 
regulations  to  be  observed  by  all  steam  vessels  in  passing  each  other,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act,  as  they  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary ;  and  all  regulations  adopted  by  the  said  Board 
of  Supervising  Inspectors  under  the  authoritj^  of  this  Act,  when  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
shall  have  the  force  of  law.  Two  printed  copies  of  any  such  regulations  for  passing,  signed  by  them, 
shall  be  furnished  to  each  steam  vessel,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  posted  up  in  conspicuous  places  on 
board. 

REPEAL   OF  INCONSISTENT  RULES. 

Sec.  4.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  so  far  as  applicable  to  the  navigation  of  the  Great  Lakes  and 
their  connecting  and  tributary  w^aters  as  far  east  as  Montreal,  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  rules  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  March  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five.

Pae.  6.  No  person  shall  be  employed  as  an  Aid  in  the  Survey  except  on  the  following  conditions :  He 
must  be  under  twenty  three  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  sound  health,  mentally  and  bodily, 
and  must  pass  the  physical  examination  required  of  candidates  for  the  Military  Academy  at  West  Point 
or  the  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis.  He  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  college  or  scientific  school  of  good 
standing,  or  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  geography,  drawing,  mathematics,  astronomy,  and  natural 
philosophy  such  as  is  required  to  graduate  at  the  best  scientific  schools ;  must  serve  as  an  Acting  Aid  one 
year  in  the  field  and  on  ofBce  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent,  and  must  be  a  resident  and 
citizen  of  the  State  or  Territory  from  which  he  is  appointed.  No  person  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  as 
an  Aid  in  the  Survey  from  any  State  or  Territory  represented  in  the  list  of  Assistants  and  Aids  by  three 
or  more  persons,  nor  from  the  District  of  Columbia  when  so  represented.

RULES  TO  PREVENT  COLLISIONS  AT  SEA. 


BUREAU  OF   NAVIGATION, 

Washington,  D.  C,  Februarrj  25,  1896. 

To  Collectors  of  Customs  and  Others : 

By  Act  of  Congress  approved  February  23,  1895,  it  is  provided  that  the  Act  of  March  19,  1890,  to 
adopt  regulations  for  preventing  collisions  at  sea,  and  embodying  the  Eevised  International  Regulations 
upon  the  subject,  shall  not  take  effect  on  March  1, 1895,  as  directed  in  the  President's  proclamation,  dated 
July  13,  1894,  and  in  the  Department's  circular  of  August  15,  1894.  The  Act  is  not  to  take  effect  until, 
at  some  subsequent  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  President,  a  proclamation  shall  issue  for  that  purpose. 

Until  the  issue  of  such  new  proclamation,  the  Act  of  March  3,  1885,  and  the  authorized  rules  and  reg- 
ulations governing  such  matters,  will  be  observed  as  heretofore,  except  upon  the  Great  Lakes,  where  new 
special  rules  obtain,  as  you  have  been  informed. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  copy  below  of  the  Act  of  February  19,  1895,  to  adopt  special  rules 
for  the  navigation  of  harbors,  rivers,  and  inland  waters,  except  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  connecting  and 
tributary  waters,  as  far  east  as  Montreal : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  TJniied  States  of  America  in  Gongresg 
assembled,  That  on  and  after  March  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  the  provisions  of  sections 
forty-two  hundred  and  thirty-three,  forty-four  hundred  and  twelve,  and  forty-four  hundred  and  thirteen 
of  the  Eevised  Statutes  and  regulations  pursuant  thereto  shall  be  followed  on  the  harbors,  rivers  anid 
inland  waters  of  the  United  States. 

The  provisions  of  said  sections  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  and  regulations  pursuant  thereto  are  hereby 
declared  special  rules  duly  made  by  local  authority  relative  to  the  navigation  of  harbors,  rivers  and 
inland  waters  as  provided  for  in  Article  thirty,  of  the  Act  of  August  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety,  entitled  "An  Act  to  adopt  regulations  for  preventing  collisions  at  sea." 

Sec.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  directed  from  time  to 
time  to  designate  and  define  by  suitable  bearings  or  ranges  with  light  houses,  light  vessels,  buoys  or  coast 
objects,  the  lines  dividing  the  high  seas  from  rivers,  harbors  and  inland  waters. 

Sec.  3.  Collectors  or  other  chief  officers  of  the  customs  shall  require  all  sail  vessels  to  be  furnished 
with  proper  signal  lights.  Every  such  vessel  that  shall  be  navigated  without  complying  with  the  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  or  the  regulations  that  may  be  lawfully  made  therenndei-,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty 
of  two  hundred  dollars,  one-half  to  go  to  the  informer  ;  for  which  sum  the  vessel  so  navigated  shall  be 
liable,  and  may  be  seized  and  proceeded  against  by  way  of  libel  in  any  district  court  of  the  United 
States  having  jurisdiction  of  the  offense. 

Sec.  4.  The  words  "inland  waters"  used  in  this  Act  shall  not  be  held  to  include  the  Great  Lakes 
and  their  connecting  and  tributary  waters  as  far  east  as  Montreal ;  and  this  Act  shall  not  in  any  respect 
modify  or  affect  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  navigation  on  the  Great  Lakes 
and  their  connecting  and  tributary  waters,"  approved  February  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five.  •

advise,  so  far  as  practicable,  private  persons  concerned  of  the  suspension  of  the  proclamation  already 
issued.

AN  ACT  To  amend  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  the  laws  relative  to  shipping  commissioners,"  approved  August  nineteenth 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Mouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assem- 
bled, That  chapter  eight  hundred  and  one  of  the  Public  Laws  of  the  Fifty-first  Congress,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  amend  the  Act  relative  to  shipping  commissioners,"  approved  August  nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Wbeu  a  crew  is  shipped  by  a  shii^jiing  commissioner  for  any  American  vessel  in  the  coastwise  trade, 
or  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  or  New  Foundland,  or  the  West 
Indies,  or  Mexico,  a.s  authorized  by  section  two  of  an  Act  approved  June  iiineteenth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-six,  entitled  'An  Act  to  abolish  certain  fees  for  official  services  to  American  vessels,  and  to 
amend  the  laws  relating  to  shipping  commissioners,  seamen,  and  owners  of  vessels,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," an  agreement  shall  be  made  with  each  seaman  engaged  as  one  of  such  crew  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  provided  by  Sections  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  eleven  and  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  twelve 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  not  however  including  the  sixth,  seventh  ajid  eighth  items  of  Section  four  thousand 
five  hundred  and  eleven ;  and  such  agreement  shall  be  posted  as  jirovided  in  Section  four  thou.sand  five 
hundred  and  nineteen,  and  snch  seamen  shall  be  discharged  and  receive  their  wages  as  provided  by  the 
first  clause  of  Section  foui-  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-nine  and  also  by  Sections  four  thousand  five 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and 
twenty-eight,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thiity-five,  four  thou- 
sand five  hundred  and  thiity-six,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-two,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and 
forty-three,  Ibnr  thousand  five  hundied  and  forty-four,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-five,  four 
thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-six,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  Ibrty-seveu,  four  thousand  five 
hundred  and  forty-nine,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty,  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-one, 
four  thousand  five  hundi'ed  and  fifty-two,  four  thousand  five  huudred  and  fifty-three  and  four  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty-ibur  of  the  Eevised  Statutes ;  but  in  all  other  respects  such  shi])ment  of  seamen 
and  such  shipping  agreement  shall  be  regarded  as  if  both  shipment  and  agreement  had  been  entered  into 
between  the  master  of  a  vessel  and  a  seaman  without  going  before  a  shii>ping  commissioner  :  Frorided, 
That  the  clothing  of  any  seaman  shall  be  exempt  from  attachment,  and  that  any  person  who  shall 
detain  snch  clothing  when  demanded  by  the  owner  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars."

AMENDED  STEAMBOAT  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS.

Office  of  the  Supervising  Inspector-General, 

Washington,  D.  C,  Fehrioary  28,  1895. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors  of  Steam  Vessels,  held  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  January  and  February,  1895,  in  pursuance  of  section  4405,  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  amendments  were  made  to  Rules  I,  II,  III,  IV,  V,  VI,  and  X,  of  the  General 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

Form  No.  211 1,  Application  for  Inspection,  and  Forms  Nos.  2172^  and  21723^,  Boiler  Manu- 
facturers' Affidavits,  were  changed,  and  inspectors  should  make  immediate  application  therefor, 
and,  as  soon  as  supplied,  use  the  new  forms  exclusively. 

Attention  is  especially  directed  to  change  of  title  of  "Pilot  Rules,  Lakes  and  Seaboard," 
to  "Pilot  Rules,  Harbors,  Rivers,  and  Inland  Waters;"  and  to  amendments  in  Pilot  Rules  for 
Western  Rivers,  in  conformity  with  Act  of  Congress,  "  To  adopt  special  rules  for  the  naviga- 
tion of  harbors,  rivers,  and  inland  waters  of  the  United  States,  except  the  Great  Lakes,"  etc., 
approved  February  19,  1895;  also  to  the  Pilot  Rules  for  the  Great  Lakes  (new),  provided  for  by 
the  Act  of  Congress  entitled,  "An  Act  to  regulate  navigation  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  con- 
necting and  tributary  waters,"  approved  February  8,  1895. 

These  amendments  and  rules  having  received  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
dated  February  14,  20,  and  21,  1895,  have  now  the  force  of  law,  as  provided  in  section  4405,  Revised 
Statutes,  and  must  be  observed  accordingly.

RULE  I. 


Section  3.     ( Third  paragraph  and  diagram  amended.) 

To  ascertain  the  tensile  strength  and  other  qualities  of  steel  plates  there  shall  be  taken  from 
each  sheet  to  be  used  in  shell  or  other  parts  of  boiler  which  are  subject  to  tensile  strain,  a  test 
piece  prepared  in  form  according  to  the  following  diagram: 

(New  diagram.) 


The  length  of  straight  part  in  center  varying  as  called  for  by  thickness  of  material  as  follows: 
The  straight  portion  shall  be  in  length  at  least  eight  times  the  width  multiplied  by  the  thickness 
of  said  part,  and  have  a  reduction  of  area  as  called  for  by  the  present  rules  of  the  Board,  and  an 
elongation  of  at  least  25  per  cent.  The  straight  part  shall  be  of  a  width  of  one  inch.  [This  rule 
to  take  effect  on  and  after  July  i,  1894.]  A//  test  pieces  of  i  inch  thickness  and  upward  shall  have  the 
straight  part  8  inches  in  length.  The  ends  of  test  pieces  may  be  from  -iYi.  to  2  inches  in  width,  and  from  4.  to  6 
inches  long,  as  may  be  desired. 

Section  4.     (First  paragraph  amended.) 

4.  The  manufacturer  of  any  boiler  to  be  used  for  marine  purposes  shall  furnish  the  inspectors 
of  the  district  where  such  boiler  or  boilers  are  to  be  constructed  a  blue  print  or  tracing  descriptive  of  same  for 
their  approval,  which  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  their  office,  also  the  kind  of  material  and  size  of  rivets  to  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  such  boiler  and  the  size  and  pitch  of  the  rivet  holes  in  same,  as  well  as  an  affidavit  in  the 
following  form,  subscribed  16,  either  by  himself  or  authorized  agent  having  superintendence  of 
the  construction  of  isuch  boilers. 

EULE  II. 

Section  3.     (Second  paragraph  amended.) 

2.  Multiply  one-sixth  (J^)  of  the  lowest  tensile  strength  found  stamped  on  any  plate  in  the 
cylindrical  shell  by  the  thickness— expressed  in  inches  or  parts  of  an  inch— of  the  thinnest  plate 
in  the  same  cylindrical  shell,  and  divide  by  the  radius  or  half  diameter— also  expressed  in  inches— 
and  the  sum  will  be  the  pressure  allowable  per  square  inch  of  surface  for  single  riveting,  to  which 
add  20  per  cent  for  double  riveting,  when  all  the  holes  have  been  ''fairly  drilled"  and  no  part  of  such  hole 
has  been  punched. 

Section  6.  (Paragraph  preceding  the  second  example,  page  21,  Rules  and  Regulations,  1894, 
amended  to  read  as  follows:) 

Flat  part  of  boiler-head  plates  when  braced  with  bolts  having  double  nuts  and  a  washer  at 
least  one-half  the  thickness  of  head,  where  washers  are  riveted  to  the  outside  of  the  head,  and  of  a 
size  equal  to  }i  of  the  pitch  of  stay  bolts,  or  where  heads  have  a  stiiTening  plate  covering  the  area

braced  will  equal  the  thickness  of  head  and  washers,  the  head  and  stiffening  plate  being  riveted 
together,  with  rivets  spaced  and  of  sufficient  sectional  area  of  rivets  as  determined  by  section 
6,  Rule  II,  for  socket  bolts  sliall  be  allowed  a  constant  of  200,  rivets  to  be  spaced  by  thickness  of 
washer  on  the  stiffening  plate.  Boilers  heads  so  reinforced  will  be  allowed  a  thickness  to  compute 
pressure  allowed  of  80  per  cent  of  the  combined  thickness  of  head  and  washer,  or  head  and 
stiffening  plate. 

Section  7.     (New  paragraph,  to  follow  fourth  paragraph.) 

Any  steel  stay  brace  of  the  Huston  type,  or  similar  thereto,  prepared  at  one  heat  from  a  solid 
piece  of  plate  without  welds,  intended  for  use  in  marine  boilers,  to  be  allowed  a  strain  exceeding 
6,000  pounds  per  square  inch  of  cross  section,  shall  be  tested  as  hereinafter  provided  for  steel 
bars  intended  to  be  used  as  stay  bolts;  and  any  brace  formed  in  this  way,  with  an  area  of  cross 
section  of  1.227  and  not  exceeding  an  area  of  5  inches  may  be  allowed  a  strain  not  exceeding  7,000 
pounds  per  square  inch  of  cross  section;  exceeding  this  area,  may  be  allowed  a  strain  not  exceed- 
ing 8,000  pounds  to  the  square  inch. 

Section  14.  (Paragraph  relating  to  vertical  boiler  furnaces.) 

All  vertical  boiler  furnaces  constructed  of  wrought  iron  or  steel  plates,  and  having  a  diam- 
eter of  over  42  inches,  or  a  height  of  over  40  inches,  and  crown  sheets  of  flat-sided  furnaces,  if 
made  with  a  radius  of  over  21  inches,  and  all  cylindrical  shells  of  back  conneciions  having  a  radius  of 
over  2/  inches,  shall  be  stayed  with  bolts  as  provided  by  section  6  of  Rule  II,  for  flat  surfaces  ; 
and  the  thickness  of  material  required  for  the  shells  of  such  furnaces  shall  be  determined  by 
the  distance  between  the  centers  of  the  stay  bolts  in  the  furnace  and  not  in  the  shell  of  the 
boiler  ;  and  the  steam  pressure  allowable  shall  be  determined  by  the  distance  from  center  of  stay 
bolts  in  the  furnace,  and  the  diameter  of  such  stay  bolts  at  the  bottom  of  the  thread. 

Where  steam  chambers  are  formed  in  such  vertical  boilers  at  the  upper  end  thereof  by  a 
sheet  in  form  of  a  cone  between  the  upper  tube  sheet  and  upper  head  of  such  boiler,  the  pressure 
allowed  shall  be  determined  by  the  diameter  of  such  cone  at  the  central  point  between  the  tube 
sheet  and  upper  head  of  such  boiler. 

Section  2.  (New.)  ^^^^  ^^^• 

2.  The  carrying  capacity  of  all  lifeboats  .shall  be  determined  by  the  following  rule  : 

Rule. — Multiply  the  outside  length,  outside  width,  and  inside  depth  together,  and  the  pro- 
duct by  .6  ;  and  divide  the  product  by  10  for  ocean,  lake,  bay,  or  sound  steamers  ;  and,  for  river 
steamers,  divide  the  product  by  7;  the  quotient  will  be  the  number  of  persons  such  a  boat  is 
allowed  to  carry. 

Example. — The  carrying  capacity  of  a  boat  20  feet  in  length,  5  feet  in  breadth,  and  3  feet  in 
depth,  will  be  determined  as  follows:

Section  10.  (First  two  paragraphs.) 

10.  Passenger  steamers  navigating  rivers,  excepting  steamers  under  100  gross  tons  hereinafter  pro'dded 
for,  must  be  supplied,  in  addition  to  the  boat  required  by  the  sixth  and  seventh  sections  of  this 
rule,  with  lifeboat.s  in  proportion  to  their  tonnage,  as  follows: 

Steamers  between  100  and  300  gross  tons i  boat. 

Steamers  between  300  and  600 gross  tons 2  boats. 

Steamers  between  600  and  900  gross  tons 3  boats. 

Steamers  between  900  and  1,200  gross  tons 4  boats.

1 1.  No  steamer  embraced  in  section  lo  shall  be  required  to  have  more  lifeboats,  or  of  a  greater 
capacity,  than  sufficient  to  carry  the  passengers  allowed  by  the  certificate  of  inspection  (includ- 
ing the  crew).  One  of  the  lifeboats,  unless  exempted  by  the  supervising  inspector,  must  be 
made  of  metal.  [The  carrying  capacity  of  the  lifeboats  for  steamers  therein  mentioned  shall  be 
determined  by  multiplying  the  length,  breadth,  and  depth  together,  and  dividing  the  product  by 
five.] 

Section  12.  (First  paragraph  amended.) 

12.  Passenger  steamers  navigating  oceans,  northwestern  lakes,  bays,  and  sounds  of  the  United 
States,  excepting  steamers  under  100  gross  tons  hereinafter  provided  for,  must  be  equipped  with  lifeboats 
in  proportion  to  their  tonnage,  as  follows: 

(In  the  table  following  above  paragraph  of  section  12,  the  first  line  of  table  is  omitted  there- 
from, viz:  "Steamers  under  100  tons,  i  boat.") 

(New  third  paragraph.) 

These  boats  shall  be  substantiall}-  built  with  reference  to  the  trade  in  which  the  steamer  is 
engaged,  and  shall  not  be  of  less  dimensions  than  those  named  in  the  example  in  section  2  of  this 
rule,  unless,  where  smaller  lifeboats  are  employed,  their  aggregate  capacity  shall  equal  the  aggre- 
gate capacity  of  the  larger  boats:  Provided,  however,  that  no  steamer  shall  be  required  to  have  more 
lifeboats  than  sufficient  to  carry  the  passengers  she  is  allowed  by  her  certificate  of  inspection, 
together  with  her  officers,  and  crew. 

Section  23.     (New.)

The  lifeboat  on  steatners  between  50  and   100  tons  must  be  in  addition  to  the  working  boat 
required  by  section  6  of  this  rule. 

The  boat  for  passenger  steamers  of  10  tons  and  less  may  be  dispensed  with  if  such  steamer  is 
provided  with  metallic  air  chambers,  placed  under  the  seats  and  in  the  ends  of  said  vessels,  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  float  the  inert  weight  of  said  vessel,  including  her  boilers  and  machinery  ; 
otherwise  the  lifeboat  referred  to  in  above  table  must  be  either  carried  or  towed  at  all  limes 
when  being  navigated  with  passengers  on  board  ;  and  all  such  vessels  referred  to  in  this  section 
shall  also  be  provided  with  one  life-preserver  for  every  person  which  the  inspection  certificate 
shall  allow  them  to  carry,  including  the  officers  and  crew.

RULE  V. 

Section  i.     (First  paragraph  amended.) 

Before  an  original  license  is  issued  to  any  person  to  act  as  a  master,  mate,  pilot,  or  engineer,  he 
must  personally  appear  before  some  local  board  or  a  supervising  inspector  for  examination  ;  'but 
upon  the  renewal  of  such  license,  when  the  distance  from  any  local  board.or  supervising  inspector 
is  such  as  to  put  the  person  holding  the  same  to  great  inconvenience  and  expense  to  appear  in 
person,  he  may,  upon  taking  the  oath  of  office  before  any  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
and  forwarding  the  same,  together  with  the  license  to  be  renewed,  to  the  local  board  or  super- 
vising inspector  of  the  district  in  which  he  resides  or  is  employed,  have  the  same  renewed  by  the 
said  inspectors  if  no  valid  reason  to  the  contrary  be  known  to  them  ;  and  they  shall  attach  such 
oath  to  the  stub  end  of  the  license,  which  is  to  be  retained  on  file  in  their  office  :  Provided,  how- 
ever^ That  the  applicant  for  renewal  is  at  the  time  personally  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  hispec- 
tion  laivs,  as  defined  in  sections  4400  and  4447  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  And  inspectors  are  directed,  when 
licenses  are  completed,  to  draw  a  broad  pen  and  red-ink  mark  through  all  unused  spaces 'in  the 
body  thereof,  so  as  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  illegal  interpolation  after  issue. 

Section  7. 

7.  [On  all  waters  other  than  rivers  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.]  Second-class  pilots 
may  be  allowed  to  take  charge  of  steamers  not  exceeding  100  tons  burden,  and  may  be  authorized 
by  the  license  granted  to  act  in  charge  of  a  watch  as  assistant  to  a  first-class' pilot  on  freight  and 
towing  steamers  of  all  tonnage. 

II.  Inspectors  are  forbidden  to  issue  original  licenses  to  pilots  who  can  not  read  and  write: 
Provided,  however,  That  upon  navigable  waters  of  the  United  States  newly  opened  to  steamboat  navigation,  and 
where  the  only  pilots  obtainable  are  illiterate  Indians  or  other  natives,  the  fact  that  such  persons  can  neither  read 
nor  write  shall  not  be  considered  a  bar  to  such  Indians  or  other  natives  receiving  license  as  pilot  of  steam  v.ssels, 
provided  they  are  otherwise  qualified  therefor.  Inspectors  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Red  River  of 
the  North,  and  rivers  whose  waters  flow  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  are  forbidden  to  issue  original 
licenses  to  pilots  for  routes  extending  beyond  these  rivers,  except  inspectors  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  coast  of  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  who  may  grant  such  licenses  for  coastwise  routes,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  adjoining  boards. 

18.  Except  by  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  board  that  granted  the  license  no  other  board 
shall  raise  the  grade  of  an  engineer,  mate,  or  pilot  during  the  year  for  which  the  license  was 
granted,  and  the  grade  of  no  original  license  shall  be  raised  during  the  term  for  which  it  is 


issued,  nor  at  any  time  thereafter,  unless  the  holder  can  show  one  year's  actual  service  in  the 
capacity  for  which  he  has  been  licensed:  Provided,  That  no  person  receiving  special  license  either  as  pilot 
or  engineer  shall  be  eligible  to  a  higher  grade  of  license  until  such  person  has  actually  served  three  full  seasons 
of  navigation  on  the  waters  for  which  he  is  licensed,  and  then  only  on  satisfactory  written  evidence  of  such  service, 
to  be  placed  on  file  with  the  application  for  increase  of  grade. 

RULE  VI. 

I.  The  annual  inspection  of  a  steamer  must  be  made  only  on  written  application,  presented 
to  the  United  States  inspectors  by  the  owner,  master,  or  authorized  agent  of  the  steamer  to  be 
inspected.  Such  application  tnust  state  upon  its  face  that  previous  application  for  inspection  has  not  been  made 
to  any  other  board  of  local  inspectors,  or  supervising  inspector. 

Section  7.   (First  paragraph  amended.) 

7.  Certificates  of  inspection  for  any  period  less  than  one  year  shall  not  be  issued,  but  nothing 
herein  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  local  inspectors  from  inspecting  steamers  for  renewal  of  certificate,  upon 
due  application  in  writing,  at  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days  of  expiration  of  current  certificate  of  itispection, 
providing  the  same  can  be  done  without  greater  expense  than  would  be  incurred  if  taking  place  when  inspection  is 
regularly  due,  and  that  such  inspection  shall  not  interfere  U'ith  other  inspections  regularly  falling  due  at  the  same 
time.  This  rule,  however,  is  not  to  be  construed  as  preventing  the  inspection  of  any  steamer  at  an  earlier  period 
than  thirty  days  anterior  to  the  expiration  of  the  steamer's  certificate,  when  necessary  ^^  for  the  purpose  of  concen- 
trating the  work  of  the  inspectors  within  certain  given  periods"  {^Department  decision  770J,  August  ly,  1886, 
page  216,  Manual,  edition,  I Sgo)  for  the  purpose  of  saving  traveling  expenses.  Inspectors  issuing  a  permit 
to  a  steamboat  to  proceed  to  other  ports  for  repairs  must  state  upon  the  face  of  the  same  the 
conditions  upon  which  it  is  granted  and  whether  the  vessel  is  to  be  allowed  to  carry  freight  or 
passengers,  the  quantity  and  number:  Provided,  however.  That  no  steam  vessel  whose  certificate  has 
expired  vfiW  be  permitted  to  carry  passengers  or  freight  while  eh  route  to  another  port  for  repairs. 

RULE  X. 

7.  All  passenger  steamers  navigating  rivers,  lakes,  bays,  and  sounds  in  the  night  time  shall 
have  a  watchman  on  each  deck  below  the  hurricane  deck,  including  the  cabins,  such  as  are 
accessible  to  the  passengers  and  crew  when  under  way;  and  a  watchman  as  lookout  at  the  bow, 
excepting  on  steamboats  navigating  the  waters  emptying  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  having  hurricane  decks  that 
terminate  abaft  the  stem,  then  the  watchman  as  lookout  shall  be  stationed  on  the  fonoard part  of  such  hurricane 
deck,  who  shall  perform  no  other  duty  between  sunset  and  sunrise. 


RULKS  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  PILOTS 

STEAMERS  XAVKiATINO  IIAUUOUS,  UIVEllS,  AN»  INLAND  WATERS  (EXCEPT  THE  GREAT  LAKES,  THE  RED  RIVER  OF  THE 
NORTH,  AND  RIVERS  EMI'TYING  INTO  THE  OULK  OF  MEXICO,  AND  THEIR  TRIHCTARIEs)  WHEN  MEETING  OR  APPROACH- 
ING EACH  OTHER,  WHETHEIl  HY  DAY  OR  NIGHT,  AND  AS  SOON  AS   FULLY  WITHIN  SOUND  OP  THE  STEAM  WHISTLE. 

Adopli'd  by  Iho  Uoiird  uf  Siiporviaiiij;  luspoi-tors  June,  1871 ;  ainon<lo(l  Junuury,  1875— Jiinuiiry,  1881,1882,1893,1805. 


RULE  I. 

When  steamers  are  approaching  each  other  "  head  and  head,"  or  nearly  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  steamer  to  pass  to  the  right,  or  port  side  of  the  other;  and  the  pilot  of  either  steamer 
may  be  first  in  determining  to  pursue  this  course,  and  thereupon  shall  give,  as  a  signal  of  his 
intention,  one  short  and  distinct  blast  of  his  steam-whistle,  which  the  pilot  of  the  other  steamer 
shall  answer  promptly  by  a  similar  blast  of  his  steam-whistle,  and  thereupon  such  steamers  shall 
pass  to  the  right,  or  port  side,  of  each'  other.  But  if  the  course  of  such  steamers  is  so  far  on  the 
starboard  of  each  other  as  not  to  be  considered  by  pilots  as  meeting  "head  and  head,"  or  nearly 
so,  the  pilots  so  first  deciding  shall  immediately  give  two  short  and  distinct  blasts  of  his  steam- 
whistle,  which  the  pilot  of  the  other  steamer  shall  answer  promptly  by  two  similar  blasts  of  his 
steam-whistle,  and  they  shall  pass  to  the  left,  or  on  the  starboard  side,  of  each  other. 

Note. — In  the  night,  steamers  will  be  considered  as  meeting  "  head  and  head  "  so  long  as  both  the  colored  lights 
of  each  are  in  view  of  the  other. 

RULE  II. 

When  steamers  are  approaching  each  other  in  an  oblic|ue  direction  (as  shown  in  diagram  of 
the  fourth  situation)  they  shall  pass  to  the  right  of  each  other,  as  if  meeting  "head  and  head," 
or  nearly  so,  and  the  signals  by  whistle  shall  be  given  and  answered  promptly,  as  in  that  case 
specified. 

RULE  III, 

If,  when  steamers  are  approaching  each  other,  the  pilot  of  either  vessel  fails  to  understand 
the  course  or  intention  of  the  other,  whether  from  signals  being  given  or  answered  erroneously, 
or  from  other  causes,  the  pilot  so  in  doubt  shall  immediately  signify  the  same  by  giving  several 
short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  steam  whistle;  and  if  the  vessels  shall  have  approached  within  half 
a  mile  of  each  other,  both  shall  be  immediately  slowed  to  a  speed  barely  sufficient  for  steerage-way 
until  the  proper  signals  are  given,  answered,  and  understood,  or  until  the  vessels  shall  have  passed 
each  other. 

Vessels  approaching  each  other  from  opposite  directions  are  forbidden  to  use  what  has 
become  technically  known  among  pilots  as  "  cross  signals  "—that  is,  answering  one  whistle  with 
two,  and  answering  two  whistles  with  one.  In  all  cases,  and  under  all  circumstances,  a  pilot 
receiving  either  of  the  whistle  signals  provided  in  the  rules,  which  for  any  reason  he  deems  in- 
judicious to  comply  with,  instead  of  answering  it  with  a  cross  signal,  must  at  once  observe  the 
provisions  of  this  rule. 

RULE  IV. 

When  steamers  are  running  in  a  fog  or  thick  weather  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pilot  to 
cause  a  long  blast  of  the  steam-whistle  to  be  sounded  at  intervals  not  exceeding  one  minute. 

Steamers,  when  drifting  or  at  anchor  in  the  fair-way  of  other  vessels  in  a  fog  or  thick 
weather,  shall  ring  their  bells  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  two  minutes. 
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RULE  V, 

Whenever  a  steamer  is  nearing  a  short  bend  or  curve  in  the  channel,  where,  from  the  height 
of  the  banks  or  other  cause,  a  steamer  approaching  from  the  opposite  direction  can  not  be  seen 
for  a  distance  of  half  a  mile,  the  pilot  of  such  steamer,  when  he  shall  have  arrived  within  half  a 
mile  of  such  curve  or  bend,  shall  give  a  signal  by  one  long  blast  of  the  steam-whistle,  which 
signal  shall  be  answered  by  a  similar  blast,  given  by  the  pilot  of  any  approaching  steamer  that 
may  be  within  hearing.  Should  such  signal  be  so  answered  by  a  steamer  upon  the  farther  side 
of  such  bend,  then  the  usual  signals  for  meeting  and  passing  shall  immediately  be  given  and 
answered  ;  but,  if  the  first  alarm-signal  of  such  pilot  be  not  answered,  he  is  to  consider  the 
channel  clear  and  govern  himself  accordingly. 

When  boats  are  moved  from  their  docks  or  berths,  and  other  boats  are  liable  to  pass  from  any 
direction  toward  them,  they  shall  give  the  same  signal  as  in  case  of  boats  meeting  at  a  bend  ;  but 
immediately  after  clearing  the  berths  so  as  to  be  fully  in  sight,  they  shall  be  governed  by  Rule  I. 

RULE  VI. 

The  signals,  by  the  blowing  of  the  steam-whistle,  shall  be  given  and  answered  by  pilots,  in 
compliance  with  these  rules,  not  only  when  meeting  "head  and  head,"  or  nearly  so,  but  at  all 
times  when  passing  or  meeting  at  a  distance  within  half  a  mile  of  each  other,  and  whether  passing 
to  the  starboard  or  port 

ROLE  VIL 

When  two  steamers  are  approaching  the  narrows  known  as  "Hell  Gate,"  on  the  East  River 
at  New  York,  side  by  side,  or  nearly  so,  running  in  the  same  direction,  the  steamer  on  the 
right  or  starboard  hand  of  the  other  (when  approaching  from  the  west),  when  they  shall  have 
arrived  abreast  of  the  north  end  of  Blackwell's  Island,  shall  have  the  right  of  way,  and  the  steamer 
on  the  left  or  port  side  shall  check  her  way  and  drop  astern.  In  like  case  when  two  steamers  are 
approaching  from  the  east,  and  are  abreast  of  Negro  Point,  the  steamer  on  the  right  or  starboard 
hand  of  the  other  shall  have  the  right  of  way,  and  shall  proceed  on  her  course  without  interference, 
and  the  steamer  on  the  port  side  of  the  other  shall  keep  at  a  safe  distance  astern  (not  less  than 
three  lengths)  until  both  steamers  have  passed  through  the  difficult  channel. 

RULE  VIII. 

When  steamers  are  running  in  the  same  direction,  and  the  pilot  of  a  steamer  which  is  astern 
shall  desire  to  pass  on  the  right  or  starboard  hand  of  the  steamer  ahead,  he  shall  give  one  short 
blast  of  the  steam-whistle,  as  a  signal  of  such  desire  and  intention,  and  shall  put  his  helm  to  port ; 
or  if  he  shall  desire  to  pass  on  the  left  or  port  side  of  the  steamer  ahead,  he  shall  give  two  short 
blasts  of  the  steam-whistle  as  a  signal  of  such  desire  and  intention,  and  shall  put  his  helm  to  star- 
board, and  the  pilot  of  the  steamer  ahead  shall  answer  by  the  same  signals,  or  if  he  does  not  think 
it  safe  for  the  steamer  astern  to  attempt  to  pass  at  that  point,  he  shall  immediately  signify  the 
same  by  giving  several  short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  steam-whistle,  and  under  no  circumstances 
shall  the  steamer  astern  attempt  to  pass  the  steamer  ahead  until  such  time  as  they  have  reached 
a  point  where  it  can  be  safely  done,  when  said  steamer  ahead  shall  signify  her  willingness  by 
blowing  the  proper  signals.  The  boat  ahead. shall  in  no  case  attempt  to  cross  the  bow  or  crowd 
upon  the  course  of  the  passing  steamer. 

Every  vessel  coming  up  with  another  vessel  from  any  direction  more  than  two  points  abaft 
her  beam— that  is,  in  such  a  position,  with  reference  to  the  vessel  which  she  is  overtaking  that  at 
night  she  would  be  unable  to  see  either  of  that  vessel's  side-lights— shall  be  deemed  to  be  an 
overtaking  vessel  ;  and  no  subsequent  alteration  of  the  bearing  between  the  two  vessels  shall 
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make  the  overtaking  vessel  a  crossing  vessel  within  the  meaning  of  these  rules,  or  relieve  her  of 
the  duty  of  keeping  clear  of  the  overtaken  vessel  until  she  is  finally  past  and  clear. 

N.  B.— The  foregoing  rules  are  to  bo  complied  with  in  all  cases,  except  when  steamers  are  navigating  in  a 
crowded  channel,  or  in  the  vicinity  of  wharves  ;  under  such  circumstances  steamers  must  be  run  and  managed  with 
great  caution,  sounding  tlio  whistle,  as  may  be  necessary,  to  guard  against  collision  or  other  accidents. 

Sectio.n'  433a,  UEVtsEi)  Statutes.— iJuie  twenty-four.— \w  construing  and  obeying  these  rules,  due  regard  must 
be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navigation,  and  to  any  special  circumstances  which  may  exist  in  any  particular  case  rendering 
a  departure  from  them  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  immediate  danger. 

RULE  IX. 

All  double-ended  ferry-boats  on  lakes  and  seaboard  shall  carry  a  central  range  of  clear, 
bright,  white  lights,  showing  all  around  the  horizon,  placed  at  equal  altitudes  forward  and  aft ; 
also  such  side-lights  as  specified  in  section  4233,  Revised  Statutes,  Rule  3,  paragraphs  B  and  C. 

Local  Inspectors  in  districts  having  ferry-boats  shall,  whenever  the  safety  of  navigation  may 
require,  designate  for  each  line  of  such  boats  a  certain  light,  white  or  colored,  which  shall  show 
all  around  the  horizon,  to  designate  and  distinguish  such  lines  from  each  other,  which  light  shall 
be  carried  on  a  flagstaff  amidship,  fifteen  feet  above  the  white  range-lights. 

The  line  dividing  jurisdiction  between  Pilot  Rules  on  Western  Rivers  and  Harbors,  Rivers 
and  Inland  Waters  at  New  Orleans,  shall  be  the  lower  limits  of  the  city. 

LIGHTS  FOR  BARGES  AND  CANAL  BOATS  IN  TOW  OF  STEAM-VESSELS.       " 

RULE  X. 

On  the  inland  rivers,  baj's,  sounds,  and  harbors  of  the  United  States — except  on  the  waters 
of  the  Hudson  River  and  its  tributaries  from  Troy  to  Sandy  Hook,  the  waters  of  the  East 
River,  and  Long  Island  Sound,  and  the  waters  entering  thereon,  and  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  to 
and  including  Narragansett  Bay,  R.  I.,  and  tributaries,  and  Lake  Champlain — barges  and  canal 
boats  towing  astern  of  steam  vessels,  when  towing  singly,  or  what  is  known  as  tandem  towing, 
shall  each  carry  a  green  light  on  the  starboard  side  and  a  red  light  on  the  port  side. 

When  two  or  more  boats  are  abreast,  the  colored  lights  shall  be  carried  at  the  outer  sides  of 
the  bows  of  the  outside  boats. 

Barges  or  canal  boats  towing  alongside  a  steam  vessel  shall,  if  the  deck,  deck  houses,  or  cargo 
of  the  barge  or  canal  boat  be  so  high  above  water  as  to  obscure  the  side  lights  of  the  towing 
steatuer,  when  being  towed  on  the  starboard  side  of  the  steamer,  carry  a  green  light  upon  the 
starboard  side  ;  and  when  towed  on  the  port  side  of  the  steamer,  a  red  light  on  the  port  side  of 
the  barge  or  canal  boat ;  and  if  there  is  more  than  one  barge  or  canal  boat  abreast,  the  colored 
lights  shall  be  displayed  from  the  outer  side  of  the  outside  barges  or  canal  boats. 

Barges  and  canal  boats,  when  being  towed  by  steam  vessels  on  the  waters  of  the  Hudson 
River  and  its  tributaries  from  Troy  to  Sandy  Hook,  the  East  River,  and  Long  Island  Sound  (and 
the  waters  entering  thereon,  and  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean),  to  and  including  Narragansett  Bay, 
R.  I.,  and  tributaries,  and  Lake  Champlain,  shall  carry  lights  as  follows  : 

Barges  and  canal  boats  being  towed  astern  of  steam  vessels,  when  towing  singly  or  what  is 
known  as  tandem  towing,  shall  each  carry  a  white  light  on  the  bow  and  a  white  light  on  the  stern. 

Barges  and  canal  boats  when  towed  at  a  hawser  two  or  more  abreast,  when  in  one  tier,  shall 
carry  a  white  light  on  the  bow  and  a  white  light  on  the  stern  of  each  of  the  outside  boats  ;  when 
in  more  than  one  tier,  each  of  the  outside  boats  shall  carry  a  white  light  on  its  bow  ;  and  the 
outside  boats  in  the  last  tier  shall  each  carry,  in  addition,  a  white  light  on  the  outer,  after  part 
of  stern. 

Barges  or  canal  boats  towed  alongside  a  steam  vessel,  if  on  the  starboard  side  of  said  steam 
vessel,  shall  display  a  white  light  on  her  own  starboard  bow;  and  if  on  the  port  side  of  said  steam 
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vessel,  shall  display  a  Avhite  light  on  her  own  port  bow;  and  if  there  is  more  than  one  barge  or 
canal  boat  alongside,  the  white  lights  shall  be  displayed  from  the  outboard  side  of  the  outside 
barge  or  canal  boat. 

When  barges  or  canal  boats  are  massed  in  tiers  and  towed  at  a  hawser,  as  is  usual  on  the 
Hudson  River,  there  shall  be  carried  on  the  forward  port  side  of  the  port  boat  of  each  tier  a 
white  light,  and  on  the  forward  starboard  side  of  the  starboard  boat  in  each  tier  a  white  light 
and  on  the  after  port  side  of  the  port  boat  in  the  stern  tier  a  white  light,  and  on  the  after  star- 
board side  of  the  starboard  boat  in  the  stern  tier  a  white  light. 

The  white  lights  for  barges  and  canal  boats  referred  to  in  the  preceding  rules  shall  be  carried 
at  least  ten  feet  and  not  more  than  thirty  feet  abaft  the  stem  or  extreme  forward  end  of  the 
vessel,  above  the  deck  rail  of  the  vessel  on  single-decked  vessels,  and  on  the  upper  deck  of  double 
or  three-decked  barges  or  canal  boats;  and  shall  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark 
night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  five  miles. 

The  colored  side  lights  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  rules  must  be  fitted  with  inboard  screens, 
so  as  to  prevent  them  from  being  seen  across  the  bow,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on 
a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles,  and  so  constructed  as  to 
show  a  uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  and 
so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side.  The 
minimum  size  of  glass  globes  used  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  five  and  one- 
half  inches  high  in  the  clear. 

Any  barge  or  canal  boat  in  tow  of  a  steam  vessel,  when  the  last  boat  of  a  tow,  and  not  required 
by  these  rules  to  carry  a  light  on  the  stern — except  upon  rivers  whose  waters  flow  into  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico — on  being  overtaken  by  an  another  vessel,  shall  show  from  her  stern  to  such  last- 
mentioned  vessel  a  flare-up  light ;  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a  white  light  fixed  and  carried  in  a  lantern, 
which  shall  be  so  constructed,  fitted,  and  screened  that  it  shall  throw  an  unbroken  light  over  an 
arc  of  the  horizon  of  twelve  points  of  the  compass,  viz.,  for  six  points  from  right  aft  on  each 
side  of  the  vessel,  so  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 

These  rules  for  lights  on  barges  and  canal  boats  shall  take  effect  at  sundown  May  i,  1894,  and 
the  lights  provided  therein  shall  thereafter  be  carried  from  sunset  to  sunrise  at  all  times  when 
being  navigated. 

Provided,  That  nothing  in  these  rules  shall  be  construed  as  compelling  barges  or  canal  boats 
in  tow  of  steam  vessels,  passing  through  any  waters  en  route  or  directly  to  or  from  a  port  where 
lights  for  barges  or  canal  boats  are  different  from  those  of  the  waters  whereon  such  vessels  are 
usually  employed,  to  change  their  lights  from  those  required  on  the  waters  from  which  their  trip 
begins  or  terminates  ;  but  should  such  vessels  engage  in  local  employment  on  waters  requiring 
different  lights  from  those  where  they  are  customarily  employed  they  shall  comply  with  the  local 
rules  where  employed. 


EXTRACTS  FI{OM  RRVISKD  STATUTES. 


Sec.  4233.  The  following  rules  for  preventing  collisions  on  the  water,  shall  be  followed  in  the 
navigation  of  vessels  of  the  Navy  and  of  the  mercantile  marine  of  the  United  States. 

STEAM  AND  SAIL  VESSELS. 

Rule  one. — Every  steam-vessel  which  is  under  sail,  and  not  iinder  steam,  shall  be  considered  a 
sail-vessel;  and  every  steam-vessel  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or  not,  shall  be 
considered  a  steam-vessel. 

LIGHTS. 

Rule  two. — The  lights  mentioned  in  the  following  rules,  and  no  others,  shall  be  carried  in  all 
weather,  between  sunset  and  sunrise. 

Rule  three. — ^^All  ocean-going  steamers,  and  steamers  carrying  sail,  shall,  when  under  way,  carry — 

(A)  At  the  foremast  head,  a  bright  white  light,  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark 
night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  five  miles,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a 
uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty  points  of  the  compass,  and  so 
fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  ten  points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel,  namely,  from  right  ahead  to  two 
points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side. 

(B)  On  the  starboard  side,  a  green  light,  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark  night 
with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a 
uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  and  so  fixed 
as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  starboard  side. 

(C)  On  the  port  side,  a  red  light,  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on  a  dark  night,  with  a 
clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles,  and  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  uniform  and 
unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  and  so  fixed  as  to  throw 
the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  port  side. 

The  green  and  red  lights  shall  be  fitted  with  inboai'd  screens,  projecting  at  least  three  feet 
forward  from  the  lights,  so  as  to  prevent  them  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

Rule  four. — Steam-vessels,  when  towing  other  vessels,  shall  carry  two  bright  white  mast-head 
lights  vertically,  in  addition  to  their  side-lights,  so  as  to  distinguish  them  from  other  steam- 
vessels.  Each  of  these  mast-head  lights  shall  be  of  the  same  character  and  construction  as  the 
mast-head  lights  prescribed  by  Rule  three. 

Rule  five. — All  steam-vessels,  other  than  ocean-going  steamers,  and  steamers  carrying  sail,  shall, 
when  under  way,  carry  on  the  starboard  and  port  sides  lights  of  the  same  character  and  construc- 
tion and  in  the  same  position  as  are  prescribed  for  side-lights  by  Rule  three,  except  in  the  case  pro- 
vided in  Rule  six. 

Rule  six. — River  steamers  navigating  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  their  tribu- 
taries, shall  carry  the  following  lights,  namely  :  One  red  light  on  the  outboard  side  of  the  port 
smoke-pipe,  and  one  green  light  on  the  outboard  side  of  the  starboard  smoke-pipe.  Such  lights 
shall  show  both  forward  and  abeam  on  their  respective  sides. 

(12) 
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Rule  seven. — All  coasting  steam-vessels,  and  steam-vessels  other  than  ferry-boats  and  vessels 
otherwise  expressly  provided  for,  navigating  the  bays,  lakes,  rivers,  or  other  inland  waters  of  the 
United  States,  except  those  mentioned  in  Rule  six,  shall  carry  the  red  and  green  lights,  as  pre- 
scribed for  ocean-going  steamers  ;  and  in  addition  thereto  a  central  range  of  two  white  lights,  the 
after  light  being  carried  at  an  elevation  of  at  least  lifteen  feet  above  the  light  at  the  head  of  the 
vessel.  The  head-light  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  good  light  through  twenty  points  of 
the  compass,  namely:  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side  of  the  vessel; 
and  the  after-light  so  as  to  show  all  around  the  horizon.  The  lights  for  ferry-boats,  barges,  and 
canal-boats,  when  in  tow  of  steam-vessels,  shall  be  regulated  by  such  rules  as  the  board  of  super- 
vising inspectors  of  steam-vessels  shall  prescribe. 

When  tozving,  the  law  will  be  complied  with  by  having  an  additional  light  aft  2  or  j  feet  below  the  proper 
after  light,  also  showing  around  the  horizon,  and  from  a  flag-staff  of  sufficient  height  put  anywhere  abaft  the 
pilot-house. 

Lights  so  displayed  on  towing  vessels  without  masts  are  considered  the  equivalents  of  the  two  mast-head  lights 
required  by  rule  4,  section  42JJ,  Revised  Statutes.

FIRST  SITUATION. 

Here  the  two  I'Dloi-ed  li{>-lits  visible  to 
eacli  will  indicate  their  ilirect  approach 
"  head  and  head"  toward  eacli  other.  In 
tills  situation  it  is  a  standing  rule  tliat 
both  shall  put  their  helms  to  port  and 
pass  to  the  right,  each  having  previously 
given  cue  blast  of  the  steam-whistle.

SECOND  SITUATION. 

Here  the  green  light  only  will  be  visi- 
l)Ie  to  each,  the  screens  preventing  the 
red  lights  from  being  seen.  They  are, 
therefore,  passing  to  starboard,  whicli  is 
rulable  in  this  situation,  each  pilot  hav- 
ing previously  signifled  his  intention  by 
two  blasts  of  the  steam-whistle. 


THIRD  SITUATION. 

A  and  B  will  see  eacli  other's  red  light 
only,  the  screens  preventing  the  green 
lights  from  being  seen.  Both  vessels 
are  evidently  passing  to  port,  which  is 
I'ulable  in  this  situation,  each  pilot  having 
previously  signified  his  intention  by  one 
blast  of  tlie  steam-whistle. 


FOURTH  SITUATION. 

This  is  a  situation  requiring  great  cau- 
tion ;  the  red  light  of  B  in  view  to  A, 
and  the  green  light  of  A  in  view  to  B, 
will  inform  botli  tliat  they  are  approach- 
ing each  other  in  an  oblique  direction. 
A  should  put  his  helm  to  port,  and  pass 
astern  of  B,  while  B  should  continue  on 
his  course,  or  port  his  helm  if  necessary 
to  avoid  collision,  each  having  previously 
given  one  blast  of  the  steam-whistle,  as 
required  by  the  rules  when  passing  to 
the  right. 


FIFTH  SITUATION. 

This  is  a  situation  requiriug  great 
caution,  the  red  light  of  A  in  view  to  B, 
and  the  green  light  of  B  in  view  to  A, 
will  inform  both  that  they  are  approach- 
ing each  other  in  an  oblique  direction. 
B  should  put  his  helm  to  port,  and  pass 
astern  of  A,  while  A  should  continue  on 
his  course,  or  port  his  helm  if  necessary 
to  avoid  collision,  each  having  previously 
given  one  blast  of  the  steam-whistle,  as 
required  by  the  rules  when  passing  to 
right. 
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SIXTH  SITUATION. 

In  tliis  situation  the  steamer  A  will 
only  see  the  red  light  of  the  steamer  B 
in  whichever  of  the  three  positions  the 
latter  may  happen  to  be,  because  the 
green  light  will  be  hid  from  view :  A 
will  be  assured  that  the  port  side  of  B  is 
toward  him,  and  that  the  latter  is  there- 
lore  crossing  the  bows  of  A  in  some 
direction  to  port:  A  will  therefore  (if  so 
near  as  to  fear  collision)  port  Ins  helm 
with  confidence,  and  pass  clear.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  steamer  B,  in  either  of 
the  three  positions,  will  see  both  the  red 
and  green  lights  of  A,  by  which  the 
former  will  know  that  a  steaiuer  is  ap- 
proaching directlj'  toward  him  ;  B  will 
act  accordingly,  and  keep  away  if  neces- 
sary. 


SEVENTH  SITUATION. 

In  this  situation  the  steamer  A  will 
only  see  the  green  light  of  the  steamer 
B  in  whichever  of  the  three  positions 
the  latter  may  happen  to  be,  because  the 
red  light  will  be  hid  from  view;  A  will 
be  assured  that  the  starboard  side  of  B 
is  toward  him,  and  that  the  latter  is 
therefore  crossing  the  bows  of  A  in  some 
direction  to  starl)oard:  A  will  therefore 
(if  so  near  as  to  fear  collision)  star- 
board his  helm  with  confidence,  and  pass 
clear.  On  the  other  hand,  the  steamer 
B,  in  either  of  the  three  positions,  will 
see  both  the  red  and  green  lights  of  A, 
by  which  the  former  will  know  that  a 
steamer  is  approaching  directly  toward 
him;  B  will  act  accordingly,  and  keep 
away  if  necessary. 


The  manner  of  fixing  the  colored  lights  should  be  particularly  attended  to.  They  will 
require  to  be  fitted  each  with  a  screen,  of  wood  or  canvass,  on  the  inboard  side,  and  close  to  the 
light,  in  order  to  prevent  both  being  seen  at  the  same  moment  from  any  direction  but  that  of  right 
ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam. 

This  is  important,  for  without  the  screens  any  plan  of  bow  lights  would  be  ineffectual  as  a 
means  of  indicating  the  direction  of  steering.  This  will  be  readily  understood  by  a  reference  to 
the  preceding  illustrations,  where  it  will  appear  evident  that  in  any  situation  in  which  two  vessels 
may  approach  each  other  in  the  dark  the  colored  lights  will  instantly  indicate  to  both  the  relative 
course  of  each;  that  is,  each  will  know  whether  the  other  is  approaching  directly,  or  crossing  the 
bows  either  to  starboard  or  port. 

This  intimation,  with  the  signals  by  whistle,  as  provided,  is  all  that  is  required  to  enable 
vessels  to  pass  each  other  in  the  darkest  night  with  almost  equal  safety  as  in  broad  day.  If  at 
anchor,  all  vessels,  without  distinction,  must  exhibit  a  bright  white  light  at  least  twenty  feet  above 
the  surface  of  the  water. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  PILOTS 


STEAMERS   NAVlflATlNCl    THE    RED   RIVER    OF   THE   NORTH   AND   RIVERS  WHOSE  WATERS   FLOW  INTO  THE  GULF  OP  MEXICO, 

AND   THEIR   TRIBUTARIES. 

Ailopted  by  the  Botird  of  U.  S.  Suitorvisiog  Inspectors  of  Stoam- Vessels  June,  1871 ;  aiiiendeU  Jumiar.v,  1875,  February,  1880  aud  1895,  to  take  elTect  March  1, 1895. 


RULE  I. 

When  steamers  are  approaching  each  other  from  opposite  directions,  the  signals  for  passing 
shall  be  one  blast  of  the  steam-whistle  to  pass  to  the  right,  and  two  blasts  of  the  steam-whistle  to 
pass  to  the  left. 

The  pilot  on  the  ascending  steamer  shall  be  the  first  to  indicate  the  side  on  which  he  desires 
to  pass  ;  but  if  the  pilot  on  the  descending  steamer  shall  deem  it  dangerous  to  take  the  side 
indicated  by  the  pilot  of  the  ascending  steamer,  he  shall  at  once  signify  that  fact  by  sounding  the 
alarm  or  danger  signal  of  three  or  more  short  blasts  of  the  steam-whistle,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  pilot  of  the  ascending  steamer  to  answer  by  a  similar  signal  of  three  or  more  blasts  of  the 
whistle,  after  which  the  pilot  of  the  descending  steamer  may  indicate  by  his  whistle  the  side  on 
which  he  desires  to  pass,  and  the  pilot  of  the  ascending  steamer  shall  govern  himself  accordingly, 
the  descending  steamer  being  entitled  to  the  right  of  way.  The  signals  for  passing  must  be 
made,  answered,  and  understood  before  the  steamers  have  arrived  at  a  distance  of  eight  hundred 
yards  of  each  other.  Provided,  however,  That  when  a  steamer  on  the  Mississippi  River  is  about  to 
enter  the  Ohio  River  at  the  same  time  that  a  steamer  on  the  Ohio  River  is  about  to  enter  the 
Mississippi  River,  at  Cairo  Point,  the  steamer  on  the  Mississippi  River  shall  give  the  first  signal. 
But  in  no  case  shall  pilots  on  steamers  attempt  to  pass  each  other  until  there  has  been  a  thorough 
understanding  as  to  the  side  each  steamer  shall  take. 

RULE  II. 

If  from  any  cause  the  signals  for  passing  are  not  made  at  the  proper  time,  as  provided  in  Rule  I; 
or,  should  the  signals  be  given  and  not  properly  understood,  from  any  cause  whatever,  and  either 
boat  become  imperiled  thereby,  the  pilot  on  either  steamer  may  be  the  first  to  sound  the  alarm  or 
danger  signal,  which  shall  consist  of  three  or  more  short  blasts  of  the  steam-whistle  in  quick 
succession.  Whenever  the  danger  signal  is  given,  the  engines  of  both  steamers  must  be  stopped  a.n^ 
backed  until  their  headway  has  been  fully  checked  ;  nor  shall  the  engines  of  either  steamer  be 
again  started  ahead  until  the  steamers  can  safely  pass  each  other.  Vessels  approaching  each 
other  from  opposite  directions  are  forbidden  to  use  what  has  become  technically  known  among 
pilots  as  "  cross  signals  " — that  is,  answering  one  whistle  with  two,  and  answering  two  whistles 
with  one.  In  all  cases,  and  under  all  circumstances,  a  pilot  receiving  either  of  the  whistle  signals 
provided  in  the  rules,  which  for  any  reason  he  deems  injudicious  to  comply  with,  instead  of 
answering  it  with  a  cross  signal,  must  at  once  observe  the  provisions  of  this  rule. 

RULE  III. 

When  two  boats  are  about  to  enter  a  narrow  channel  at  the  same  time,  the  ascending  boat 
shall  be  stopped  below  such  channel  until  the  descending  boat  shall  have  passed  through  it ;  but 
should  two  boats  unavoidably  meet  in  such  channel,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pilot  of  the 
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ascending  boat  to  make  the  proper  signals,  and  when  answered,  the  ascending  boat  shall  lie  as 
close  as  possible  to  the  side  of  the  channel  the  exchange  of  signals  may  have  determined,  as  pro- 
vided by  Rule  I,  and  either  stop  the  engines  or  move  them  so  as  only  to  give  the  boat  steerage- 
way,  and  the  pilot  of  the  descending  boat  shall  cause  his  boat  to  be  worked  slowly  until  he  has 
passed  the  ascending  boat. 

When  two  steamers  are  approaching  a  bridge  span  or  draw  from  opposite  directions  and  the 
passing  signals  as  provided  in  Rule  I  have  been  given  and  understood,  should  the  pilot  of  the 
descending  steamer  deem  it  dangerous  for  the  steamers  to  pass  each  other  between  the  piers  of 
such  span  or  draw,  he  shall  sound  the  alarm  or  danger  signal,  and  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the 
pilot  of  the  ascending  steamer  to  answer  with  a  similar  alarm  signal,  and  to  slow  or  stop  his 
engines  below  such  span  or  draw  until  the  descending  steamer  shall  have  passed. 

RULE  IV. 

When  a  steamer  is  ascending  and  running  close  on  a  bar  or  shore  the  pilot  shall  in  no  case 
attempt  to  cross  the  river  when  a  descending  boat  shall  be  so  near  that  it  would  be  possible  for  a 
collision  to  ensue  therefrom. 

RULE  V. 

When  any  steamer,  whether  ascending  and  descending,  is  nearing  a  short  bend  or  point  where, 
from  any  cause,  a  steamer  approaching  in  an  opposite  direction  cannot  be  seen  at  a  distance  of  six 
hundred  yards,  the  pilot  of  such  steamer,  when  he  shall  have  arrived  within  six  hundred  yards  of 
that  bend  or  point,  shall  give  a  signal  of  one  long  sound  of  his  steam-whistle,  as  a  notice  to  any 
steamer  that  may  be  approaching;  and  should  there  be  any  approaching  steamer  within  hearing 
of  such  signal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pilot  thereof  to  answer  such  signal  by  one  long  sound 
of  his  steam-whistle,  when  both  boats  shall  be  navigated  with  the  proper  precautions,  as  required 
by  preceding  rules. 

RULE  VI. 

When  a  steamer  is  running  in  a  fog  or  thick  weather,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pilot  to  sound 
his  steam-whistle  at  intervals  not  exceeding  one  minute. 

Steamers  on  rivers  whose  waters  flow  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  lying  to  during  fog  or  thick 
weather,  when  the  fog  whistle  or  any  sound  is  heard  indicating  the  approach  of  another  steamer, 
shall,  if  lying  on  the  right  shore,  or  right  bank,  give  one  tap  of  the  bell;  if  lying  on  left  shore, 
or  left  bank,  give  two  taps  of  the  bell,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute,  to  indicate  their 
presence,  which  signals  shall  continue  until  the  approaching  steamer  has  passed.  Right  and  'left 
shore  or  bank  is  understood  by  facing  down  stream,  or  with  the  flow  of  the  current. 

RULE  VII. 

When  steamers  are  running  in  the  same  direction,  and  the  pilot  of  the  boat  astern  shall 
desire  to  pass  either  side  of  the  boat  ahead,  he  shall  give  the  signal  as  in  Rule  I,  and  the  pilot  of 
the  boat  ahead  shall  answer  by  the  same  signal ;  or,  if  he  prefer  to  keep  on  his  course,  he  shall 
make  the  necessary  signals,  and  the  boat  wishing  to  pass  must  govern  herself  accordingly  ;  but 
the  boat  ahead  shall  in  no  case  attempt  to  cross  her  bow  or  crowd  upon  her  course.  Every  vessel 
coming  up  with  another  vessel  from  any  direction  more  than  two  points  abaft  her  beam,  that  is, 
in  such  a  position,  with  reference  to  the  vessel  which  she  is  overtaking  that  at  night  she  would 
be  unable  to  see  either  of  that  vessel's  side-lights,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  overtaking  vessel ; 
and  no  subsequent  alteration  of  the  bearing  between  the  two  vessels  shall  make  the  overtaking 
vessel  a  crossing  vessel  within  the  meaning  of  these  rules,  or  relieve  her  of  the  duty  of  keeping 
clear  of  the  overtaken  vessel  until  she  is  finally  past  and  clear. 
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RULE  VIII. 

When  boats  are  moved  from  their  clocks  or  berths,  and  other  boats  are  liable  to  pass  from 
any  direction  toward  them,  they  shall  give  the  same  signal  as  in  case  of  boats  meeting  at  a  bend; 
but  immediately  after  clearing  the  berths  so  as  to  be  fully  in  sight,  they  shall  be  governed  by 
Rule  I. 

RULE  IX. 

The  lights  for  barges  and  canal  boats  when  towed  ahead  or  alongside  of  the  steamer,  as  is 
customary  upon  rivers  whose  waters  flow  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  shall  be  as  follows: 

When  one  barge  is  towed  by  a  steamer  and  such  barge  is  towed  ahead,  such  barge  shall  have 
a  green  light  on  the  starboard  bow  and  a  red  light  on  port  bow.  When  such  barge  is  towed 
alongside  of  the  steamer,  on  the  starboard  side,  such  barge  shall  have  a  green  light  on  the 
starboard  bow  ;  when  such  barge  is  towed  alongside  of  a  steamer,  on  the  port  side,  such  barge 
shall  have  a  red  light  on  the  port  bow.  When  two  barges  are  towed  alongside  of  a  steamer,  one 
on  the  starboard  and  one  on  the  port  side,  the  starboard  barge  shall  carry  a  green  light  on  the 
starboard  bow  and  the  port  barge  shall  carry  a  red  light  on  the  port  bow.  When  two  or  more 
barges  are  towed  ahead,  the  green  light  shall  be  placed  on  the  starboard  bow  of  the  starboard 
barge,  and  a  red  light  on  the  port  bow  of  the  port  barge,  and  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  ten 
feet  above  the  surface  of  the  water. 

The  colored  side  lights  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  rules  must  be  fitted  with  inboard  screens, 
so  as  to  prevent  them  from  being  seen  across  the  bow,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  on 
a  dark  night,  with  a  clear  atmosphere,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles,  and  so  constructed  as 
to  show  a  uniform  and  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass, 
and  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side. 
The  minimum  size  of  glass  globes  used  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  five  and 
one-half  inches  high  in  the  clear. 

RULE  X. 

Signal-lights  for  steamers  under  way  are  provided  by  law  as  follows,  the  same  to  be  carried 
between  sunset  and  sunrise  : 

For  ocean  steamers  and  steamers  carrying  sail,  a  bright  white  light  at  the  foremast  head,  to 
throw  the  light  through  ten  points  of  the  compass  on  each  side  of  the  ship,  viz:  from  right  ahead 
to  two  points  abaft  the  beam,  and  to  be  visible  at  least  five  miles.  On  the  starboard  side  a  green 
light,  and  on  the  port  side  a  red  light,  each  to  throw  the  light  through  ten  points  of  the  compass 
on  their  respective  sides,  viz:  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam,  and  to  be  visible 
at  least  two  miles.  These  colored  lights  are  to  be  fitted  with  inboard  screens  projecting  at 
least  three  feet  forward  from  the  light,  to  prevent  them  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

For  steamers  navigating  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Red  River  of  the 
North,  a  red  light  on  the  outboard  side  of  the  port  smokepipe,  and  a  green  light  on  the  outboard 
side  of  the  starboard  smokpipe — these  lights  to  show  both  forward  and  abeam  on  their  respective 
sides. 

For  coasting  steamers  and  those  navigating  bays,  lakes,  or  other  inland  waters,  other  than 
ferry-boats  and  those  above  provided  for,  the  red  and  green  side-lights  as  prescribed  for  ocean 
steamers,  and  a  central  range  of  t\yo  white  lights,  the  after-light  being  carried  at  an  elevation  of 
at  least  fifteen  feet  above  the  light  at  the  head  of  the  vessel;  the  head-light  to  show  through 
twenty  points  of  the  compass,  namely:  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either 
side  of  the  vessel;  and  the  after-light  to  show  all  around  the  horizon. 

For  steamers  towing  other  vessels,  the  colored  lights  will  be  the  same  as  prescribed  for  ocean 
steamers;  and  two  white  mast  lights  shall  also  be  carried  vertically, -to  distinguish  them  from 
other  steamers;  the  white  lights  to  show  through  twenty  points  of  the  compass,  viz:  from  right 
ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side  of  the  vessel. 
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RESOLUTION   ADOPTED   BY  THE   BOAKD   OF   SUPERVISING   INSPECTORS   OP   STEAM-VESSELS,  JANUARY  25,  1889, 
RECOMMENDINH    LIOHTS   FOR   TOW-BOATS. 

.  liesolmd,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  where  tow-boats  navigating  rivers  whose  waters  flow  into  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  find  it  necessary  to  use  a  signal  light  or  lights  on  the  stern  of  their  boats,  they  are  advised  to  use,  uniformly, 
two  white  lights,  one  above  the  other,  three  feet  apart,  the  upper  light  not  to  be  less  than  fifteen  feet  above  the  roof  of 
the  upper  deck,  on  the  after-part  of  the  stern  of  the  steamer. 

RULE  XI. 

A  bright  white  light, not  exceeding  twenty  feet  above  the  hull,  shall  be  exhibited  by  all  steamers 
when  at  anchor  between  sunset  and  sunrise,  in  a  globular  lantern  of  eight  inches  in  diameter,  so 
placed  as  to  throw  a  good  light  all  around  the  horizon. 

RULE  XII. 

The  signal  lights  on  ferry-boats  on  waters  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and  their  tributaries 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  on  all  other  steamboats  on  the  same  waters,  except  double-ended  ferry- 
boats shall  carry  a  central  range  of  clear,  bright,  white  n^hts,  showing  all  around  the  horizon, 
placed  at  equal  altitudes  forward  and  aft ;  also  such  side  lights  as  specified  in  section  4233  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  Rule  3,  paragraphs  B  and  C. 

RULE  XIII. 

All  other  steamers,  ferry  or  otherwise,  having  but  one  chimney,  shall  have  brackets  securely 
fastened  to  each  side  of  the  same,  so  as  to  carry  the  red  and  green  lights  the  same  as  passenger 
steamers. 

RULE  XIV. 

The  line  dividing  jurisdiction  between  the  Pilot  Rules  on  western  rivers  and  harbors,  rivers, 
and  inland  waters  at  New  Orleans,  shall  be  the  lower  limits  of  the  city. 


PILOT  RULES  FOR  THE  GREAT  LAKES  AND  THEIR  COiNNECTING  AND  TRIBUTARY  WATERS 

AS  FAR  EAST  AS  MONTREAL. 


RULE  I. 

When  steamers  are  approaching  each  other  "head  and  head,"  or  nearly  so,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  each  steamer  to  pass  to  the  right  or  port  side  of  the  other;  and  the  pilot  of  either  steamer  may 
be  first  in  determining  to  pursue  this  course,  and  thereupon  shall  give,  as  a  signal  of  his  intention, 
one  short  and  distinct  blast  of  his  steam  whistle,  which  the  pilot  of  the  other  steamer  shall  answer 
promptly  by  a  similar  blast  of  his  steam  whistle,  and  thereupon  such  steamers  shall  pass  to  the 
right  or  port  side  of  each  other.  But  if  the  course  of  such  steamers  is  so  far  on  the  starboard  of 
each  other  as  not  to  be  considered  by  pilots  as  meeting  "head  and  head,"  or  nearly  so,  the  pilot 
so  first  deciding  shall  immediately  give  two  short  and  distinct  blasts  of  his  steam  whistle,  which 
the  pilot  of  the  other  steamer  shall  answer  promptly  by  two  similar  blasts  of  his  steam  whistle, 
and  they  shall  pass  to  the  left,  or  on  the  starboard  side  of  each  other. 

Note. — In  the  niglit,  steamers  will  be  considered  as  meeting  "head  and  head"  so  long  as  both  the  colored  lights 
of  each  are  in  view  of  the  other. 

RULE  II. 

When  steamers  are  approaching  each  other  in  an  oblique  direction  (as  shown  in  diagrams  of 
the  fourth  and  fifth  situations),  they  shall  pass  to  the  right  of  each  other,  as  if  meeting  "head  and 
head,"  or  nearly  so,  and  the  signals  by  whistle  shall  be  given  and  answered  promptly  as  in  that 
case  specified. 

RULE  III. 

If,  when  steamers  are  approaching  each  other,  the  pilot  of  either  vessel  fails  to  understand 
the  course  or  intention  of  the  other,  whether  from  signals  being  given  or  answered  erroneously 
or  from  other  causes,  the  pilot  so  in  doubt  shall  immediately  signify  the  same  by  giving  several 
short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  steam  whistle;  and  if  the  vessels  shall  have  approached  within  half 
a  mile  of  each  other,  both  shall  be  immediately  slowed  to  a  speed  barely  sufficient  for  steerage-way 
until  the  proper  signals  are  given,  answered,  and  understood,  or  until  the  vessels  shall  have  passed 
each  other. 

Vessels  approaching  each  other  from  opposite  directions  are  forbidden  to  use  what  has 
become  technically  known  among  pilots  as  "  cross  signals  "- — that  is,  answering  one  whistle  with 
two,  and  answering  two  whistles  with  one.  In  all  cases,  and  under  all  circumstances,  a  pilot 
receiving  either  of  the  whistle  signals  provided  in  the  rules,  which  for  any  reason  he  deems 
injudicious  to  comply  with,  instead  of  answering  it  with  a  cross  signal,  must  at  once  observe  the 
provisions  of  this  rule. 

RULE  IV. 

Whenever  a  steatner  is  nearing  a  short  bend  or  curve  in  the  channel,  where,  from  the  height 
of  the  banks  or  other  cause,  a  steamer  approaching  from  the  opposite  direction  can  not  be  seen 
for  a  distance  of  half  a  mile,  the  pilot  of  such  steamer,  when  he  shall  have  arrived  within  half  a 
mile  of  such  curve  or  bend,  shall  give  a  signal  by  one  long  blast  of  the  steam  whistle,  which  signal 
shall  be  answered  by  a  similar  blast,  given  by  the  pilot  of  any  approaching  steamer  that  may  be 
within  hearing.     Should  such  signal  be  so  answered  by  a  steamer  upon  the  farther  side  of  such 
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bend,  then  the  usual  signals  for  meeting  and  passing  shall  immediately  be  given  and  answered  ; 
but  if  the  first  alarm  signal  of  such  pilot  be  not  answered,  he  is  to  consider  the  channel  clear  and 
govern  himself  accordingly. 

When  boats  are  moved  from  their  docks  or  berths,  and  other  boats  are  liable  to  pass  from  any 
direction  toward  them,  they  shall  give  the  same  signal  as  in  case  of  boats  meeting  at  a  bend  ;  but 
immediately  after  clearing  the  berths  so  as  to  be  fully  in  sight  they  shall  be  governed  by  Rule  I. 

RULE  V. 

The  signals,  by  the  blowing  of  the  steam  whistle,  shall  be  given  and  answered  by  pilots,  in 
compliance  with  these  rules,  not  only  when  meeting  "head  and  head,"  or  nearly  so,  but  at  all  times 
when  passing  or  meeting  at  a  distance  within  a  half  mile  of  each  other,  and  whether  passing  to 
the  starboard  or  port. 

RULE  VI. 

When  steamers  are  running  in  the  same  direction,  and  the  pilot  of  a  steamer  which  is  astern 
shall  desire  to  pass  on  the  right  or  starboard  hand  of  the  steamer  ahead,  he  shall  give  one  short 
blast  of  the  steam  whistle  as  a  signal  of  such  desire  and  intention,  and  shall  put  his  helm  to  port; 
or  if  he  shall  desire  to  pass  on  the  left  or  port  side  of  the  steamer  ahead,  he  shall  give  two  short 
blasts  of  the  steam  whistle  as  a  signal  of  such  desire  and  intention,  and  shall  put  his  helm  to 
starboard,  and  the  pilot  of  the  steamer  ahead  shall  answer  by  the  same  signals ;  or  if  he  does  not 
think  it  safe  for  the  steamer  astern  to  attempt  to  pass  at  that  point,  he  shall  immediately  signify 
the  same  by  giving  several  short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  steam  whistle,  and  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  the  steamer  astern  attempt  to  pass  the  steamer  ahead  until  such  time  as  thej'  have 
reached  a  point  where  it  can  be  safely  done,  when  said  steamer  ahead  shall  signify  her  willingness 
by  blowing  the  proper  signals.  The  boat  ahead  shall  in  no  case  attempt  to  cross  the  bow  or 
crowd  upon  the  course  of  the  passing  steamer. 

Every  vessel  coming  up  with  another  vessel  from  any  direction  more  than  two  points  abaft 
her  beam,  that  is,  in  such  a  position  with  reference  to  the  vessel  which  she  is  overtaking  that  at 
night  she  would  be  unable  to  see  either  of  that  vessel's  side-lights,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  over- 
taking vessel,  and  no  subsequent  alteration  of  the  bearing  between  the  two  vessels  shall  make  the 
overtaking  vessel  a  crossing  vessel  within  the  meaning  of  these  rules,  or  relieve  her  of  the  duty 
of  keeping  clear  of  the  overtaken  vessel  until  she  is  finally  past  and  clear. 

IST.  B. — The  foregoing  rules  are  to  be  complied  with  in  all  cases  except  when  steamers  are  navigating  in  a  crowded 
channel  or  in  the  vicinity  of  wharves  ;  under  such  circumstances  steamers  must  be  run  and  managed  with  great  caution, 
sounding  the  whistle  as  may  be  necessary,  to  guard  against  collision  or  other  accidents. 

In  construing  and  obeying  these  rules,  due  regard  must  be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navigation,  and  to  any  special 
circumstances  which  may  exist  in  any  particular  case  rendering  a  departure  from  them  necessary  in  order  to  avoid 
immediate  danger. 

RULE  VII. 

All  double-ended  ferryboats  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  tributaries  thereto  shall  carry  a  central 
range  of  clear,  bright,  white  lights,  showing  all  around  the  horizon,  placed  at  equal  altitudes  for- 
ward and  aft;  also  such  side  lights  as  specified  in  Rule  3,  paragraphs  {/>)  and  (t:),  Act  of  Congress 
approved  February  8,  1895,  regulating  navigation  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

Local  inspectors  in  districts  having  ferry  boats  shall,  whenever  the  safet)^  of  navigation  maj'' 
require,  designate  for  each  line  of  such  boats  a  certain  light,  white  or  colored,  which  shall  show 
all  around  the  horizon,  to  designate  and  distinguish  such  lines  from  each  other,  which  light  shall 
be  carried  on  a  flagstaff  amidship,  15  feet  above  the  white  range  light. 

RULE  VIII. 

When  steamers  are  running  in  a  fog  or  thick  weather,  except  steamers  with  a  raft  in  tow,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pilot  to  cause  three  distinct  blasts  of  the  steam  whistle  to  be  sounded  at 
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intervals  not  exceeding  one  minute.     A  steamer  with  a  raft  in  tow  shall  sound  at  intervals  of  not 
more  than  one  minute  a  screeching  or  Modoc  whistle  for  from  three  to  five  seconds. 

A  steam-vessel  hearing,  apparently  not  more  than  four  points  from  right  ahead,  the  fog 
signal  of  another  vessel,  shall  at  once  reduce  her  speed  to  bare  steerage-way,  and  navigate  with 
caution  until  the  vessels  shall  have  passed  each  other. 

RULE  IX. 

Tugs  under  thirty  tons  register  (net)  and  small  steamers  navigating  Lake  Ontario  and  the 
St.  Lawrence  River,  except  open  boats,  shall  carry  the  red  and  green  lights  prescribed  by  law 
for  other  lake  steamers;  and,  in  addition  thereto,  a  central  range  of  two  white  lights,  the  after 
light  being  carried  at  an  elevation  of  at  least  15  feet  above  the  light  at  the  head  of  the  vessel; 
and,  when  towing  other  vessels,  shall  carry  an  additional  white  light  aft  not  less  than  three  feet 
vertically  below  the  after  range  light. 

Except  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  paragraph  of  this  rule,  steam  tugs  under  thirty  tons 
register  (net)  whose  principal  business  is  harbor  towing  shall  carry  the  red  and  green  side-lights 
carried  by  other  steamers;  and,  at  the  foremast  head,  or,  if  the  steamer  have  no  foremast,  then 
on  top  of  the  pilot  house,  a  white  light  so  constructed  as  to  show  a  uniform  and  unbroken  light 
over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty  points  of  the  compass,  and  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  ten 
points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel,  namely,  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on 
either  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  three  miles;  and  when 
towing,  except  when  towing  a  raft,  shall  carry  an  additional  white  light  hung  not  less  than  three 
feet  vertically  above  the  foremast  head  light.  When  towing  a  raft,  the  two  head  lights  shall  be 
hung  horizontally  not  less  than  four  feet  apart. 

Open  boats  on  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  tributaries  east  as  far  as  Montreal  shall  not  be 
obliged  to  carry  the  side-lights  required  for  other  vessels,  but  shall,  if  they  do  not  carry  such  lights, 
carry  a  lantern  having  a  green  slide  on  one  side  and  a  red  slide  on  the  other  side;  and  on  the 
approach  of  or  to  other  vessels,  such  lantern  shall  be  exhibited  in  sufficient  time  to  prevent 
collision,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  the  green  light  shall  not  be  seen  on  the  port  side,  nor  the 
red  light  on  the  starboard  side. 

RULE  X. 

Barges  or  canal  boats  in  tow  of  a  steamer  shall  carry  the  red  and  green  side-lights,  which  shall 
be  placed  in  the  same  manner  as  required  on  other  vessels  being  towed. 

RULE  XI. 

Produce  boats,  canal  boats,  fishing  boats,  rafts,  or  other  water  craft  navigating  any  bay, 
harbor,  or  river,  by  handpower,  horsepower,  sail,  or  by  the  current  of  the  river,  or  which  shall  be 
anchored  or  moored  in  or  near  the  channel  or  fairway  of  any  bay,  harbor,  or  river,  and  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  carry  one  bright  white  light  forward,  not  less  than  six  feet  above  the 
deck. 

Rafts  shall  carry,  in  each  case,  on  a  pole  not  less  than  six  feet  high,  a  bright  white  light, 
visible  all  around  the  horizon,  as  follows: 

Rafts  of  one  crib  and  not  more  than  two  in  length  shall  carry  one  such  light.  Rafts  of  three 
or  more  cribs  in  length  shall  carry  one  such  light  at  each  end  of  the  raft.  Rafts  of  more  than 
one  crib  abreast  shall  carry  one  such  light  on  each  outside  corner  of  the  raft,  making  four  lights 
in  all. 

Bag  or  boom  rafts  navigating  or  anchored  in  the  fairway  of  any  bay,  harbor,  or  river,  shall 
carry  a  bright  white  light  at  least  twelve  feet  high  at  each  end  of  the  raft,  and  one  of  such  lights 
on  each  side  midway  between  the  forward  and  after  end. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  ACT  OF  CONGRESS 

Appkoved  February  8,  1895,  Relating  to  Navigation  on  the  Gtkeat  Lakes. 


The  following  rules  for  preventing  collisions  shall  be  followed  in  the  navigation  of  all  public 
and  private  vessels  of  the  United  "States  upon  the  Great  Lakes  and  their  connecting  and  tributary 
waters  as  far  east  as  Montreal : 

STEAM  AND  SAIL  VESSELS. 

Rule  1.  Every  s.team  vessel  which  is  under  sail  and  not  under  steam,  shall  be  considered  a  sail 
vessel ;  and  every  steam  vessel  which  is  under  steam,  whether  under  sail  or  not,  shall  be  consid- 
ered a  steam  vessel.  The  word  steam  vessel  shall  include  any  vessel  propelled  by  machinery. 
A  vessel  is  under  way,  within  the  meaning  of  these  rules  when  she  is  not  at  anchor  or  made  fast 
to  the  shore  or  aground. 

LIGHTS. 

Rule  2.  The  lights  mentioned  in  the  following  rules  and  no  others  shall  be  carried  in  all 
weathers  from  sunset  to  sunrise.  The  word  visible  in  these  rules,  when  applied  to  lights,  shall 
mean  visible  on  a  dark  night  with  a  clear  atmosphere. 

Rule  3.  Except  in  the  cases  hereinafter  expressly  provided  for,  a  steam  vessel  when  under 
way  shall  carry : 

(«)  On  or  in  front  of  the  foremast,  or  if  a  vessel  without  a  foremast,  then  in  the  forepart  of 
the  vessel,  at  a  height  above  the  hull  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet,  and  if  the  beam  of  the  vessel 
exceeds  twenty  feet,  then  at  a  height  above  the  hull  not  less  than  such  beam,  so,  however,  that 
such  height  need  not  exceed  forty  feet,  a  bright  white  light  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken 
light  over  an  arc  of  the  horizon  of  twenty  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  ten 
points  on  each  side  of  the  vessel,  namely,  from  right  ahead  to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  either 
side,  and  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  Jeast  five  miles. 

{l>)  On  the  starboard  side,  a  green  light,  so  constructed  as  "to  throw  an  unbroken  light  over  an 
arc  of  the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead 
to  two  points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  starboard  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a 
distance  of  at  least  two  miles. 

(c)  On  the  port  side,  a  red  light,  so  constructed  as  to  show  an  unbroken  light  over  an  arc  of 
the  horizon  of  ten  points  of  the  compass,  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  from  right  ahead  to  two 
points  abaft  the  beam  on  the  port  side,  and  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at 
least  two  miles. 

{d)  The  said  green  and  red  lights  shall  be  fitted  with  inboard  screens  projecting  at  least 
three  feet  forward  from  the  light,  so  as  to  prevent  these  lights  from  being  seen  across  the  bow. 

(e)  A  steamer  of  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  register  length  shall  also  carry  when  under  way 
an  additional  bright  light  similar  in  construction  to  that,  mentioned  in  subdivision  (a),  so  fixed  as 
to  throw  the  light  all  around  the  horizon  and  of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at 
least  three  miles.  Such  additional  light  shall  be  placed  in  line  with  the  keel  at  least  fifteen  feet 
higher  from  the  deck  and  more  than  seventy-five  feet  abaft  the  light  mentioned  in  subdivision  (a). 

LIGHTS    FOR    VESSELS    TOWING. 

Rule  4.  A  steam  vessel  having  a  tow  other  than  a  raft  shall,  in  addition  to  the  forward  bright 
light  mentioned  in  subdivision  (a)  of  rule  three,  carry  in  a  vertical  line  not  less  than  six  feet 
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above  or  below  that  light  a  second  bright  light  of  the  same  construction  and  character  and  fixed 
and  carried  in  the  same  manner  as  the  forward  bright  light  mentioned  in  said  subdivision  (a)  of 
rule  three.  Such  steamer  shall  also  carry  a  small  bright  light  abaft  the  funnel  or  after  mast  for 
the  tow  to  steer  by,  but  such  light  shall  not  be  visible  forward  of  the  beam. 

Rule  6.  A  steam  vessel  having  a  raft  in  tow  shall,  instead  of  the  forward  lights  mentioned  in 
rule  four,  carry  on  or  in  front  of  the  foremast,  or  if  a  vessel  without  a  foremast  then  in  the  fore 
part  of  the  vessel,  at  a  height  above  the  hull  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet,  and  if  the  beam  of  the 
vessel  exceeds  twenty  feet,  then  at  a  height  above  the  hull  not  less  than  such  beam,  so  however 
that  such  height  need  not  exceed  forty  feet,  two  bright  lights  in  a  horizontal  line  athwartships 
and  not  less  than  eight  feet  apart,  each  so  fixed  as  to  throw  the  light  all  around  the  horizon  and 
of  such  character  as  to  be  visible  at  a  distance  of  at  least  five  miles.  Such  steamer  shall  also 
carry  the  small  bright  steering  light  aft,  of  the  character  and  fixed  as  required  in  rule  four. 

LIGHTS    FOR    VESSELS   TOWED. 

Rule  6.  A  sailing  vessel  under  way  and  any  vessel  being  towed  shall  carry  the  side  lights 
mentioned  in  rule  three. 

A  vessel  in  tow  shall  also  carry  a  small  bright  light  aft,  but  such  light  shall  not  be  visible 
forward  of  the  beam. 

LIGHTS    FOR    VESSELS    AT    ANCHOR. 

Rule  9.  A  vessel  under  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  register  length,  when  at  anchor,  shall  carry 
forward,  where  it  can  best  be  seen,  but  at,  a  height  not  exceeding  twenty  feet  above  the  hull,  a. 
white  light  in  a  lantern  constructed  so  as  to  show  a  clear,  uniform,  and" unbroken  light,  visible  all 
around  the  horizon,  at  a  distance  of  at  least  one  mile. 

A  vessel  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  or  tipward  in  register  length,  when  at  anchor,  shall 
carry  in  the  forward  part  of  the  vessel,  at  a  height  of  not  less  than  twenty  and  not  exceeding 
forty  feet  above  the  hull,  one  such  light,  and  at  or  near  the  stern  of  the  vessel,  and  at  such  a 
height  that  it  shall  be  not  less  than  fifteen  feet  lower  than  the  forward  light,  another  such  light. 

FOG    SIGNALS. 

Rule  14.  A  steam  vessel  shall  be  provided  with  an  efficient  whistle,  sounded  by  steam  or  by- 
some  substitute  for  steam,  placed  before  the  funnel  not  less  than  eight  feet  from  the  deck,  or  in 
such  other  place  as  the  local  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  shall  determine,  and  of  such  character  as 
to  be  heard  in  ordinary  weather  at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles,  and  with  an  efficient  bell,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  United  vStates  local  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  when  inspecting 
the  same  to  require  each  steamer  to  be  furnished  with  such  whistle  and  bell.  A  sailing  vessel 
shall  be  provided  with  an  efficient  fog  horn  and  with  an  efficient  bell. 

Whenever  there  is  thick  weather  by  reason  of  fog,  mist,  falling  snow,  heavy  rainstorms,  or 
other  causes,  whether  by  day  or  by  night,  fog  signals  shall  be  used  as  follows: 

(a)  A  steam  vessel  under  way,  excepting  only  a  steam  vessel  with  raft  in  tow,  shall  sound  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute  three  distinct  blasts  of  her  whistle. 

{i)  Every  vessel  in  tow  of  another  vessel  shall,  at  intervals  'of  one  minute,  sound  four  bells 
on  a  good  and  efficient  and  properly  placed  bell  as  follows:  By  striking  the  bell  twice  in  quick 
succession,  followed  by  a  little  longer  interval,  and  then  again  striking  twice  in  quick  succession 
(in  the  manner  in  which  four  bells  is  struck  in  indicating  time). 

(r)  A  steamer  with  a  raft  in  tow  shall  sound  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one  minute  a 
screeching  or  Modoc  whistle  for  from  three  to  five  seconds. 

(d)  A  sailing  vessel  under  way  and  not  in  tow  shall  sound  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  one 
minute — 

If  on  the  starboard  tack  with  wind  forward  of  abeam,  one  blast  of  her  fog  horn; 
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If  on  the  port  tack  with  wind  forward  of  the  beam,  two  blasts  of  her  fog  horn; 
If  she  has  the  wind  abaft  the  beam  on  either  side,  three  blasts  of  her  fog  horn. 
(e)  Any  vessel  at  anchor  and  any  vessel  aground  in  or  near  a  channel  or  fairway  shall  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  two  minutes  ring  the  bell  rapidly'for  three  to  five  seconds. 

MODERATE    SPEED    IN    THICK    WEATHER. 

Eule  15.  Eveiy  vessel  shall,  in  thick  weather,  by  reason  of  fog,  mist,  falling  snow,  heavy  rain 
storms,  or  other  causes,  go  at  moderate  speed.  A  steam  vessel  hearing,  apparently  not  more 
than  four  points  from  right  ahead,  the  fog  signal  of  another  vessel,  shall  at  once  reduce  her 
speed  to  bare  steerageway,  and  navigate  with  caution  until  the  vessels  shall  have  passed  each 
other. 

Rule  23.  In  all  weathers  every  steam  vessel  under  way  in  taking  any  course  authorized  or 
required  by  these  rules  shall  indicate  that  course  by  the  following  signals  on  her  whistle,  to  be 
accompanied  whenever  required  by  corresponding  alteration  of  her  helm  ;  and  every  steam  vessel 
receiving  a  signal  from  another  shall  promptly  respond  with  the  same  signal  or,  as  provided  in 
Rule  Twenty-six  : 

One  blast  to  mean,  "  I  am  directing  my  course  to  starboard." 

Two  blasts  to  mean,  "  I  am  directing  my  course  to  port."  But  the  giving  or  answering  signals 
by  a  vessel  required  to  keep  her  course  shall  not  vary  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the  respective 
vessels. 

STEAMERS   IN    NARROW    CHANNELS. 

Rule  24.  That  in  all  narrow  channels  where  there  is  a  current,  and  in  the  rivers  Saint  Mary, 
Saint  Clair,  Detroit,  Niagara,  and  Saint  Lawrence,  when  two  steamers  are  meeting,  the  descend- 
ing steamer  .shall  have  the  right  of  way,  and  shall,  before  the  vessels  shall  have  arrived  within 
the  distance  of  one-half  mile  of  each  other,  give  the  signal  necessary  to  indicate  which  side  she 
elects  to  take. 

Rule  25.  In  all  channels  less  than  five  hundred  feet  in  width,  no  steam  vessel  shall  pass  another 
going  in  the  same  direction  unless  the  steam  vessel  ahead  be  disabled  or  signify  her  willingness 
that  the  steam  vessel  astern  shall  pass,  when  the  steam  vessel  astern  may  pass,  subject,  however, 
to  the  other  rules  applicable  to  such  a  situation.  And  when  steam  vessels  proceeding  in  opposite 
directions  are  about  to  meet  in  such  channels,  both  vessels  shall  be  slowed  down  to  a  moderate 
speed,  according  to  the  circumstances. 

DIRECT    SIGNALS. 

Rule  26.  If  the  pilot  of  a  steam  vessel  to  which  a  passing  signal  is  sounded  deems  it  unsafe 
to  accept  and  assent  to  said  signal,  he  shall  not  sound  a  cross  signal ;  but  in  that  case,  and  in 
every  case  where  the  pilot  of  one  steamer  fails  to  understand  the  course  or  intention  of  an 
approaching  steamer,  whether  from  signals  being  given  or  answered  erroneously,  or  from  other 
causes,  the  pilot  of  such  steamer  so  receiving  the  first  passing  signal,  or  the  pilot  so  in  doubt, 
shall  sound  several  short  and  rapid  blasts  of  the  whistle;  and  if  the  vessels  shall  have  approached 
within  half  a  mile  of  each  other  both  shall  reduce  their  speed  to  bare  steerageway,  and,  if 
necessarj%  stop  and  reverse. 

FINE. 

Rule  28,  Sec.  2.  That  a  fine,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  may  be  imposed  for  the  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act.     The  vessel  shall  be  liable  for  the  said  penalty,  and  may 
be  seized  and  proceeded  against,  by  way  of  libel,  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States  for 
any  district  within  which  such  vessel  may  be  found. 
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The  following  diagrams  are  intended  to  illustrate  the  working  of  the  foregoing  system  of 
colored  lights,  and  are  to  be  used  by  pilots  in  connection  with  the  rules,  as  sailing  directions  on 
meeting  or  nearing  other  steamers. 


FIRST  SITUATION. 

In  this  .shunt ion  tlie  two  colored  lights 
will  be  visible  to  the  pilot  of  each  steamer, 
which  will  indicate  tiieir  direct  approach 
"  head  and  head  "  toward  each  other.  In 
this  situation  it  ia  a  standing  rule  that 
both  shall  put  their  helms  to  port  and 
pass  to  the  right,  each  having  previously 
given  one  blast  of  the  steam-whistle. 


SECOND  SITUATION. 

In  tills  situation  the  green  light  only 
will  be  visible  to  the  pilot  of  each  steamer. 
They  are,  therefore,  passing  to  starboard, 
which  is  rulable  in  this  situation,  each 
pilot  having  previously  signified  his  in- 
tention by  two  blasts  of  the  steam- 
whistle. 


THIRD  SITUATION. 

In  this  situation  the  red  light  only  will 
be  visible  to  the  pilot  of  each  steamer. 
Both  vessels  are  evidently'  passing  to 
port,  which  is  rulable  in  this  situation, 
eacli  pilot  having  previously  signified 
his  intention  by  one  blast  of  the  steam- 
whistle. 


FOURTH  AND  FIFTH  SITUA- 
TIONS. 

When  steamers  are  approaching  each 
other  in  an  oblique  direction  as  indicated 
in  the  diagrams  of  the  fourth  and  fifth 
situations,  so  that  a  continuation  of  their 
courses  would  involve  risk  of  collision, 
the  vessel  which  has  the  other  on  her 
own  starboard  side  shall  keep  out  of  the 
way  of  the  other,  and  shall,  if  necessary 
to  do  so,  slacken  her  speed,  or  stop  and 
reverse;  indicating  her  intention  by 
either  one  or  two  blasts  of  the  steam- 
whistle,  as  the  circumstances  may  re- 
quire, and  in  accordance  with  Rule  I  of 
the  Pilot  Rules. 
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SIXTH  AND   SEVENTH  SITUA- 
TIONS. 

A  steamer  approaching  another  cross- 
ing her  bow  at,  or  nearly  at,  right  angles, 
as  represented  in  diagrams  of  the  sixth 
andseventh  situations, shall, if  approach- 
ing the  crossing  steamer  so  near  as  to 
involve  risk  of  collision,  port  her  helm, 
when  seeing  only  the  red  light  of  the 
crossing  steamer;  and  starboard  her 
helm,  if  only  the  green  light  is  in  view; 
at  the  same  time,  slow,  or  stop  and  back, 
if  necessary,  each  steamer  to  give  the 
whistle  signals  as  provided  in  Ilule  I  of 
the  rules,  the  ci'ossing  steamer  to  keep 
course  and  speed. 


Note. — The  whistle  signals  of  the  above  situations  must  be  given  in  all  cases,  except  as  qualilied  by  Rule  111, 
Pilot  Rules. 

The  manner  of  fixing  the  colored  lights  should  be  particularly  attended  to.  Thej--  will  require 
to  be  fitted  each  with  a  screen,  of  wood  or  canvas,  on  the  inboard  side  and  close  to  the  light,  in 
order  to  prevent  both  being  seen  at  the  same  moment  from  any  direction  but  that  of  right  ahead 
to  two  points  abaft  the  beam. 

This  is  important,  for  without  the  screens  any  plan  of  bow  light  would  be  ineffectual  as  a 
means  of  indicating  the  direction  of  steering.  This  will  be  readily  tmderstood  by  a  reference  to 
the  preceding  illustrations,  where  it  will  appear  evident  that  in  any  situation  in  which  two  vessels 
may  approach  each  other  in  -the  dark  the  colored  lights  will  instantly  indicate  to  both  the  relative 
course  of  each;  that  is,  each  will  know  whether  the  other  is  approaching  directly,  or  crossing  the 
bows  either  to  starboard  or  port. 

This  intimation,  with  the  signals  by  whistle,  as  provided,  is  all  that  is  required  to  enable 
vessels  to  pass  each  other  in  the  darkest  night  with  almost  equal  safety  as  in  broad  day.

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and   ninety-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  deductions  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the  United  States." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled.  That  section  one  of  chajiter  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  approved  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  deductions  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the  United  States,"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  : 

"That  section  forty-one  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  be 
amended  by  inserting  before  the  last  paragraph  thereof  the  following  Avords  : 

"  '  That  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  every  vessel  of  the  United  States  there  shall  be  deducted — 

"  '  (a)  The  tonnage  ofthespaces  or  comijartments  occupied  by  or  appropriated  to  the  use  ofthecrewofthe 
vessel.  Every  place  appropriated  to  the  crew  of  the  vessel  sliall  have  a  space  of  not  less  than  seventy-two  cubic 
feet  and  not  less  than  twelve  superficial  feet,  measured  on  the  deck  or  floor  of  that  place,  for  each  seaman 
or  apprentice  lodged  therein.  Such  place  shall  be  securely  constructed,  properly  lighted,  drained,  and 
ventilated,  properly  protected  from  weather  and  sea,  and  as  far  as  practicable  properly  shut  off  and  pro- 
tected from  the  effluvium  of  cargo  or  bilge  water  ;  and  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision  shall  subject 
the  owiifer  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars.  Everyplace  so  occupied  shall  be  kept  free  from  goods  or 
stores  of  any  kind  not  being  the  personal  property  of  the  crew  in  use  during  the  voyage :  and  if  any  such 
place  is  not  so  kept  free  the  master  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  eacli  .seaman  or  apprentice  lodged  in  that  place 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  a  day  for  each  day  during  which  any  goods  or  stores  as  aforesaid  are  kept  or  stored 
in  tlie  place  after  complaint  has  been  made  to  him  by  any  two  or  more  of  the  seamen  so  lodged.  No 
deduction  from  tonnage  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  unless  there  is  permanently  cut  iu  a  beam  and  over  tlie 
doorway  of  every  such  place  the  number  of  men  it  is  allowed  to  accommodate  with  these  words,  "Certi- 
fied to  accommodate  seamen." 


"  '  (b)  Any  space  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  master  certified  by  the  collector  to  be  reasonable  in 
extent  and  properly  constructed,  and  the  words  "Certified  for  the  accommodation  of  master"  to  be 
l)ernianeDtly  cut  in  a  beam  and  over  the  door  of  sucli  space. 

"  '  (c)  Any  space  used  exclusively  for  tlie  working  of  the  helm,  the  capstan,  and  the  anchor  gear,  or 
for  keeping  the  charts,  signals,  and  other  instruments  of  navigation  and  boatswain's  stores,  and  the 
words  "Certified  for  steering  gear,"  or  "Certified  for  boatswain's  stores,"  or  "Certified  chart  house,"  as 
tlie  case  may  be,  to  be  permanently  cut  in  the  beam  and  over  the  doorway  of  each  of  such  spaces. 

"  '  (d)  The  space  occupied  by  the  donkey  engine  and  boiler,  if  connected  with  the  main  pumps  of  the 
ship. 

" '  (e)  In  the  case  of  a  ship  propelled  wholly  by  sails  any  space,  not  exceeding  two  and  one-half  per 
centum  of  the  gross  tonnage,  used  exclusively  for  storage  of  sails  :  Provided,  That  spaces  deducted  shall  be 
(H'rtified  by  the  collector  to  be  reasonable  iu  extent  and  properly  and  efficiently  constructed  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  intended, and  the  words  "Certified  for  storage  of  sails"  to  be  cut  on  the  beam 
and  over  the  doorway  of  such  space. 

"•(f)  In  the  case  of  a  ship  propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  requiring  engine  room,  a  deduction 
for  the  space  occupied  by  the  propelling  power  shall  be  made,  as  follows : 

"  '  In  ships  propelled  by  paddle  wheels  in  which  the  tonnage  of  the  space  occupied  by  and  necessary 
for  the  proper  working  of  the  l)oilers  and  machinery  is  above  twenty  per  centum  and  under  thirty  per 
centum  of  the  gross  tonnage,  the  deduction  shall  be  thirty-seven  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage;  and 
in  ships  propelled  by  screws  in  which  the  tonnage  of  the  space  is  above  thirteen  i^er  centum  and  nnder 
twenty  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage,  the  deduction  shall  be  thirty-two  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage. 
In  the  case  of  screw  steamers  the  contents  of  the  trunk  shaft  shall  be  deemed  s]3aces  necessary  tor  the  proper 
working  of  the  machinery. 

"'(g)  In  the  case  of  other  vessels  in  which  the  actual  space  occupied  by  the  propelling  machinery 
amounts  in  the  Ciise  of  paddle  vessels  to  twenty  per  centum  or  under  and  in  the  case  of  screw  vessels  to 
thirteen  per  centum  or  under  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship,  the  deduction  shall  consist  in  the  case  of 
paddle  vessels  of  once  and  a  half  the  tonnage  of  the  actual  machinery  space  and  in  the  case  of  screw 
vessels  of  once  and  three-fourths  the  tonnage  of  the  actual  machinery  space.  But  if  the  actual  machinery 
space  is  so  large  as  to  amount  in  the  case  of  paddle  vessels  to  thirty  per  centum  or  above,  and  iu  the  case 
of  screw  vessels  to  twenty  per  centum  or  above  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship,  the  deduction  shall  consist 
of  thirty-seven  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship  in  the  case  of  a  paddle  vessel  and  thirty-two 
per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage  in  the  case  of  a  screw  vessel ;  or  if  the  owner  prefers  there  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  vessel  the  tonnage  of  the  space  or  spaces  actually  occupied  by  or 
required  to  be  inclosed  for  the  proper  working  of  the  boilers  and  machinery,  including  the  trunk  shaft 
or  alley  in  screw  steamers,  with  the  addition  in  the  case  of  vessels  propelled  with  paddle  wheels  of  fifty 
per  centum,  and  in  the  case  of  vessels  propelled  by  screws  of  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  tonnage  of 
such  space. 

" '  (h)  If  there  be  a  break,  a  poop,  or  any  other  permanent  closed-in  space  on  the  upper  deck  avail- 
able for  cargo  or  stores,  or  for  the  berthing  or  accommodation  of  passengers  or  crew,  the  tonnage  of  that 
space  shall  be  ascertained  and  added  to  the  gross  tonnage :  Frovided,  That  nothing  shall  be  added  to  the 
gross  tonnage  for  any  sheltered  space  above  the  upper  deck  which  is  iinder  cover  and  open  to  the  weather ; 
that  is,  not  inclosed. 

"  '  (i)  On  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  by  the  owners  of  a  ship  the  ton- 
nage of  such  portion  of  the  space  or  spaces  above  the  crown  of  the  engine  room  and  above  the  upper 
deck  as  is  framed  in  for  the  machinery  or  for  the  admission  of  light  and  air  and  not  required  to  be  added 
to  gross  tonnage  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  tonnage  of  the  space  occupied  by  the  propel- 
ling power,  be  added  to  the  tonnage  of  the  engine  space;  but  it  shall  then  be  included  in  the  gross  ton- 
nage; such  space  or  spaces  must  be  reasonable  in  extent,  safe,  and  seaworthy,  and  can  not  be  used  for 
any  purpose  other  than  the  machinery  or  for  the  admission  of  light  and  air  to  the  machinery,  or  for  the 
admission  of  light  and  air  to  the  machinery  or  boilers  of  the  ship. 

" '  And  the  proper  deduction  from  the  gross  tonnage  having  been  made,  the  remainder  shall  be  deemed 
the  net  or  register  tonnage  of  such  vessels. 

"  "The  register  or  other  official  certificate  of  the  tonnage  or  nationality  of  a  vessel  of  the  United 
States,  in  addition  to  what  is  now  required  by  law  to  be  expressed  therein,  shall  state  separately  the 
deductions  made  from  the  gross  tonnage,  and  shall  also  state  the  net  or  register  tonnage  of  the  vessel. 

"  'But  the  outstanding  registei-s  or  enrollments  of  vessels  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  rendered 
void  by  the  addition  of  such  new  statement  of  her  tonnage,  unless  voluntarily  surrendered ;  but  the  same 
may  be  added  to  the  outstanding  dociiment  or  by  an  appendix  thereto,  with  a  certificate  of  a  collector  of 
customs  that  the  original  estimate  of  tonnage  is  amended. 

"  '  In  the  case  of  a  ship  constructed  with  a  double  bottom  for  water  ballast,  if  the  space  between  the 
inner  and  outer  plating  thereof  is  certified  by  the  collector  to  be  not  available  for  the  carriage  of  cargo, 


stores,  or  fuel,  then  the  depth  of  the  vessel  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  upper  side  of  the  iuner  plating  of  the 
double  bottom,  and  that  uijper  side  shall  for  the  purposes  of  measurement  be  deemed  to  rei>re.sent  the 
floor  timber. 

"  'Upon  application  by  the  owner  or  master  of  an  American  vessel  in  foreign  trade,  collectors  of  cus- 
toms, under  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  are  authorized  to  attach  to 
the  register  of  such  vessel  au  appendix  stating  separately,  for  use  in  foreign  ports,  the  measurement  of 
such  space  or  spaces  as  are  permitted  to  be  deducted  from  gross  tonnage  by  the  rules  of  other  nations  and 
are  not  permitted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States.'  " 

Sec.  2.  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  the  remeasurement  of  any  American  vessel 
duly  measured  before  April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five ;  but  upon  application  by  the  owner 
of  any  such  vessel  collectors  of  customs  shall  cause  such  vessel,  or  the  spaces  to  be  deducted,  to  be  meas- 
ured according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  if  a  new  register  is  not  issued  the  statement  of  such 
remeasurement  shall  be  attached  by  an  appendix  to  the  outstanding  register  or  enrollment  with  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  collector  of  customs  that  the  original  estimate  of  tonnage  is  amended  pursuant  to  this  Act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  requiring  a  crew  space  of  seventy- two  cubic  feet  per  man  shall 
apply  only  to  vessels  the  construction  of  which  shall  be  begun  after  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety- five. 

Sec.  4.  That  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation 
shall  make  regulations  needful  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  uinety-five.

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  provisions  relative  to  the  accommodations  of  seamen,  of 
the  Act  approved  March  2,  1895,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  deductions  from  the  gross  tonnage  of 
vessels  of  the  United  States."     The  Act  will  take  effect  April  1,  1895 : 

"Every  place  appropriated  to  the  crew  of  the  vessel  shall  have  a  space  of  not  less  than  seventy-two 
cubic  feet  and  not  less  than  twelve  superficial  feet,  measured  on  the  deck  or  floor  of  that  place,  for  each 
seaman  or  apprentice  lodged  therein.  Such  place  shall  be  securely  constructed,  properly  lighted,  drained, 
and  ventilated,  properly  protected  from  weather  and  sea,  and  as  far  as  practicable  properly  shut  off  and 
protected  from  the  effluvium  of  cargo  or  bilge  water ;  and  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision  shall 
subject  the  owner  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars.  Every  place  so  occupied  shall  be  kept  free  from 
goods  or  stores  of  any  kind  not  being  the  personal  property  of  the  crew  in  use  during  the  voyage ;  and 
if  any  such  place  is  not  so  kept  free  the  master  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  each  seaman  or  apprentice  lodged 
in  that  place  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  a  day  for  each  day  during  which  any  goods  or  stores  as  aforesaid  are 
kept  or  stored  in  the  place  after  complaint  has  been  made  to  him  by  any  two  or  more  of  the  seamen  so 
lodged.  No  deduction  from  tonnage  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  unless  there  is  permanently  cut  in  a  beam 
and  over  the  doorway  of  every  such  place  the  number  of  men  it  is  allowed  to  accommodate  with  these 
words,  "Cei'tified  to  accommodate    *    *    *    seamen." 

The  third  section  of  the  Act  provides : 

' '  Sec.  3.  That  the  provisions  of  this  Act  requiring  a  crew  space  of  seventy- two  cubic  feet  per  man 
shall  apply  only  to  vessels  the  construction  of  which  shall  be  begun  after  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-five."

Tour  attention  is  invited  to  the  Act  approved  March  2,  1895,  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  deduc- 
tions from  the  gross  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the  United  States." 

The  Act  repeals  the  former  limitation  of  crew  spaces  to  five  per  cent  of  the  gross  tonuage  and  of  all 
deductions  to  fifty  per  cent  of  gross  tonnage,  and  establishes  substantially  the  system  of  measurement 
employed  by  Great  Britain,  Norway,  and  other  maritime  powers. 

On  and  after  April  1,  1895,  pursuant  to  Article  88,  Eegulations  of  1892,  vessels  of  Great  Britain, 
Belgium,  Denmark,  Austria-Hungary,  the  German  Empire,  Italy,  Sweden,  Norway,  Spain,  the  Netherlands, 
Russia,  and  Finland,  the  registers  of  which  indicate  their  gross  and  net  tonnage  under  their  present  laws, 
will  be  taken  in  ports  of  the  United  States  to  be  of  the  tonnage  so  expressed  in  their  documents,  with  the 
addition  of  the  amount  of  the  deductions  and  omissions  made  under  such  laws,  but  not  authorized  by  the 
Act  of  March  2,  1895.

To  All  Whom  it  May  Concern  : 

By  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  2, 1895,  making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive, 
and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1896,  and  for  other  purposes, 
it  is  provided  that : 

"Hereafter  the  copy  of  the  oath  of  office  of  subordinate  officers  of  the  customs,  required  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Customs  by  section  eleven  of  the  'Act  to  amend  existing  customs 
and  internal-revenue  laws,  and  for  other  purposes,'  approved  February  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy -five,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

"Hereafter  all  bonds  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  collectors  of  internal  revenue,  collectors, 
naval  officers,  surveyors,  and  other  officers  of  the  customs,  either  as  such  officers  or  as  disbursing  officers 
of  the  Treasury,  bonds  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  Clerk  of  the  Hou^  of  Eepresentatives.  and  i\w. 
Sergeantat-Arms  of  the  House  of  Eepresentatives,  and  all  such  bonds  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  filed  as  he  may 
direct ;  and  the  duties  now  required  by  law  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  in  regard  to  such  bonds, 
as  the  successor  of  the  Commissioner  of  Customs  and  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  shall  hereafter 
be  performed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury." 

"Hereafter  every  officer  required  by  law  to  take  and  approve  official  bonds  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  examined  at  least  once  every  two  years  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties 
thereon  ;  and  every  officer  having  power  to  fix  the  amount  of  an  official  bond  shall  examine  it  to  ascertain 
the  sufficiency  of  the  amount  thereof  and  approve  or  fix  said  amount  at  least  once  in  two  years  and  as 
much  oftener  as  he  may  deem  it  necessary." 

"Hereafter  every  ofiicer  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  and  approve  official  bonds  shall  cause  all  such  bonds 
to  be  renewed  every  four  years  after  their  dates,  but  he  may  require  such  bonds  to  be  renewed  or  strength- 
ened oftener  if  he  deem  such  action  necessary.  In  the  discretion  of  such  officer  the  requiiemeut  of  a  new 
bond  may  be  waived  for  the  period  of  service  of  a  bonded  officer  after  the  expiration  of  a  four-year  term 
of  service  pending  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  his  successor  :  Provided,  That  the  nonperformance 
of  any  requirement  of  this  section  on  the  part  of  any  official  of  the  Government  shall  not  be  held  to  affect 
in  any  respect  the  liability  of  principal  or  sureties  on  any  bond  made  or  to  be  made  to  the  United  States : 
Provided  further,  That  the  liability  of  the  principal  and  sureties  on  all  official  bonds  shall  continue 
and  cover  the  period  of  service  ensuing  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  the  successor  of  the 
principal :  And  provided  further,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or  modify 
section  thirty-eight  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  the  lievised  Statutes  of  the  United  States." 

In  compliance  with  the  foregoing  provisions  of  law,  notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  oaths  of  office 
and  bonds  now  on  file  in  the  various  bureaus  of  this  Department  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (Division  of  Ai^pointments);  and  hereafter  all  oaths  of  office  and  bonds  men- 
tioned will  be  filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (Division  of  Appointments).

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Act  making  appropriations  for  the  sundry  civil  expenses  of  tlie 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1896,  and  for  other  purposes,  approved  March  2,  189,5  : 

^' Beit  etMcted  by  the  Senate,  and  House  of  Representativea  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Conr/ress 
assembled,  *  *  *  That  the  proviso  in  section  one  of  the  Act  approved  August  third,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-four,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :  ^Provided,  That  those  surfmen  who  enlist  for 
a  term  iacludiug  more  than  eight  and  a  half  mouths  of  active  service,  and  those  who  enlist  to  fill  vacan- 
cies caused  by  the  promotion,  death,  resignation,  or  dismissal  of  such  surfmen,  shall  receive  sixty  dollars 
per  month  during  said  period  of  active  service.'  " 

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  August  3,  1894,  as  amended,  readp,  therefore,  as  follows  : 

"  J5e  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United,  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assemhled,  That  section  five  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  eighteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-eight,  entitled,  'An  Act  to  organize  the  Life-Saving  Service,'  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  'Sbo.  .5.  That  hereafter  the  life-saving  stations  upon  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coasts  at  which  crews 
are  employed  shall  be  manned  and  the  stations  opened  for  active  service  on  the  first  day  of  August  in 
each  year,  and  so  continued  until  the  first  day  of  Jane  succeeding,  and  upon  the  lake  coasts  from  the 
opening  to  the  close  of  navigation,  except  such  stations  as  in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Tren-sury  are  not  necessary  to  be  manned  during  the  full  ijeriod  specified;  and  the  crews  shall  reside  at 
the  stations  during  said  periods  :  Provided,  That  those  surfmen  who  enlist  for  a  term  including  more  than 
eight  and  a  half  mouths  of  active  service,  and  those  who  enlist  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  iiromotion, 
death,  resignation,  or  dismissal  of  such  surfmen,  shall  receive  sixty  dollars  per  month  during  said  period 
of  active  service.'  " 

The  amendatory  clause  took  effect  from  the  date  of  its  approval.  March  2,  1895,  and  payments  to 
crews  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  from  that  date.

AN  ACT  To  ameu'cl  section  forty-four  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  title  fifty-two  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  section  forty-four  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  title  fifty-two  of  the. Revised  Statutes  be 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

"Seo.  4434.  No  externally  fired  boiler  having  its  shell  constructed  of  iron  or  steel  plates  exceeding 
an  average  thickness  of  thirty  one-hundredths  of  an  inch  shall  be  employed  on  any  steam  vessel  navigating 
the  Red  River  of  the  North  or  rivers  flowing  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  or  their  tributaries ;  and  no  externally 
fired  boiler  employed  on  any  such  steam  vessel  shall  have  less  than  three  inches  space  between  its  shell 
and  any  of  its  internal  flues,  and  not  less  than  three  inches  space  between  such  flues  when  any  such  flues 
are  more  than  five  inches  in  diameter;  and  every  such  externally  fired  boiler  employed  on  any  such  steam 
vessel  shall  be  provided  with  a  manhole  in  the  lower  part  of  the  front  head  thereof," of  such  dimensions  as 
maj'  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors,  in  all  eases  where  the  distance  between  its 
internal  flues  is  less  than  three  inches.  Externally  fired  boilei's  having  shells  constrncted  of  iron  or  steel 
plates  not  exceeding  an  average  thickness  of  fifty  one-hnndredths  of  an  inch  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  be  authorized  and  emxiloyed  on  steam  vessels  navigating  the  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  oceans,  or  salt-water  bays  or  sounds,  or  the  Great  Lakes,  or  any  of  them,  and  waters  flowing  to 
and  from  the  same,  or  any  of  them  :  Frorided,  That  on  inspection  no  plate  that  is  by  this  Act  limite<rto  a 
thickness  of  thirty  one-hundredths  of  an  inch  and  no  plate  that  is  by  this  Act  limited  to  a  thickness  of 
fifty  one-hundredths  of  an  inch  shall  be  rejected  for  use  if  found  to  exceed  those  dimensions,  respectively-, 
if  the  average  thickness  thereof  does  not  exceed  the  limits  therein  specified,  and  the  amount  of  steam 
pressure  that  will  be  permitted  to  be  carried  in  boilers  constructed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  this  Act  shall  be  determined  trom  measurements  sliowing  the  least  thickness  of  the  plates." 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed.

lu  this  matter  the  Receivers  of  the  Uuioii  Pacific  Railway  Company  have  presented  to  the  Secretai-y 
of  the  Treasury  three  letters  dated  July  20,  1894,  which  call  the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the 
retention  of  certaiu  items  for  compensation  for  mail  and  other  services  rendered  on  certain  portions  of  the 
Union  Pacific  Railway  and  certain  other  railroads  referred  to  in  said  letters.

To  Collectors  and  Other  Officers  of  the  Castoms: 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  paragraph  244  of  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  the  following  regula- 
tions for  determining  the  percentage  of  alcohol  in  wines  and  fruit  juices  imijorted  under  the  provisions 
of  that  Act  are  hereby  prescribed. 

Collectors  are  instructed  in  making  an  analysis  of  imported  wines  and  fruit  juices  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  percentage  of  alcohol  contained  therein,  to  use  the  method  of  "distillation,"  that  being 
the  only  method  assuring  accurate  results  in  view  of  the  fact  that  snch  wines  and  fruit  juices  usually  con- 
tain saccharine  or  other  solid  matters  in  solabiou,  making  the  test  by  the  hydrometer  impracticable. 

At  ports  where  provision  is  now  made  for  a  chemical  laboratory,  or  where  other  facilities  now  exist 
for  making  a  chemical  analysis,  collectors  will  use  the  appliances  at  their  disposal  for  making  the  above 
analysis. 

At  ports  without  adequate  facilities  for  making  such  an  analysis,  the  regulations  prescribed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Eevenue  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  42-49  of  the  Act  of  October  1,  1890, 
for  ascertaining  by  means  of  distillation  the  percentage  of  alcohol  in  sweet  wines  fortified  with  grape 
brandy,  published  on  pages  27-47  of  Series  7,  No.  5,  Eevised,  Supplement  No.  2,  Eevised,  and  as  further 
modified  in  Form  No.  275,  Eevised  August  IS,  1893  (Instructions  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Eevenue), 
are  hereby  made  applicable  to  tests  under  paragraph  244  of  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894. 

The  directions  in  the  aforesaid  regulations  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Eevenue  apply  to  a 
particular  outfit,  consisting  of  a  distilling  apparatus,  hydrometers,  measuring  cylinder,  etc.,  in  comi>act 
form,  contained  in  a  box  or  carrying  case,  which  is  now  furnished  Deputy  Collectors  of  Internal  Eevenue 
for  use  in  the  field.  The  apparatus  can  be  easily  used  by  persons  not  experienced  chemists,  and  will  be 
furnished  to  Collectors  at  ports  where  the  volume  of  business  will  warrant,  upon  application  to  this 
Department. 

For  the  benefit  of  Collectors  having  an  outfit  in  the  above  form,  the  afoi-esaid  regulations  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Internal  Eevenue  have  been  condensed,  so  much  thereof  as  pertains  to  ascertaining  the 
percentage  of  sugar  being  eliminated  as  unnecessary,  and  are  hereby  published  for  their  guidance : 


Directions  for  Using  the  Internal- Revenue  Wiiie-Teatin//  Ajiparatns  in  Determining  the  Percentnge  of  Alcohol 

in  Imported  Wines  and  Fruit  Juices. 

1.  Tlie  sample  to  be  analyzed  must  be  so  drawn  as  to  be  truly  representative  of  the  whole  volume  of 
wine  in  the  vat  or  other  vessel  from  which  it  is  taken.  Otherwise  all  the  care  taken  in  the  actual  analysis 
is  of  uo  avail. 

2.  The  hands  of  the  operator  must  be  perfectly  clean.  The  least  foreign  matter,  especially  of  a  fatty 
nature,  if  brought  in  contact  with  either  the  spindle  or  the  thermometer  or  with  the  surface  of  the  alcohol, 
makes  the  readings  of  the  instruments  too  high.  The  same  care  will  be  taken  in  using  the  spindle  a.s  is 
required  in  the  use  of  hydrometers  in  determining  the  proof  of  siiirits.  They  should  be  fingered  as  little 
as  possible  and  clcaucHl  bol'oi(>  they  are  used. 

3.  Fill  the  cylinder  to  the  upjjer  mark  with  the  liquid  to  be  tested  (having  previously  ascertained 
the  temperature  of  the  liquid) ;  empty  the  measured  liquid  into  the  still,  letting  it  drain  as  completely  as 
possible;  then  till  the  cylinder  to  the  lower  mark  with  water  and  rinse  it  out,  pouring  the  water  into  the 
still.     Connect  the  cylinder  with  the  tail  of  the  condenser,  using  the  cylinder  to  receive  the  distillate. 

4.  Close  the  still  and  make  all  the  connections  tight  and  fill  the  condenser  with  cold  water.  If  the 
water  used  for  condensation  is  above  80°  P.,  use  ice  to  cool  it.  Keep  the  water  circulating  through  the 
condenser  during  the  distillation. 

5.  Light  the  alcohol  lamp  under  the  still  and  continue  the  distillation  until  nearly  the  original  volume 
taken  has  been  collected  in  the  receiver.  Conduct  the  distillation  at  as  low  a  temperature  as  possible, 
so  as  to  avoid  frothing  or  priming  in  the  still.  Too  rajiid  distillation  will  involve  the  loss  of  alcohol  by 
imperfect  condensation.  Put  out  the  lamp,  disconnect  the  recei^'er,  and  bring  its  contents  exactly  to  the 
temperature  noted  when  the  cylinder  was  filled  with  the  original  wine.  When  the  liquid  is  at  the  noted 
temperature,  add  sufficient  water  at  the  same  temperature  to  bring  the  volume  exactly  to  the  mark  of  the 
cylinder  with  the  palm  of  the  hand,  and  invert  the  cylinder  and  its  contents  slowly  four  or  tive  times  in 
order  to  insure  a  thorough  mixing  of  the  liquid.  Take  the  reading  of  the  alcoholometer  and  thermom- 
eter and  correct  the  reading  of  the  former  for  the  observed  temperature  according  to  the  table. 

For  example :  • 

Below  norma!.  Above  normal. 

Noted  temperature 56°  7.")° 

Reading  of  alcoholometer  at  noted  temperature 13.  4  14.  G

Sealed  proposals  will  be  received  uatil  1  o'clock  p.  m.  of  April  20, 1895,  for  furnisliing  this  office 
with  siicli  paper  to  be  used  in  the  printing  of  United  States  internal-revenue  stamps  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1896,  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  ordered. 

The  paper  must,  in  respect  to  composition,  sizing,  strength,  and  calendering,  be  equal  to  the  samples 
of  the  paper  now  used  in  the  printing  of  internal-revenue  stamps  which  are  to  be  found  for  examination 
at  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue — the  degree  of  sizing,  calendering,  and  strength  to 
be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Sevenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secre 
tary  of  the  Treasury — and  must  be  free  from  clay  or  other  adulterations,  thread  knots,  grit,  or  other 
foreign  substances.  A  proportion  of  chemically  prepared  wood  fiber  (not  exceeding  40  per  cent)  will  be 
permitted  in  the  composition.  Bach  sheet  of  paper  shall  be  made  distinctive  by  being  closely  water- 
marked with  the  letters  "U.  S.  I.  B."  in  such  manner  that  each  square  inch  of  the  sheet  shall  bear  some 
portion  thereof. 

The  quantity  required  under  the  contract  contemplated  by  this  circular  will  be  about  800,000  pounds, 
and  will  be  white,  plain  green,  or  such  other  color,  not  more  expensive,  as  may  at  any  time  be  prescribed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  but  the 
coloring  material  used  must  not  be  such  as  to  be  injurious  to  persons  handling  the  pap6r. 

The  paper  is  to  be  manufactured  and  delivered  in  such  quantities,  and  in  sheets  of  such  sizes  and 
weights,  as  this  0  fBce  may  from  time  to  time  order,  and  must  be  counted,  examined,  and  separated  into 
lots  of  1,000  sheets,  each  hundred  to  be  separated  by  a  paper  tag,  and  each  lot  tied  with  strong  twine. 

The  paper  is  to  be  manufactured  under  the  supervision  of  an  agent  of  the  Government,  and  under 
the  protection  of  guards  to  be  stationed  at  the  mill ;  and  the  contractor  will  be  required  to  provide, 
without  charge,  in  the  building  in  which  the  paper  is  made,  rooms  suitably  furnished  to  be  used  as  an 
office  by  such  agent  and  for  the  persons  designated  to  guard  the  paper  delivered,  and  also  a  room  in  which 
to  store  it  until  shipped  ;  and  he  will  be  further  required  to  conform  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as 
may  be  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
to  prevent  the  improper  removal  from  the  mill  of  the  paper  manufactured  under  the  contract.  All 
paper  will  be  receipted  for  by  the  agent  at  the  mill,  subject  to  future  examination,  and  the  contractor  will 
be  required  to  furnish  perfect  paper  with  which  to  replace  aily  returned  to  him  as  defective. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  sign  a  written  contract,  and  to  commence  the  manufacture  of  the 
paper  at  such  time  after  June  30,  1895,  as  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Reveiuie  shall  designate,  and  will 


;ilso  be  reqniipd  to  enter  into  ti  liond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  M'ith  approved  sureties,  for  the  faithful 
execution  of  the  contract.  The  contract  will  bind  the  contractor  to  manufacture  the  special  paper  for 
the  United  States  only. 

Bills  accruing  under  the  contract  will  be  paid  monthly. 

Bidders  will  state  in  their  proposals  the  price  or  prices  per  pound  for  the  paper,  deliverable  at  the 
Treasury  Department,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia,  securely  packed  in  the  presence 
and  under  the  direction  of  the  agent  of  the  Department  stationed  at  the  mi)l,  in  wooden  boxes  strapped 
witli  iron,  sealed  and  marked  ready  for  shipment,  all  at  the  expense  of  the  contractor  ;  and  it  is  expressly 
stipulated  that  in  case  ic  shall  be  at  any  time  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue,  to  require  shipment  of  paper  by  express,  instead  of  by  the  ordinary  freight  delivery,  the  Gov- 
ernment shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  transportation  except  to  the  extent  of  the  ascertained 
difference  between  the  express  rate  and  the  rate  by  freight. 

All  paper  returned  from  the  Department  to  the  contractor  as  defective,  for  which  he  is  required,  as 
hereinbefore  stated,  to  furnish  paper  to  replace  the  same,  shall  be  returned  at  the  expense  of  the  con- 
tractor, and  the  paper  furnished  in  place  thereof  shall  be  delivered  at  his  expense  at  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment as  aforesaid. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  furnish  new  dandy  rolls  for  watermarking  the  paper,  unless  those 
now  owned  by  the  Government  can  be  used,  and  will  be  required  to  pay  all  expenses  connected  with  the 
repairing  of  such  dandy  rolls  from  time  to  time  as  necessity  may  require.  Such  rolls  shall  be  manufac- 
tured (and  repaired,  if  necessary)  under  the  supervision  of  an  agent  of  the  Government,  and  will  become 
and  remain  the  proj)erty  of  the  United  States. 

Each  proposal  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  guaranty,  signed  by  two  responsible  persons,  that 
if  the  award  is  made  to  the  proponent  the  contract  and  the  bond  will  be  executed  promptly  on  the 
making  of  the  award. 

Bids  will  not  be  considered  unless  made  by  persons  actually  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  paper, 
and  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids,  and  to  waive  informalities,  in  case  it  shall  be  deemed  to  the  interest 
of  the  Government  so  to  do,  is  hereby  reserved. 

The  bids  will  be  opened  on  Saturday,  the  20th  day  of  April,  1895,  at  1  o'clock  p.  m.  in  the  office  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  and  bidders  are  Invited  to  be  present. 

Bids  should  be  indorsed  "Proposals  for  Internal  Revenue  Stamp  Paper,"  and  addressed  to  the 
"Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  Washington,  D.  C."  Ifo  blanks  for  such  proposals  are  furnished, 
nor  are  they  required.     Proposals  may  be  made  by  letter. 

Bidders  are  required  to  deposit  with  their  bids  samples  of  the  paper  which  they  propose  to  furnish 
at  the  price  or  prices  bid,  which  samples  will  be  subjected  to  the  usual  tests  as  to  strength  and  quality.

Washington,  D.  C,  March  12,  1895. 
To  Inspectors  of  Steam  Vessels: 

You  are  hereby  informed  that  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  'An  Act  to  amend 
Section  4400  of  Title  52  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  concerning  the  regulation  of  steam 
vessels,'  approved  August  7,  1882;  and  also  to  amend  Section  4414,  Title  52  of  the  Eevised  Statutes, 
'regulation  of  steam  vessels,'"  approved  March  1,  1895,  provides  that  every  inspector  provided  for  in 
this  (Section  4414)  or  the  preceding  sections  of  this  title  (Title  LIT,  E.  S.)  shall  be  paid  for  his  actual  and 
reasonable  traveling  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  at  the  rate  of  8  cents  i^er  mile, 
together  with  his  actual  and  reasonable  expenses  for  transportation  of  instruments,  which  shall  be  certi- 
fied and  sworn  to  under  such  instructions  as  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

In  piirsuance  of  the  law  referred  to,  all  inspectors  provided  for  under  Title  LIT,  Eevised  Statutes, 
will  hereafter  render  their  accounts  for  actual  and  reasonable  traveling  expenses  while  on  official  duty,  at 
the  rate  of  8  cents  per  mile,  together  with  their  actual  and  reasonable  expenses  for  transportation  of 
instruments,  which  shall  be  certified  and  sworn  to  under  the  instructions  heretofore  in  force. 

Inspectors  will  also  continue  to  carefully  observe  the  provisions  of  Department  instructions  of  August 
17,  1886,  (Decision  7703,)  as  follows  : 

"The  attention  of  the  Department  having  been  called  to  the  frequent  repetition  of  trips  made  by 
inspectors  to  perform  a  single  inspection  of  a  steamer,  and  their  cliarges  therefor  in  their  personal  expense 
accounts,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  hereafter,  when  more  than  one  trij)  is  made  for  such  inspections,  and 
the  fault  therefor  is  through  the  failure  of  the  agents  or  owners  of  the  steamers  to  have  such  steamers 
properly  equipped  and  ready  for  inspection  at  the  dates  indicated  by  themselves  in  their  written  applica- 
tions, the  actual  expenses  of  the  inspection  for  the  succeeding  trips  must  be  defrayed  by  the  o^vners  or 
agents  of  such  steamers,  and  the  inspectors  are  authorized  to  collect  the  same  accordinglj',  giving  their 
receipts  therefor  in  every  case. 

"In  all  cases  where  additional  traveling  expenses  are  so  collected,  inspectors  will  make  a  special 
report  of  the  facts  in  each  case,  addressed  to  the  Supervising  Inspector-General  of  Steam  Vessels,  to  be 
furnished  to  that  officer  through  the  supervising  inspectors  of  the  various  districts ;  the  last  named  offi- 
cers to  indorse  thereon  their  approval  of  the  charge,  if  deemed  a  proijer  one  within  the  meaning  of  the 
directions  contained  in  this  circular. 

"Inspectors  will  inform  owners  of  steam  vessels  of  this  regulation  whenever  occasion  requires. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  fees  formerly  collected  for  inspection  have  been  abolished  by  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  June  19,  1886,  and  that  there  can  now  be  no  reasonable  objection  on  the  part  of  ownere 
of  steam  vessels  remote  from  the  home  ports  of  the  local  inspectors  to  anticipating,  when  necessary,  the 
date  of  expiration  of  such  steamers'  certificates,  for  the  purpose  of  couceutratingthe  work  of  the  iuspectore 
within  certain  given  periods,  instead  of  such  inspections  running,  as  iu  the  past,  irregularly  through

the  navigable  portion  of  the  year,  thereby  more  than  doubling  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  service  for  ) 
such  inspections  over  what  it  would  cost  by  concentrating  the  work,  inspectors  will  therefore  be  expected, 
by  eonsuliation  and  notice  to  owners  of  steamers  whose  certificates  will  expire  in  the  near  future  of  any  ] 
projected  trip  contemplated  by  the  inspectors  into  the  neighborhood  of  such  steamers,  with  the  request 
that  applications  for  inspections  shall  be  made  at  that  time,  so  us  to  bring  the  inspections  hereafter  in  any 
given  neighborhood  as  nearly  together  as  possible,  thus  saving  much  of  the  traveling  expenses  now 
incurred. 

"  It  is  believed  by  the  Department  that  few,  if  any,  objections  on  the  part  of  owners  or  agents  will  be 
found  to  the  arrangement  suggested,  and  all  that  will  be  needed  to  make  the  efltbrt  successful  will  be  a 
proper  effort  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors."     =1=    *    *

On  each  entry  of  pig  lead  for  drawback,  under  the  provisions  of  section  22  of  the  act  of  August  28, 
1894,  the  exporters  shall  be  required  to  file,  in  addition  to  the  usual  declarations,  a  special  declaration, 
verified  by  one  general  officer  and  the  foreman  of  the  smelting  works  producing  siach  lead,  setting  forth 
specifically  that  the  lead  covered  by  the  entry  was  produced  wholly  from  imported  ores,  without  any 
admixture  of  domestic  ores  containing  lead.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs : 

Tlie  following  joint  resolution,  approved  March  1,  1895,  in  relation  to  the  Free  Zone  along  the 
northern  frontier  of  Mexico  and  adjacent  to  the  United  States,  is  published  for  the  information  of  customs 
officers  and  all  persons  interested  : 

^^Besolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  suspend  the  operation  of 
section  three  thousand  and  five  of  the  Eevised  Statutes,  in  so  far  as  the  same  permits  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise  to  be  transported  in  bond  through  the  United  States  into  the  Free  Zone  of  Mexico,  so  long  as 
the  Mexican  free-zone  law  exists  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  pre- 
vent the  transportation  of  merchandise  in  bond  to  be  delivered  at  points  in  the  Territory  of  Mexico  beyond 
the  limits  of  said  Free  Zone." 

Under  the  provisions  of  said  resolution,  the  privileges  heretofore  accorded  in  the  transportation  of 
merchandise  without  examination  from  the  designated  ports  in  the  United  States,  as  contained  iu  Articles 
442  to  453,  inclusive,  of  the  Customs  Eegulations  of  1892,  are  suspended  until  otherwise  directed,  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  goods  consigned  to  places  within  the  so-called  Free  Zone  of  Mexico.  Goods  destined  for 
places  in  Mexico  beyond  the  limits  of  said  Free  Zone  may  be  forwarded,  as  heretofore,  under  the  regula- 
tions cited.  Merchandise  consigned  to  places  within  the  limits  of  the  Free  Zone  must  be  entered  and 
appraised  at  the  port  of  original  importation,  and  may  be  forwarded,  under  warehouse  and  transportation 
entry,  to  ports  on  the  frontier,  where  entry  for  exportation  may  be  made  in  the  usual  manner. 

For  the  law  governing  the  exportation  of  goods  in  bond  to  Mexico,  see  sections  3002,  3003,  and  3004 
of  the  Eevised  Statutes.     See,  also,  Articles  572  to  585  of  the  Customs  Eegulations  of  1892.

To  enable  the  Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department  to  liqiiidate  the  manifests  of  cars  arriving  under 
consular  seals,  it  is  hereby  directed  that  on  and  after  July  1,  1895,  when  cars  containing  merchandise 
intended  for  consumption  arrive  sealed  with  consular  seals  and  are  entered  at  the  port  of  first  arrival  the 
entry  (Form  47)  shall  be  made  in  quadruplicate  instead  of  triplicate  as  now,  and  the  quadruplicate  entry 
shall  be  mailed  by  the  collector  to  the  Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department.  The  collectors  in  mailing 
said  entries  to  the  Auditor  will  use  the  special  envelopes  furnished  them  for  that  purpose. 

If  at  the  port  of  first  arrival  any  car  sealed  with  consular  seals  is  found  to  have  been  entered  or  the 
seals  broken,  so  that  the  same  can  not  be  forwarded  to  the  port  of  destination,  and  the  merchandise  con- 
tained in  the  said  car  is  entered  at  the  port  of  first  arrival,  the  collector  at  such  port  will  forward  to  the 
Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department  a  true  copy  of  the  manifest  of  said  car,  and  note  thereon  the 
distribution  of  the  merchandise  found  in  said  car,  giving  the  number  and  kinds  of  the  entries  of  the 
same,  and  the  number  of  packages  in  each  entry ;  and  will  also  report  on  said  copy  of  manifest  the 
discrepancies  between  the  contents  of  the  car  as  found  and  the  manifest  as  certified  by  the  consul. 

On  the  arrival  at  the  port  of  destination  of  any  car  sealed  with  consular  seals  and  containing  mer- 
chandise for  consumption,  the  inspector  who  unlocks  the  car  and  superintends  the  unlading  of  the  same 
shall  certify  on  the  back  of  the  copy  of  the  manifest  forwarded  by  mail  by  the  consul  to  the  collector  at 
the  port  of  destination,  and  in  the  blank  jDrinted  thereon,  the  fact  that  he  has  examined  the  car  \n^on  its 
arrival  and  the  seals  thereon  were  found  intact,  and  that  the  contents  of  the  car  corresponded  with  the 
manifest,  unless  there  is  a  discrepancy  between  the  contents  of  the  car  and  the  manifest,  in  which  case  the 
same  will  be  fully  noted  on  the  manifest. 

After  the  contents  of  the  car  have  been  entered,  or  placed  in  general  order  as  unclaimed,  the  collector 
shall  note  on  the  face  of  this  copy  of  the  manifest  the  disposition  of  the  contents  of  the  car,  giving  the 
numbers  and  the  character  of  the  respective  entries,  and  stating  the  number  of  packages  iu  each  entry, 
and  also  the  number  of  packages  going  into  general  order,  and  the  general  order  number.  When  this 
shall  have  been  done  the  collector  shall  mail  said  copy  of  the  manifest  to  the  Auditor  for  the  Treasury 
Department,  using  the  special  envelopes  for  this  purpose.

Your  attention  is  directed  to  section  9  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  the 
legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  expenses  of  the  Government,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six,  and  for  other  purposes,"  as  follows: 

Sec.  9.  On  and  after  July  fii-st,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety  five,  each  master  of  a  vessel  arriving  in 
the  United  States  from  a  foreign  port,  except  vessels  carrying  traffic  in  bond  on  transfer  ferries  shall, 
immediately  upon  landing  and  before  entering  his  vessel  at  the  custom-house,  mail  to  the  Auditor  for  the 
Treasury  Department,  Washington,  a  true  copy  of  the  manifest  of  his  vessel,  and  shall  on  entering  his 
vessel  make  atKdavit  that  he  has  mailed  such  copy  and  that  the  same  is  true  and  correct;  and  he  shall 
also  mail  to  the  said  Auditor  a  true  copy  of  the  corrected  manifest  filed  on  any  post  entry  of  liis  ves.sel. 
Any  master  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  mail  to  the  said  Auditor  the  recpaired  copy  of  the  original  or  coi'- 
rected  manifest,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  fines  and  penalties  fixed  by  law  for  his  refusal  to  deliver  the 
manifest  of  his  vessel  to  the  collector :  Provided,  That  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  ports  where  there  is 
a  naval  officer. 

Envelopes,  with  the  address  of  the  Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department,  an  official  frank,  and 
instructions  printed  thereon,  will  be  furnished  yon  from  tliis  office  for  delivery  to  masters  of  vessels 
arriving  at  your  respective  ports,  and  you  will  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  by  the  boarding  officer  to 
the  master  of  each  vessel  boarded,  and  If  the  vessel  is  not  boarded  you  will  deliver  them  to  each  master 
upon  his  arrival  at  your  office  before  permitting  him  to  enter  his  vessel.  The  boarding  officer,  or  the 
collector,  will  inform  each  master  of  this  requirement.  Each  master  on  entering  his  vessel  will  be  required 
by  you,  in  addition  to  the  oath  at  present  required,  to  make  affidavit  that  he  has  mailed  to  tlie  Auditor 
for  the  Treasury  Department  a  copy  of  the  manifest  of  his  vessel,  and  that  the  same  is  true  and  correct. 
Such  affidavit  will  also  be  required  to  all  post  entries  of  vessels. 

Each  collector  receiving  the  manifest  of  a  vessel  on  entry  of  the  same  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  unlading  of  the  vessel  and  the  entry  or  storing  of  the  cargo,  make  a  copy  of  the  manifest  of  such 
vessel  (or,  if  iiossible,  use  for  this  purpose  a  copy  of  the  same  delivered  to  the  boarding  officer  or  the 
collector),  and  opposite  the  several  items  of  merchandise  therein  set  forth  show  the  disposition  of  the 
same — that  is,  what  ones  have  been  entered  for  consumption,  warehouse,  immediate  transportation  with- 
out appraisement,  or  have  gone  into  general  order  as  unclaimed,  giving  the  number  of  packages  or  articles 
on  each  line  of  the  manifest  so  disposed  of,  and  Jiumbers  of  the  respective  entries,  and  the  general-order 
number,  and  on  entries  for  immediate  transijortation  without  appraisement  the  names  of  the  ports  to 
which  shix^ments  have  been  made.  This  copy  of  the  manifest,  with  the  disposition  of  the  merchandi.se 
noted  thereon,  as  herein  directed,  must  be  promptly  forwarded  by  the  collector  to  the  Auditor  foi-  the 
Treasury  Department,  using  for  this  purpo.se  the  special  envelopes  furnished  collectors. 

In  all  cases  of  post  entries  by  masters  of  vessels  the  coj^y  of  the  manifest  to  be  forwarded  by  the 
collector  to  the  Auditor  must  be  of  the  coi-rected  manifest  filed,  and  not  of  the  original.

To  Supervising  and  Local  Inspectors  of  Stea7)%  Vessels  : 

The  act  of  Congress  creating  the  ofELces  of  Inspectors  of  Foreign  Steam  Vessels  having  beeu  re^jealed 
by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1,  1895,  the  inspection  of  foreign  steam  vessels,  hereafter,  will  be 
made,  under  the  laws  and  rules  and  regulations  for  the  inspection  of  such  vessels  (Form  2180),  by  the 
Local  Inspectors  of  the  various  districts  in  which  such  inspections  may  be  required. 

The  amendment  to  section  4414,  Eevised  Statutes,  repeals  all  of  that  section  relating  to  the  salaries  of 
inspectors,  and  substitutes  the  following  scale  of  salaries  for  Local  Inspectors,  regulated  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  steamers  inspected  in  each  of  the  various  districts,  as  follows  : 

In  districts  inspecting  one  hundred  steamers  and  less,  to  a  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars 
per  year  each ; 

In  districts  inspecting  over  one  hundred  and  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  steamers,  to  a  salary  of 
one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  year  each ; 

In  districts  inspecting  one  hundred  and  fifty  and  less  than  two  hundred  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  per  year  each  ; 

In  districts  inspecting  two  hundi-ed  and  less  than  three  hundred  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  two  thousand 
dollars  per  year  each  ; 

In  districts  inspecting  three  hundred  and  less  than  five  hundred  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  two  thousand 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  year  each ; 

In  districts  inspecting  five  hundred  steamers  and  upward,  to  a  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  per  year  each. 

The  act  further  provides  that  the  basis  of  salaries  from  the  date  of  approval  of  the  act,  March  1,  1895, 
till  the  end  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  shall  be  on  the  report  of  inspections  for  the  preceding  j'ear  (ended 
February  28, 1895),  and,  thereafter,  according  to  number  of  steamers  reported  inspected  at  the  end  of  each 
fiscal  year,  which  shall  regulate  the  salaries  for  the  following  year,  for  each  local  board,  as  rei)orted  by 
the  Supervising  Inspector-General. 

Therefore,  in  accordance  with  such  limitations,  the  salaries  of  local  inspectors  of  hulls  and  local 
inspectors  of  boilers  from  March  1, 1895,  to  June  30, 1895,  inclusive,  are  hereby  established,  as  follows  : 

For  the  districts  of  Evansville,  Ind. ;  Louisville,  Ky. ;  Memphis,  Tenn. ;  Nashville,  Tenn. ;  Cincinnati, 


Ohio;  Gallipolis,  Ohio;  Wheeling,  W.  Va. ;  Burlington,  Vt. ;  Galveston,  Tex.;  Apalachicola,  Fla. ;  and 
Providence,  R.  I.,  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  year  for  each  local  inspector. 

For  the  districts  of  Willamette  (Portland,  Oreg.);  Charleston.  S.  C;  Dubuque,  Iowa;  Superior 
(Marquette,  Mich.);  Oswego,  N.  Y. ;  Mobile,  Ala. ;  and  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  per  year  for  each  local  inspector. 

For  the  districts  of  Norfolk,  Va.;  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Duluth,  Minn.;  Detroit,  Mich.;  Michigan  (Grand 
Haven,  Mich.);  Huron  (Port  Huron,  Mich.);  aud  Savannah,  Ga.,  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred dollars  per  year  for  each  local  inspector. 

For  the  districts  of  San  Francisco,  Cal. ;  Puget  Sound  (Seattle,  Wash. ) ;  Albany,  N.  Y. ;  New  Loudon, 
Conn.;  Portland,  Me.;  Milwaukee,  Wis.;  and  Chicago,  111.,  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  year 
for  each  local  insi^ector. 

For  the  districts  of  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  Boston,  Mass. ;  Baltimore,  Md. ;  Buffalo,  N.  Y. ;  New  Orleans, 
La. ;  and  Cleveland,  Ohio,  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  year  for  each 
local  inspector. 

For  the  district  of  New  York,  N.  Y. ,  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  year  for 
each  local  inspector.

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  before  recommending  action  on  the  nomination,  by  a  Supervising  Insi^ector 
of  the  Steamboat-Inspection  Service,  of  an  assistant  inspector  of  Imlls  or  boilers,  the  Supervising 
Inspector-General  of  the  Steamboat-Inspection  Service  shall  cause  the  applicant  for  the  position  of 
Assistant  Inspector,  to  be  examined  by  the  Supervising  Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  application  is 
made. 

The  applicant  shall,  before  entering  upon  an  examination,  satisfy  the  Superyising  Inspector  that  he 
has  had,  if  an  applicant  for  assistant  inspectorshi])  of  hulls,  at  least  three  years'  experience  as  a  practical 
master  shipbuilder  and  superintendent  of  construction  of  hulls  of  steam  vessels,  either  wood  or  iron,  or 
has  been  a  licensed  master  or  pilot  of  the  highest  grade  granted  upon  the  waters  upon  which  he  has  been 
employed  of  not  less  than  three  years'  actual  practical  experience,  under  license,  which  fact  must  be  of 
record  in  the  Treasury  Department.  If  an  applicant  for  assistant  inspectorship  of  boilers,  he  must 
satisfy  the  Supervising  Inspector,  before  examination,  that  he  is  a  practical  master  boiler-maker,  having 
had  at  least  three  years'  experience  as  superintendent  of  coustruction  of  marine  boilers,  or  is  a  licensed 
engineer  of  steam  vessels  of  the  highest  grade  on  the  waters  upon  which  he  has  been  employed  of  not  less 
than  three  years'  actual  practical  experience,  under  license,  which  fact  must  be  of  record  in  the  Treasury 
Department. 

The  examination  shall  be  noncompetitive,  cover  practical  qualifications  only,  and  pertain  to  the 
duties  of  assistant  inspectors  required  by  law  and  by  the  Rules  and  Eegulations  of  the  Board  of  Super\asing 
Inspectors. 

The  applicant  must  write  a  fair,  legible  hand,  spell  correctly,  and  be  able  to  calculate  the  various 
problems  and  examples  relating  to  his  particular  branch  of  the  service  set  forth  in  the  "General  Rules  and 
Regulations  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervising  Inspectors"  (Form  2101). 

The  applicant  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Supervising  Inspector  conducting  the  examination,  write  a 
letter,  without  help  or  suggestion  from  any  person  whatever,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
stating  his  experience  and  qualifications.  The  letter  shall  contain  not  less  than  one  hundred  words, 
which  shall  include  the  address  and  signature. 

During  the  course  of  the  examination  the  candidate  may  have  access  to  the  Rules  and  Eegulations, 
but  shall  have  no  assistance  from  any  person  whatever  to  aid  him  in  his  work.  The  time  of  the  examina- 
tion shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  a  single  continuous  session  of  six  hoiirs. 

Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  examination,  the  papers  used  therein  shall  be  sealed  up  by  the  Supervising 
Inspector  conducting  the  examination  and  transmitted  to  the  Supervising  Inspector -General. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  their  receipt  au  examination  of  the  papers  shall  be  made  and  the  Super- 
vising Inspector-General  shall  then  transmit  them  to  this  ofiSce  with  his  recommendations  thereon.

DEDUCTIONS  FROM  GROSS  TONNAGE  OF   VESSELS.

To  Collectors  of  Customs  and  Others  : 

On  and  after  April  1,  1895,  the  regulations  below  will  be  observed  in  determinating  the  net  tonnage 
of  vessels  of  the  United  States,  under  the  following  act  approved  March  2,  1895,  '"to  amend  section  1  of 
chapter  398  of  the  laws  of  1882,  entitled  an  act  to  provide  for  deductions  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  vessels 
of  the  United  States:" 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  section  one  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  niuety-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  approved  August  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two,  entitled  "k.n  Act  to  provide 
for  deductions  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the  United  States,"  be  amended  so  as  to  read  : 

"That  section  forty-one  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  be 
amended  by  inserting  before  the  last  paragraph  thereof  the  following  words  : 

"  'That  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  every  vessel  of  the  United  States  there  shall  be  deducted — 

'  • '  (a)  The  tonnage  of  the  spaces  oi  compartments  occupied  by  or  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  crew  of  the 
vessel.  Every  place  appropriated  to  the  crew  of  the  vessel  shall  have  a  space  of  not  less  than  seventy-two  cubic 
feet  and  not  less  than  twelve  superficial  feet,  measured  on  the  deck  or  floor  of  that  place,  for  each  seaman 
or  apprentice  lodged  therein.  Such  place  shall  be  securely  constructed,  properly  lighted,  drained,  and 
ventilated,  properly  protected  from  weather  and  sea,  and  as  far  as  practicable  properly  shut  off  and  pro- 
tected from  the  effluvium  of  cargo  or  bilge  water;  and  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision  shall  subject 
the  owner  to  a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars.  Every  place  so  occupied  shall  be  kept  free  from  goods  or 
stores  of  any  kind  not  being  the  personal  property  of  the  crew  in  use  during  the  voyage ;  and  if  any  such 
place  is  not  so  kept  free  the  master  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  each  seaman  or  apprentice  lodged  in  that  place 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  a  day  for  each  day  during  which  any  goods  or  stores  as  aforesaid  are  kept  or  stored 
in  Wtie  place  after  complaint  has  been  made  to  him  by  any  two  or  more  of  the  seamen  so  lodged.  No 
deduction  from  tonnage  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  unless  there  is  permauently  cut  in  a  beam  and  over  the 
doorway  of  every  such  place  the  number  of  men  it  is  allowed  to  accommodate  with  these  words,  "  Certi- 
fied to  accommodate  seamen." 

"  '(b)  Any  space  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  master  certified  by  the  collector  to  be  reasonable  in 
extent  and  properly  constructed,  and  the  words  "Certified  for  the  accommodation  of  master"  to  be  per- 
manently cut  in  a  beam  and  over  the  door  of  such  space. 

"  '(c)  Any  space  used  exclusively  for  the  working  of  the  helm,  the  capstan,  and  the  anchor  gear,  or 
for  keeping  the  charts,  signals,  and  other  instruments  of  navigation  and  boatswain's  stores,  and  the  words 
"Certified  for  steering  gear,"  or  "Certified  for  boatswain's  stores,"  or  "Certified  chart  house,"  as  the 
case  may  be,  to  be  permanently  cut  in  the  beam  and  over  the  doorway  of  each  of  such  spaces. 

"  '  (d)  The  space  occupied  by  the  donkey  engine  and  boiler,  if  connected  with  the  main  pumps  of  the 
ship. 

"  '  (e)  In  the  case  of  a  ship  propelled  wholly  by  sails  any  space,  not  exceeding  two  and  one  half  per 
centum  of  the  gross  tonnage,  used  exclusively  for  storage  of  sails :  Provided,  That  si^aces  deducted  shall  be 
certified  by  the  collector  to  be  reasonable  in  extent  and  properly  and  efiicieutly  constructed  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  they  are  intended,  and  the  words  "Certified  for  storage  of  sails  "  to  be  cut  on  the  beam 
and  over  the  doorway  of  sucli  space. 


"  '(f)  In  the  case  of  a  shii)  propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  lequiring  engine  room,  a  deduction 
for  the  space  oecupieil  by  tiie  ijropcllinfj;  power  shall  by  made,  as  follows: 

"  'In  ships  propelled  by  [)ad(lle  wheels  in  which  the  tonnage  of  the  space  occupied  by  and  necessary 
for  the  proper  working  of  the  boilers  and  machinery  is  above  twenty  per  centum  and  under  thirty  per 
cenlnm  of  the  gross  tonnage,  the  deduction  shall  be  thirty-seven  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage  ;  and  in 
ships  i)r()pelh'd  by  screws  in  which  the  tonnage  of  the  space  is  above  thirteen  per  centum  and  under 
twenty  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage,  the  deduction  shall  be  thirty-two  per  centum  of  tlie  gross  tonnage. 
I  n  the  case  of  screw  steamers  the  contents  of  the  trunk  shaft  shall  be  deemed  spaces  necessary  for  the  proper 
woi'king  of  the  machinery. 

"  '(g)  In  tiie  case  of  other  vessels  in  which  the  actual  .space  occupied  by  the  propelling  machinery 
amounts  in  the  case  of  paddle  ve.s.sels  to  twenty  per  centum  or  under  and  in  the  ca«se  of  screw  vessels  to 
thirteen  per  centum  or  under  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship,  the  deduction  shall  consist  in  the  case  of 
paddle  vessels  of  once  and  a  half  the  tonnage  of  the  actual  machinery  space  and  in  the  case  of  screw  vessels 
of  once  and  three-fourths  the  tonnage  of  the  actual  machinery  space.  But  if  the  actual  machinery  space 
is  so  large  as  to  amount  iu  the  case  of  paddle  vessels  to  thirty  per  centum  or  above,  and  in  the  ca.se 
of  screw  vessels  to  twenty  per  centum  or  above  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship,  the  deduction  .shall  consist^ 
of  thirty-seven  per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  ship  in  the  case  of  a  paddle  vessel  and  thirty-two 
per  centum  of  the  gross  tonnage  in  the  case  of  a  screw  vessel ;  or  if  the  owner  prefers  there  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  vessel  the  tonnage  of  the  space  or  spaces  actually  occupied  by  or 
required  to  be  inclosed  for  the  proper  working  of  the  boilers  and  machinery,  including  the  trunk  shaft 
or  alley  in  screw  steamers,  with  the  addition  in  the  case  of  vessels  propelled  with  paddle  wheels  of  fifty 
per  centum,  and  in  the  case  of  vessels  propelled  by  screws  of  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  tonnage  of 
such  space. 

"  '  (h)  If  there  be  a  break,  a  poop,  or  any  other  permanent  closed-in  space  on  the  ujjper  deck  avail- 
able for  cargo  or  stores,  or  for  the  berthing  or  accommodation  of  passengers  or  crew,  the  tonnage  of  that 
space  shall  be  ascertained  and  added  to  the  gross  tonnage :  Provided,  That  nothing  .shall  be  added  to  the 
gross  tonnage  for  any  sheltered  space  above  the  upper  deck  which  is  under  cover  and  open  to  the  weather ; 
that  is,  not  inclosed. 

"  '  (i)  On  a  request  in  writing  to  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  by  the  owners  of  a  ship  the  ton- 
nage of  such  portion  of  the  space  or  spaces  above  the  crown  of  the  engine  room  and  above  the  upper 
deck  as  is  tramed  in  for  the  machinery  or  for  the  admission  of  light  and  air  and  not  required  to  be  added 
to  gross  tonnage  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  tonnage  of  the  space  occupied  by  the  propel- 
ling power,  be  added  to  the  tonnage  of  the  engine  space  ;  but  it  shall  then  be  included  iu  the  gross  ton- 
nage ;  such  space  or  spaces  must  be  reasonable  iu  extent,  safe,  and  seaworthy,  and  can  not  be  used  for 
any  purpo.se  other  than  the  machinery  or  for  the  admission  of  light  and  air  to  the  machinery,  or  for  the 
admission  of  light  and  air  to  the  machinery  or  boilers  of  the  ship. 

"  'And  the  proper  deduction  from  the  gross  tonnage  having  been  made,  the  remainder  shall  be  deemed 
the  net  or  register  tonnage  of  such  vessels. 

"  'The  register  or  other  official  certificate  of  the  tonnage  or  nationality  of  a  vessel  of  the  United 
States,  in  addition  to  what  is  now  required  by  law  to  be  expressed  therein,  shall  state  separately  the 
deductions  made  from  the  gross  tonnage,  and  shall  also  state  the  net  or  registered  tonnage  of  the  vessel. 

"  'But  the  outstanding  registers  or  enrollments  of  vessels  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be  rendered 
void  by  the  addition  of  such  new  statement  of  her  tonnage,  unless  voluntarily  surrendered  ;  but  the  same 
may  be  added  to  the  outstanding  document  or  by  an  appendix  thereto,  with  a  certificate  of  a  collector  of 
customs  that  the  original  estimate  of  tonnage  is  amended. 

"  '  In  the  case  of  a  ship  constructed  with  a  double  bottom  for  water  ballast,  if  the  space  between  the 
inner  and  outer  plating  thereof  is  certified  by  the  collector  to  be  not  available  for  the  carriage  of  cargo, 
stores,  or  fuel,  then  the  depth  of  the  vessel  shall  be  taken  to  be  the  upper  side  of  the  inner  plating  of  the 
double  bottom,  and  that  upper  side  shall  for  the  purposes  of  measurement  be  deemed  to  represent  the 
floor  timber. 

"  'Upon  application  by  the  owner  or  master  of  an  American  vessel  iu  foreign  trade,  collectors  of  cus- 
toms, under  regulations  to  be  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  are  authorized  to  attach  to 
the  register  of  such  vessel  an  appendix  stating  separately,  for  use  in  foreign  ports,  the  measurement  of 
such  space  or  spaces  as  are  permitted  to  be  deducted  from  gross  tonnage  by  the  rules  of  other  nations  and 
are  not  peimitted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States.'  " 

Sec.  2.  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  the  remeasurement  of  any  American  vessel 
duly  measured  before  April  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five;  but  upon  application  by  the  owner 
of  any  such  vessel  collectors  of  customs  shall  cause  such  vessel,  or  the  spaces  to  be  deducted,  to  be  meas- 
ured according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  if  a  new  register  is  not  issued  the  statement  of  such 
remeasurement  shall  be  attached  by  an  appendix  to  the  outstanding  register  or  enrollment  with  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  collector  of  customs  that  the  original  estimate  of  tonnage  is  amended  pursuant  to  this  Act. 
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Sec.  3.  That  tlie  provisious  of  this  Act  requiriug  a  crew  space  ofseveuty-two  cubic  feet  per  man  shall 
apply  only  to  vessels  the  constriictiou  of  which  shall  be  beguu  after  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-five. 

Sec.  i.  That  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation 
shall  make  reguhitions  needful  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  5.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Ajiril,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five. 

1.  No  space  will  be  deducted  from  gross  tonnage  in  ascertaining  net  tonnage  unless  it  has  been 
included  in  gross  tonnage. 

2.  The  limitation  of  all  deductions  to  50  per  cent  of  gross  tonnage  has  been  repealed. 

3.  Crew  spaces :  The  restriction  of  crew  spaces  to  5  per  cent  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  vessel 
has  been  repealed,  and  after  April  1  the  actual  spaces  occupied  by  or  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  crew 
will  be  measured  and  deductions  be  made  for  them.  But  these  spaces  must  be  constructed  according  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  of  the  act,  and  a  failure  to  comply  with  those  requirements  will  be 
reported  by  the  measurer  to  the  collector  of  customs.  The  provision  of  the  act  i-equiring  72  cubic  feet 
per  man  as  crew  space  applies  only  to  vessels  begun  after  June  30,  1895.  No  deduction  from  tonnage 
shall  be  made  for  crew  spaces  unless  there  is  permanently  cut  in  a  beam  and  over  the  doorway  of  every 
such  place  the  number  of  men  it  is  allowed  to  accommodate  with  these  words,  "Certified  to  accommo- 
date   seamen."     In  spaces  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  crew  may  be  included  spaces  necessary 

to  shelter  the  cook  when  employed  in  the  preparation  of  provisions  and  the  engineer  when  employed  in 
condensing  water  for  the  crew.  Also  water-closets  or  privies  for  the  officers  and  crew.  Mess  rooms  and 
bath  rooms  or  wash  rooms  exclusively  for  the  use  of  the  officers  or  crew  are  included  in  the  spaces  appro- 
priated to  the  use  of  the  crew  of  the  vessel.  These  spaces  must  be  reasonable  in  extent,  and  if  they  are 
used  by  passengers  no  deduction  shall  be  made. 

4.  The  space,  including  sleeping  r-oom,  dressing  room,  and  bath  room,  for  the  use  of  the  master,  will 
be  stated  separately  on  the  certificate  of  registry.  It  must  be  exclusively  for  his  use  and  certified  to  be 
reasonable  in  extent  and  properly  constructed,  and  the  words  ' '  Certified  for  the  accommodation  of  master ' ' 
must  be  permanently  cut  in  a  beam  and  over  the  door  of  such  space. 

5.  Helm,  capstan,  and  anchor-gear  spaces,  the  wheelhouse  for  sheltering  the  man  at  the  wheel,  spaces 
for  keeping  charts,  signals,  and  other  instruments  of  navigation,  and  boatswain's  stores,  must  be  reasonable 
in  extent,  and  marked  according  to  the  law. 

6.  If  the  donkey  engine  and  boiler  are  within  the  boundary  of  the  engine  room,  and  the  machinery 
is  used  in  connection  with  the  main  machinery,  the  space  occupied  by  them  is  not  entitled  to  a  separate 
deduction  in  addition  to  the  deduction  made  for  propelling  power. 

7.  Propelling  power  in  steam  vessels :  The  gross  tonnage  of  the  hold  should  be  ascertained  when  the 
hold  is  sufficiently  complete  and  clear  for  the  purpose,  before  the  building  and  fitting  of  the  actual  engine 
room,  and  measurers  should  be  notified  by  builders  when  steam  vessels  have  reached  the  point  of 
construction  which  permits  gross  tonnage  to  be  ascertained. 

The  actual  space  occupied  by  the  boilers,  engines,  and  machinery  will  be  ascertained  according  to  the 
rules  now  in  force,  and  this  actual  space  will  then  be  compared  with  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  vessel. 

When  the  actual  space  is  between  20  and  30  per  cent  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  a  paddle  vessel,  37  per 
cent  of  the  gross  tonnage  shall  be  deducted  for  propelling  power. 

When  the  actual  space  is  between  13  and  20  per  cent  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  a  screw  vessel,  32  per 
cent  of  the  gross  tonnage  shall  be  deducted  for  propelling  power. 

When  the  actual  space  is  20  per  cent  or  less  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  a  paddle  vessel,  multiply  the 
actual  space  by  1.5  to  obtain  the  deduction  allowed  for  propelling  powei". 

When  the  actual  space  is  13  per  cent  or  less  of  the  gross  tonnage  of  a  screw  vessel,  multiply  the  actual 
space  by  1.75  to  obtain  the  deduction  allowed  for  propelling  power. 


When  the  actual  space  is  30  per  ceut  or  over  of  a  paddle  vessel  aud  20  per  cent  or  over  of  a  screw 
vessel,  the  owner  sliall  designate  which  method  of  deduction  he  elects : 

(1)  Paddle  vessel— 

(a)  Thirty-seven  per  cent  of  gross  tonnage. 
(6)  Actual  space,  multiplied  by  1.5. 

(2)  Screw  vessel — 

(a)  Thirty-two  per  cent  of  gross  tonnage. 
(h)  Actual  space,  multiplied  by  1.75. 
If  the  owner  does  not  make  a  choice,  method  a  will  be  adopted. 

8.  If  application  for  remeasurement  of  a  steam  vessel  measured  before  April  1,  1895,  to  bring  its 
certificate  into  accord  with  the  i>rovisions  of  this  Act,  is  made,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  measure  the 
spaces  for  propelling  power.  Take  the  deduction  for  propelling  power  gi^-^en  in  the  outstanding  certifi- 
cate, and,  if  the  vessel  be  a  screw  vessel,  divide  that  deduction  by  1.75 ;  if  a  paddle  vessel,  divide  by  1.50, 
aud  tbe  result  will  be  the  actual  spaces  occupied  by  boilers  and  engines.  These  actual  spaces  may  then 
be  compared  with  the  gross  tonnage,  to  ascertain  the  percentage  and  the  rule  according  to  which  the  new 
certificate  of  measurement  shall  be  made  out.  Actual  remeasuremenfc  is  to  be  avoided  if  practicable, 
unless  there  is  reason  to  believe  the  outstanding  certificate  of  measurement  is  incorrect. 

9.  A  request  to  the  Commissioner  of  Navigation  that  spaces  above  the  crown  of  the  engine  room  and 
above  the  upper  deck  (framed  in  for  macbinery  or  for  the  admission  of  light  and  air  and  not  required  to  be 
measured),  be  measured  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  a  higher  deduction  for  propelling  power,  must  be 
accompanied  with  a  description  and  sketch  or  tracing  of  the  spaces,  the  measurement  thereof,  and  the 
collector's  certificate  that  they  conform  to  the  requirements  of  paragraph  (i)  of  the  Act. 

10.  Where  the  top  of  the  double  bottom  for  water  ballast  is  borizontal  the  transverse  areas  will  be 
measured  as  heretofore  provided  by  law,  but  where  there  are  breaks  in  the  double  bottom,  the  length  of 
the  vessel  will  be  taken  in  parts  according  to  the  number  of  breaks,  and  each  part  divided  into  a  number 
of  equal  parts  according  to  the  classes  in  Section  4153,  Eevised  Statutes. 

11.  As  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1895,  are  in  substantial  accord  with  the  measurement 
laws  of  the  principal  maritime  nations,  applications  for  an  appendix,  stating  separately  the  measurement 
of  spaces  whicb  may  be  deducted  by  the  laws  of  other  nations  but  not  by  the  laws  of  tbe  United  States, 
if  there  be  any,  should  be  referred  to  the  Commsssioner  of  Navigation. 

12.  This  circular  is  explanatory  of  certain  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1895.  The  Act  itself 
should  in  all  cases  be  consulted  by  the  measuring  officers.

To  Collectors  and  other  OJjjicers  of  the  Customs: 

The  Department  has  recently  received  from  the  Attorney-General  an  opiulou  relative  to  the  proper 
duty  to  be  assessed  upon  merchandise  either  abandoned  in  warehouse  after  remaining  in  bond  three  years, 
or  left  unclaimed  for  more  than  one  year  under  general  order.  The  opinion  has  been  adopted  as  the  rule 
of  procedure  in  the  matters  referred  to,  and  officers  of  customs  will  be  governed  accordingly. 

The  following  is  the  text  of  the  opinion  referred  to : 

Pepaetment  oe  Justice, 
Washington^  D.  C,  January  17,  1895. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  : 

Sir  :  Tour  communication  of  December  26  asks  my  official  opinion  as  to  the  rates  of  duty  chargeable 
on  certain  goods  which  were  originally  imported,  while  the  provisions  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1890,  chapter 
1244,  were  still  in  force,  but  which  goods  remained  in  custody  of  the  Government  until  after  the  passage 
of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1894,  chapter  349.  I  understand  your  questions  to  relate  to  goods  still  dutiable,  but 
upon  which  the  rate  of  duty  has  beeu  changed  by  section  1  of  the  latter  act.  The  goods  you  describe  are 
resolvable  into  two  classes. 

First,  those  which  have  been  entered  for  warehouse  and  deposited  in  bond  prior  to  the  Act  of  1894,  but 
not  withdrawn  for  consumption  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  original  importation.  Section  54  of 
the  Tariff  Act  of  1890  (superseding  Section  2970  of  the  Revised  Statutes)  provides  as  follows  : 

"That  any  merchandise  deposited  in  bond  in  any  public  or  jjrivate  bonded  warehouse  may  be  with- 
drawn for  consumption  within  tliree  years  from  the  date  of  original  importation  on  payment  of  the  duties 
and  charges  to  which  it  may  be  sabject  by  law  at  the  time  of  such  withdrawal :  Provided,  That  nothing 
herein  shall  affect  or  impair  existing  provisions  of  law  in  regard  to  the  disposal  of  perishable  or  explosive 
articles." 

Section  2971  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  provides,  among  other  things,  as  follows : 

"Any  goods  remaining  in  j)ublic  store  or  bonded  warehouse  beyond  three  years  shall  be  regarded  as 
abandoned  to  the  Government,  and  sold  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
prescribe,  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  Treasury." 

Under  prior  tariff  acts  the  question  has  arisen  whether  the  provision  last  quoted  transfers  to  the  Gov- 
ernment the  ownership  of  the  abandoned  goods,  subject  to  a  discretionary  power  of  remission  under  Section 
2972,  similar  to  that  given  by  Sections  5292,  5293,  1841,  2S58,  3001,  3078,  3461,  etc. ;  or  whether  the  goods 
are  to  be  regarded  as  still  warehoused  for  the  benefit  of  the  importer  until  the  Government  shall  foreclose 
its  lieu  by  selling  them.  There  is  no  such  question,  however,  under  the  Tariff  Act  of  1894.  By  the  express 
language  of  section  1  of  that  act,  the  new  rates  apjily  not  to  all  warehoused  goods  as  by  Section  50  of  the 
Act  of  1890,  but  only  to  "articles  (thereafter)  imported  from  foreign  countries  or  withdrawn  for  consump- 
tion." The  latter  clause  should  be  cousorued  with  the  prior  legislation  above  quoted  so  as  to  constitute 
a  harmonious  whole. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  goods  imported  and  entered  for  warehouse  prior  to  the  act  of  1894,  and  not 
withdrawn  for  consumption  witliin  three  years  from  the  date  of  original  importation,  are  unaffected  by 
the  new  rates  of  duty ;  and  the  "  duties  "  mentioned  in  Section  2972  of  the  Revised  Statutes  are  the  duties 


to  which  they  were  previously  subject,  whatever  be  the  construction  to  be  put  upon  this  section  in 
otlier  r(^si)ccts.  My  opinion  applies  not  only  to  <foods  imported  within  thi-ee  years  before  the  Act  of  1894 
toolv  cirecl,  but  to  all  yjooils  theretofore  inipoi'ted  and  then  subject  to  the  tariff  rates  of  1890. 

Tlie  second  class  of  floods  to  which  yon  refer  are  tliose  not  entered  by  the  importer  eitlier  for  ware- 
house or  consumption,  but  deposited  in  store  as  '•unclaimed  merchandise"  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
2965  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  These  goods,  like  the  others,  are  regarded  a-s  abandoned  to  the  Government 
after  three  years  (Section  2971).  There  is  no  other  limitation,  however,  upon  their  entry  for  warehouse  or 
consumption  so  long  as  they  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Government.  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  so  long 
as  they  remain  unsold,  they  may  be  withdrawn  for  consumption  upon  payment  of  the  new  rates  of  duty 
at  any  time  within  three  years  from  the  date  of  their  original  importation.  If  sold,  however,  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  297;J,  they  can,  of  coarse,  no  longer  be  witlidrawu  for  consumption  ;  wherefore  the 
new  rates  of  duty  arc  inapplicable,  and  the  duties  to  be  deducted  from  the  proceeds  of  .sale  by  the  terms 
of  that  section  ai'C  those  of  1890. 

As  merchandise  of  this  class  is  directed  to  be  sold  after  one  year,  I  assume  that  there  is  none  now  in 
your  hands  unsold  which  is  not  withdrawable  by  the  importer.

T.  Collectors  of  Customs  may  charge,  under  section  1  of  the  Act  of  June  19,  ISSfi,  fees  as  follows  for 
admea-suring  deducted  spaces  of  American  vessels,  as  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  August  5,  1882,  and  the 
amendatory  Act  of  March  2,  1895,  wheu  the  admeasurement  is  actually  and  necessarily  inade,' and  the 
circumstances  are  such  as  to  require  the  deduction  in  the  case  of  the  particular  vessel  concerned :

This  office  being  satisfied  that  the  rules  concerniug  the  admeasurement  for  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the 
United  States  have  been  substantially  adopted  by  the  Government  of  Hawaii,  Hawaiian  vessels  arriving 
in  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  their  certificates  of  registry 
or  other  national  papers,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  such  vessels,  when  furnished  with  such  certifi- 
cates, to  be  readmeasured  in  any  port  of  the  United  States. 

The  amount  of  any  deductions  and  omissions,  however,  not  authorized  by  the  admeasurement  laws  of 
the  United  States,  must  be  added  to  the  register  tonnage  of  such  vessels.     (Regulations,  1892.)

From  and  after  the  dates  below  mentioned,  the  uniform  herein  described  will  be  worn  by  the  Keepers 
and  Surfmen  of  the  Life-Saving  Service,  whenever  they  are  on  dnty,  commencing  as  follows : 

On  the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coasts,  on  August  1,  1895. 

On  the  Lake  C/Oasts,  including  Louisville  Station,  Ky.,  as  soon  after  the  commencement  of  the  active 
season  for  1895  as  the  articles  can  be  furnished. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  on  or  before  July  1,  1895. 

FOE  KEEPERS. 

Coat. — To  be  of  dark  indigo-blue  kersey  or  flannel,  sack-pattern,  double-breasted,  rolling  collar  ;  five 
large  regulation  gilt  buttons  on  each  side,  the  top  buttons  placed  close  to  the  collar,  the  lower  ones  about 
6  inches  from  the  bottom,  and  the  others  regularly  spaced  between.  The  bottom  of  the  coat  should  not 
extend  below  the  second  joint  of  the  thumb  when  the  arm  hangs  naturally  by  the  side.  There  will  be  two 
inside  breast  pockets  and  two  outside  pockets,  without  flaps,  at  the  hips.  Cuffs  to  be  plain,  with  two 
small  regulation  gilt  buttons  on  oiitside  seam.     All  buttons  to  be  attached  with  rings. 

Vest. — To  be  of  same  material,  single-breasted,  without  collar,  with  three  pockets,  and  seven  small 
regulation  gilt  buttons  equally  spaced  from  within  4  inches  of  the  shirt-collar  button  to  within  1  inch  of 
the  lower  edge  of  the  vest.     Biattons  to  be  attached  with  rings. 

Trousers. — To  be  of  same  material,  cut  in  the  prevailing  style. 

Overco((t—To  be  of  heavy  dark  navy-blue  cloth,  pea-jacket  pattern,  lined  with  dark-gray  repellent. 
The  bottom  of  the  skirt  must  reach  the  tips  of  the  fingers  when  the  arm  hangs  naturally  by  the  side.  To 
be  double-breasted,  buttoning  to  the  neck,  with  narrow  rolling  collar.  To  have  five  large-sized  gilt  but- 
tons on  each  breast,  the  lower  ones  placed  on  a  line  with  the  opening  of  the  horizontal  pocket,  the  others 
equally  spaced  up  to  the  collar.  There  will  be  an  outside  pocket  in  each  breast  with  opening  up  and 
down,  the  lower  part  of  the  opening  to  be  on  a  level  with  the  elbow,  aud  in  frout,  on  each  side  below  the 
line  of  the  waist,  there  will  be  ii  horizontal  pocket  with  flat  cover.  The  ojrercoat  will  be  woru  completely 
buttoned. 

Cap. — To  be  of  dark-blue  cloth,  top  f  inch  larger  in  diameter  than  the  base,  the  quarters  to  be  so 
shaped  that  the  height  in  front  will  not  be  less  than  li  inches  nor  more  than  2  inches,  and  behiud  not  less 
than  1  inch  nor  more  than  IV  inches  respectively.  The  band  will  be  1^  inches  wide,  formed  of  stout 
pasteboard,  with  a  welt  J  inch  in  diameter  at  top  and  bottom.  The  visor  will  be  of  black  patent-leather, 
its  under  side  green,  greatest  width  2  inches,  rounded,  to  slope  downward  fi-oin  base  of  cap  at  an  angle 
not  to  exceed  20°.  On  the  frout  of  the  band  there  will  be  worn  an  ornament  embroidered  in  gold,  con- 
sisting of  a  lifebuoy  (inside  diameter  J  of  an  inch,  outside  diameter  11  iuches),  crossed  and  interlocked 
with  an  oar  and  a  boat-hook,  each  2  inches  long.  Above  the  device  there  will  be  embroidered,  also  in 
gold,  the  letters  "U.  S.",  and  belowit  "  L.  S.  S."  The  cap  will  also  have  a  chin  strap,  madeof  a  doable  loop 
of  gold  cord  i  inch  in  diameter,  looped  at  each  side  over  a  small  regulation  gilt  button. 


BiMom. — The  buttons  used  on  the  Keeper's  uniform  are  to  be  gilt,  convex,  and  of  two  sizes,  larger 
size  I  of  an  inch,  smaller  size  ^^^-^  of  an  inch  in  diameter.  They  are  to  have  a  device  similar  to  that  on 
the  cap. 

Suits. — Keepers  may  provide  themselves  with  suits  like  those  hereafter  described  for  surfmen  should 
they  so  desire. 

Storm  hat. — To  be  of  southwester  pattern,  painted  black,  a  device  like  that  on  the  cap  to  be  painted 
in  white  on  the  front. 

FOR  SURFMEN. 

Coat. — To  be  of  dark  indigo-blue  kersey  or  flannel,  singled-breasted,  straight  front  sack,  rolling  collar 
and  lappels  to  close  to  within  4  inches  of  neck  with  four  medium-sized  plain  black  buttons,  the  front  and 
back  of  coat  to  descend  to  top  of  inseam  of  trousers. 

From  the  point  where  the  collar  and  shoulder  seams  meet,  a  plait  2  inches  wide,  descending  through 
the  center  of  each  forepart,  and  also  in  the  back  through  the  center  of  each  half  back,  to  bottom  of  coat. 

A  belt  of  same  material  as  garment,  2^  inches  wide  and  double-stitched  on  the  edges,  confined  at  the 
waist  line  by  passing  through  and  under  the  four  plaits,  the  loose  ends  being  closed  by  two  small  black 
buttons.     One  inside  breast  and  two  outside  hand  xwckets. 

Ul)on  tlie  right  sleeve  of  the  coat,  midway  between  the  shoulder  and  the  elbow,  will  be  placed  the 
emblem  of  the  Life-Saviug  Service  (the  life-buoy,  oar,  and  boat-hook),  and  in  a  corresponding  position 
upon  the  left  sleeve  the  number  of  the  surfman  will  appear. 

The  emblem  and  the  number  will  be  of  white  silk  or  linen,  embroidered  upon  a  square  of  dark-blue 
cloth.  The  buoy  of  the  emblem  will  have  an  outer  diameter  of  2}  inches.  The  number  will  be  21  inches 
in  height.  In  placing  these  devices  upon  the  sleeves  the  stitches  will  be  placed  through  the  edges  of  the 
cloth;  not  "overhauded." 

Trousers. — Same  as  for  Keepers. 

Cap. — To  be  of  dark-blue  cloth,  the  same  as  for  Keepers,  except  that  the  ornament  and  chin-strap 
will  be  omitted,  and  around  lower  part  of  crown  there  will  be  a  black  silk  ribbon,  IJ  inches  wide,  with 
"U.  S.  Life-Saving  Seevice"  printed  thereon  in  gold  block-letters  J-inch  in  height. 

For  summer  wear  the  cap  maj^  be  made  of  white  linen  di-illing  with  same  ribbon. 

Ocercoat. — To  be  the  same  as  for  the  Keepers,  except  that  it  will  have  large,  plain,  black  buttons. 

Jumper. — To  be  of  unbleached  cotton  duck,  extending  2  to  3  inches  below  the  hip.  Collar  of  same 
material,  seaman  pattern.     Sleeves  open,  without  cuffs,  and  large  enough  to  fit  easily. 

Overalls. — To  be  of  same  material,  loosely  cut,  fastened  at  the  waist  with  a  draw-cord,  to  have  a  large 
pocket  in  front  of  right  leg,  aud  two  buttons  on  the  flap. 

Canvas  hat. — To  be  of  strong  cotton  drilling  with  single-ply  round  top  in  four  pieces,  stitched,  and 
taped  inside ;  three-ply  rolling  brim  quilted,  sweat  band  of  same  material  as  hat. 

Storm  suit. — A  coat  and  trousers,  of  brown  rubber  cloth  or  unbleached  cotton  duck  treated  with 
linseed  oil ;  the  coat  to  have  an  inscription  in  black  on  the  breast  similar  to  that  on  the  storm  hat,  in  letters 
1}  inches  in  height,  so  arranged  as  to  be  distinctly  read  when  the  coat  is  buttoned.

Keepers  are  directed  to  see  that  the  men  are  always  provided  with  the  proper  uniform,  and  will  be 
careful  to  inform  them  before  enlistment  that  they  must  procure  their  uniforms  at  their  own  expense. 
The  overcoat  and  winter  service  cap  need  not  be  pxtrchased  unless  desired ;  but  if  either  is  worn  it  must 
be  the  one  prescribed.  If  the  men  already  have  suitable  oil-clothing  it  may  be  altered  and  marked  to 
conform  to  the  regulations. 

The  Assistant  Inspectors  in  the  several  distiicts,  or  in  their  absence  the  District  Superintendents,  will 
give  the  crews  all  the  assistance  they  ai-e  able  in  procuring  their  uniforms. 

All  employees  are  expected  to  present  a  neat  and  proper  appearance.  Keepers  will  enforce  discipline 
in  this  respect,  giving  such  orders  as  to  insure  that  the  men  are  dressed  alike  when  on  duty.  Any  dere- 
liction must  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Assistant  Inspector,  or,  if  there  be  none,  to  the  District  Superin- 
tendent. 

There  is  inclosed  herewith  a  blank  order  for  clothing  to  which  is  attached  a  form  for  measurement. 
When  an  order  is  to  be  given  this  blank  should  be  carefully  filled  up  and  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
Assistant  Inspector  of  the  district,  who  will  examine  it,  return  it  for  correction  if  necessary,  and  when 
complete  forward  it,  together  with  others  from  the  same  station,  to  the  manufacturers  with  instructions  for 
shipment.     Keepers  will  see  that  the  members  of  their  crews  comply  with  the  above  instructions. 

When  the  manufacturers  have  completed  the  clothing  they  will  ship  it  as  directed  by  the  Assistant 
Inspector  and  send  bill  therefor  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  District.  The  Superintendent,  in  paying 
the  men  for  the  quarter  in  which  the  clothing  is  received,  will  see  that  each  man  paj'S  for  the  articles 
ordered  by  him  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  order.  To  effect  this  there  may  be  drawn  to  the 
order  of  each  employee  two  checks,  one  for  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  clothing  ordered  by  him,  the 
other  for  the  remainder  of  the  sum  due  him.  The  Superintendent  will  see  that  the  first  check  is  properly 
indorsed  by  the  employee  in  favor  of  the  manufacturers.  When  all  payments  at  a  station  are  made  the 
Superintendent  will  send  these  checks  with  the  bill  to  the  manufacturers,  thus  settling  the  account. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Assistant  Inspector,  or,  in  his  absence,  of  the  District  Superintendent,  as 
to  the  quality  and  pattern  of  any  of  the  articles  herein  permitted  or  required  to  be  worn,  a  keeper  or  a 
surfman  may  purchase  or  obtain  the  same  upon  his  own  account  without  restriction  as  to  price,  place  of 
purchase,  or  terms  of  payment.

Cadets  will  supply  themselves,  immediately  after  i^eeiving  their  appoiotments,  with  the  following 
articles,  viz : 

UNIFORM. 

One  Sack  Coat  of  dark  uavy-blue  cloth,  lined  with  black  silk  serge,  shaped  to  the  figure,  and  to 
descend  to  top  of  inseam  of  trousers  ;  cuifs  closed  without  buttons,  no  pockets  on  the  outside ;  a  slit  over 
each  hip  extending  5  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  coat  on  the  right  side,  and  on  the  left  side  as  high  as 
the  position  of  the  lower  edge  of  the  sword  belt ;  siugle-breasted,  with  a  "fly  "  front,  fitted  with  plain,  flat, 
black  gutta-percha  buttons,  and  to  have  a  standing  collar. 

The  collar,  edges  of  coat,  side  seams  of  back  from  the  shoulder  to  lower  edge  of  skirt,  and  edges  of 
the  hip-slits  fi-om  bottom  of  coat  shall  be  trimmed  with  lustrous  black  mohair  bi-aid,  11  inches  wide,  laid 
on  flat. 

The  grade  mark  on  the  sleeve  shall  be  a  gold-embroidered  shield  1  inch  in  length,  placed  33  inches 
from  lower  edge  of  cuff,  and  }  inch  below  the  shield  a  -strip  of  1-inch  gold  lace,  3  inches  long,  center  to  be 
directly  under  point  of  shield,  for  cadets  of  junior  grade,  or  during  first  year  after  appointment,  and 
another  strip  of  1-inch  gold  lace,  3J  inches  long,  1  inch  below  the  first,  spaced  equally  at  ends,  for  cadets 
of  senior  grade,  or  after  one  year  of  aj)pointment. 

Collar  device,  gold -embroidered  foul  anchor  11  inches  long,  plain  shank,  i^laced  11  inches  from  ii-ont 
edge  of  collar  on  either  side,  crown  to  the  front. 

Two  PAIES  Tbowsees,  of  dark  navy  blue  cloth  or  serge,  cut  full  in  the  legs,  and  without  spring  at 
the  bottom.     One  pocket  on  each  hip,  but  none  in  front  or  sides  will  be  allowed. 

One  Waistcoat,  of  dark  navy  blue  cloth  or  serge,  single  breasted,  without  collar,  cut  high  in  front, 
and  with  seven  small  Eevenue  Cutter  Service  buttons,  the  upper  one  to  be  not  more  than  4  inches  below 
tlie  collar  button  in  neckband  of  shirt. 

One  Cap,  of  dark  navy-blue  cloth,  the  diameter  at  the  top  to  be  slightly  less  than  at  the  base;  the 
qnarters  11  inches  high,  and  of  the  same  height  front  and  back  ;  the  seam  aroiiud  the  top  to  be  made 
without  a  welt,  and  neatly  stitched  on  each  side ;  the  band  to  be  11  inches  wide,  with  a  welt  I  of  an  inch 
in  diameter  at  the  top  and  bottom.  A  band  of  lustrous  black  mohair  braid  will  be  worn  between  the 
upper  and  lower  welts.  The  visor  to  set  horizontally,  to  be  of  black  patent  leather,  IJ  inches  wide  in 
front  and  rounded  ;  a  small  Eevenue  Cutter  Service  button  placed  on  each  side,  at  the  ends  of  the  visor, 
immediately  aboye  the  lower  welt ;  two  eyelets  on  each  side  to  be  inserted  in  the  quarters  for  ventilation. 
Attached  to  the  front  of  the  cap,  in  the  center  above  the  welt,  shall  be  worn  a  gold-embroidered  foul 
anchoi- 1  inch  in  height  vertical,  and  surmounted  by  a  five-pointed  star,  half  an  inch  in  diameter,  embroidered 
iu  silver.    The  chin  strap  for  the  cap  shall  be  a  double  loop  of  braided  gold  cord  1  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 


One  Round  jAtncKT,  of  dark  uavy-blue  cloth  or  Uauuel,  faced  with  same  material,  and  lined  with 
black  farmer's  satin ;  double  breasted  ;  made  to  button  to  the  neck  with  two  rows  of  medium-size  Kevenue 
Cutter  Service  buttons,  live  in  each  row,  the  rows  placed  4J  to  5  inches  apart  fiom  eye  to  eye  at  the  top 
and  2i  itiches  at  the  bottom;  rolling  collar;  cutfs  to  be  closed  without  buttons.  Collar  device  same  as 
for  sack  coat ;  device  to  be  ilat  on  the  rolling  collar  i-iiich  from  the  edge. 

There  will  be  no  sleeve  device  on  jacket  for  junior  cadets.  Seniors  will  have  a  gold-embroidered 
shield,  same  as  on  sack  coat,  placed  'M  inches  from  edge  of  cuff. 

One  Overcoat  of  dark  navy-blue  beaver  (smooth  faced),  lined  with  dark  material,  the  bottom  of 
tlie  skirt  to  be  from  9  to  12  inches  from  thegronud;  double-breasted;  made  to  button  to  the  neck,  with  rolling 
collar  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat,  and  broad  enougli  when  turned  up  to  protect  the  ears.  Seven  plain, 
flat  black  buttons,  11  inches  iu  diameter  on  each  front,  the  lower  buttons  to  be  placed  as  low  as  the  knee,  the 
others  to  be  equally  spaced  up  to  the  throat.  An  outside  pocket  iu  each  breast,  the  openings  to  be  np 
and  down,  and  the  lower  part  of  the  openings  on  a  level  with  the  elbow,  and  an  up-and-down  slit,  large 
enough  to  admit  the  sword-hilt,  over  the  left  hip.  A  belt  2  J  inches  wide,  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat, 
to  be  worn  through  loojjs  placed  above  each  hip,  and  to  be  fastened  in  front  with  buttons  similar  to  those 
on  the  coat. 

A  hood  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat,  lined  with  black  silk  or  farmer's  satin,  made  to  button 
around  the  neck  under  the  collar,  and  large  enough  to  cover  the  head  and  cap,  may  be  worn  at  night  or 
in  foul  weather. 

In  warm  weather,  a  coat,  similar  to  the  sack,  made  of  white  linen  duck  and  trimmed  with  white  linen 
braid,  but  without  collar  or  sleeve  device,  and  also  M'hite  duck  trousers  may  be  worn. 

The  white  duck  trousers  may  also  be  worn  with  either  of  the  blue  coats. 

One  black  ordinary  Cape  Ann  lain  suit,  consisting  of  jacket,  trousers,  and  hat ;  two  pairs  shoes 
(black);  one  short  navy  reefer  or  iDca-jacket;  two  working  suits,  unbleached  cotton  duck;  two  white 
cotton  duck  hats ;  six  white  shirts  ;  twelve  linen  collars  (standing) ;  six  pairs  of  linen  cuffs ;  two  woolen 
shirts;  four  undershirts;  four  pairs  drawers;  eight  pairs  socks;  two  black  silk  neckties,  32  inches  long, 
1  inch  wide ;  twelve  white  handkerchiefs ;  three  pairs  white  thread  gloves ;  one  comb  and  brush ;  one 
razor,  shaving  brush,  and  soai) ;  and  one  whisk  brush. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  all  cadets,  when  entering  on  their  second  year  of  service,  must  provide 
themselves  with  the  regulation  sword  and  black  belt,  such  as  jirescribed  for  officers  and  worn  by  them. 

The  owner's  name  shall  be  plainly  marked  on  all  articles  of  clothing,  where  practicable,  with  indel- 
ible ink.

To  State  Banks  and  Insurance  Companies  : 

In  every  case  in  which  the  Superintendent  of  a  State  Banking  or  Insurance  Department,  holding 
United  States  Eegistered  Bonds  in  trust  for  a  bank  or  insurance  company,  has  appointed  or  may  appoint 
such  bank  or  insurance  company  as  attorney  to  indorse  and  collect  interest  checks  on  said  bonds,  the 
indorsement  must  state  correctly  both  the  name  of  the  corporation  and  its  capacity  as  attorney,  besides 
bearing  the  signature  of  the  officer  authorized  to  sign  for  said  corporation,  with  his  official  designation. 
In  every  case  where  the  officer  of  the  bank  or  company,  and  not  the  bank  or  company,  is  designated 
as  the  attorney  of  the  Superintendent,  such  officer  will  sign  both  as  attorney  of  the  Superintendent  and 
representative  of  the  bank  or  company. 

An  example  of  indorsement  is  suggested  :

To  Collectors  of  Customs,  and  others : 

For  the  purpose  of  complying  with  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  April  6,  1894,  "To  give 
effect  to  the  award  rendered  by  the  Tribunal  of  Arbitration,  at  Paris,  under  the  treaty  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  concluded  at  Washington,  February  twenty-ninth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  arbitration  certain  questions  concern- 
ing the  preservation  of  the  fur  seals,"  collectors  of  customs  and  their  deputies  are  informed 
that  the  masters  of  all  vessels  engaged  in  fur-seal  fisheries,  whether  licensed  or  unlicensed,  must 
make  entry  of  their  catch  at  the  custom-house,  and  at  the  time  of  entry  must  file  with  the  col- 
lector, duly  verified  by  oath,  the  official  log  book,  or  a  copy  thereof,  required  to  be  kept  by  Sec.  4, 
Act  April  6,  1894,  and  in  addition  thereto  must  furnish  under  oath  the  information  reqiiired  by 
the  inclosed  Form  (Catalogue  No.  204),  which  Form  must  be  duly  filled  out  and  filed  on  entry. 
Furthermore,  each  skin  in  the  said  catch  shall  be  inspected  at  the  time  of  entry  by  inspectors 
duly  appointed  for  said  purpose,  as  to  number,  sex,  and  mode  of  killing,  and  the  result  duly 
certified  to  the  collector. 

When  said  Form  has  been  filed  on  entry,  two  copies  thereof  shall  be  prepared  and  certified 
by  the  collector,  who  will  at  once  forward  by  mail  one  of  such  copies  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  one  to  the  Commissioner  of  Fish  and  Fisheries,  Washington,  D.  C;  each  of  said 
copies  shall  have  annexed  thereto  a  copy  of  the  log-book  entries  as  to  catch  of  seals  filed  on  entry 
of  the  vessel  by  the  Master  thereof. 

Such  additional  copies  of  the  Form  as  may  be  necessary  for  use  will  be  furnished  by  this 
Department  to  Collectors  of  Customs  on  requisition;  copies  of  log  books  with  instructions  as  to 
entries  will  also  be  furnished  collectors  for  distribution. 

Copies  of  this  Circular  and  Form  will  also  be  issued  to  the  commanding  officers  of  U.  S 
Revenue  vessels  employed  in  patrol  service  in  Alaskan  waters,  by  whom  they  may  be  used  as  a 
basis  for  inquiries  when  boarding  vessels  engaged  in  pelagic  fur-seal  fishing. 

As  a  guide  to  inspectors  in  examining  skins,  appended  hereto  will  be  found  outline  sketches

of  male  and  female  fiu*  seals,  seen  from  the  under  side  after  the  removal  of  the  skins,  showing 
the  lines  along  which  the  cuts  are  made  in  skinning  (Figures  i  and  2);  skins  of  male  and  female 
seals,  seen  from  the  raw  side,  showing  the  positions  of  the  indentations  on  the  margins  of  the 
male  skin  (caused  by  cutting  through  the  genital  opening),  and  of  the  teats  in  the  female  skin, 
by  which  the  sexes  may  be  determined  (Figures  3  and  4).  The  presence  or  absence  of  teals, 
furnishes  the  best  evidence  as  to  the  sex  represented  by  the  skins  of  adult  seals,  the  differences 
jiresented  by  the  skins  of  the  two  sexes  being  shown  in  the  figures  which  accompany  this  circu- 
lar. The  teats,  four  in  number,  are  situated  near  the  margins  of  the  skin,  about  midway  between 
the  flipper  holes  and  the  tail  end.  They  are  not  readily  discernible,  but  their  positions  will  be 
disclosed  by  feeling  with  the  fingers  over  the  raw  side  of  the  skin,  and,  when  found,  they  can 
easily  be  pushed  through  the  fur.  In  the  males  the  teats  exist  in  only  an  undeveloped  condition 
and  the  genital  opening,  cut  through  by  the  operation  of  skinning,  forms  a  slight  indentation  on 
each  margin  of  the  skin,  a  short  distance  in  advance  of  the  rear  end,  these  indentations,  however, 
being  often  disfigured  in  the  cutting.  The  skins  of  male  seals  over  three  years  old  may  be 
recognized  by  their  large  size.  The  sex  of  young  seals  is  more  difficult  to  determine,  the  teats 
being  undeveloped,  but  traces  of  the  genital  openings  of  the  young  males  may  be  looked  for  on 
the  margins  of  the  skins  as  above  described. 

If,  on  examination,  a  vessel  appears  to  have  been  engaged  in  fur-seal  fishing  within  the  area 
covered  by  Article  2  of  the  Paris  Award,  without  the  special  license  provided  for  in  Article  4  of 
said  Award,  entry  should  be  refused,  and  the  facts  reported  at  once  to  the  U.  S.  District  Attorney 
for  proper  action.     You  will  duly  advise  the  Department  of  such  action.

To  United  States  Shipping  Commissioners  and  Others  : 

The  Act  of  February  18, 1895,  forbids  the  insertion  ia  agreemeuts  with  seamen  in  the  ca.se  of  a  crew 
shipped  by  a  shipping  commissioner  for  any  American  vessel  in  the  coastwise  trade,  or  the  trade  between 
the  United  States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  oi  Newfoundland,  or  the  West  Indies,  or  Mexico,  of  the 
particulars  specified  in  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  items  of  section  4511  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

These  items  are  as  follows  : 

"Sixth.  A  scale  of  the  provisions  which  are  to  be  furnished  to  each  seaman. 

"Seventh.  Any  regulations  as  to  conduct  on  board,  and  as  to  fines,  short  allowance  of  provisions,  or 
other  lawful  punishments  for  misconduct,  which  may  be  sanctioned  by  Congress  as  proper  to  be  adopted, 
and  which  the  parties  agree  to  adopt. 

"Eighth.  Any  stipulations  in  reference  to  advance  and  allotment  of  wages,  or  other  matters  not  con- 
trary to  law." 

In  the  case  of  such  shipments  the  prescribed  forms  of  articles  and  forecastle  cards  should  be  modified 
accordingly  by  striking  out  the  "scale  of  provisions  "  and  of  "  substitutes,"  and  also  the  following  : 

"  And  the  said  crew  agree  to  conduct  themselves  in  an  orderly,  faithful,  honest,  and  sober  manner,  and 
to  be  at  all  times  diligent  in  their  respective  duties,  and  to  be  obedient  to  the  lawful  commands  of  the  said 
master,  or  of  any  person  who  shall  lawfully  succeed  him,  and  of  their  superior  officers  in  everything  relat- 
ing to  the  vessel,  and  the  stores  and  cargo  thereof,  whether  on  board,  in  boats,  or  on  shore  j  *  *  *  and 
to  supply  them  with  provisions  according  to  the  annexed  scale. 

' '  And  it  is  also  agreed  that  if  any  member  of  the  crew  considers  himself  to  be  aggrieved  by  any  breach 
of  the  agreement  or  otherwise,  he  shall  represent  the  same  to  the  master  or  officer  in  charge  of  the  vessel, 
in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner,  who  shall  thereupon  take  such  steps  as  the  case  may  require.  And  it  is 
also  agreed  that  (here  any  other  stipulations  may  be  inserted  to  which  the  parties  agree,  and  which  are 
not  contrary  to  law)." 

The  column  of  the  articles  relating  to  the  "amount  of  monthly  allotment"  will  also  be  stricken  out 
in  such  cases.

In  this  matter  the  Eeceivers  of  the  Central  Branch  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the  Receivers 
of  the  Atchison,  Colorado  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Receivers  of  the  Atchison,  Jewell 
County  and  Western  Railroad  Company  have  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  two  letters,  one 
dated  at  Omaha,  Nebr.,  on  July  20,  1894,  and  the  other  dated  at  New  York  on  April  12,  1895,  which  call 
the  attention  of  the  Department  to  the  retention  of  certain  items  for  compensation  for  mail  and  other  serv- 
ices rendered  on  the  Central  Branch  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  the  Atchison,  Colorado  and  Pacific  Railroad, 
and  the  Atchison,  Jewell  County  and  Western  Railroad. 

After  careful  examination  of  the  statements  made  by  the  Receivers  of  such  respective  properties,  I 
now  make  the  following  order : 

1.  For  services  rendered  for  the  United  States  over  the  line  of  the  Central  Branch  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  one  half  of  the  compensation  shall  be  retained  and  applied  to  the  bond  and  interest 
account,  and  the  other  half  shall  be  paid  to  the  Central  Branch  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  or  to 
the  Receivers  thereof,  or  to  their  duly  authorized  agent  or  agents,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  For  services  rendered  for  the  United  States  over  the  line  of  the  Atchison,  Colorado  and  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  the  full  amount  of  the  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  Atchison,  Colorado  and  Pacific 
Railroad  Company,  or  to  the  Receivers  thereof,  or  to  their  duly  authorized  agent  or  agents,  as  herein- 
after provided. 

3.  For  services  rendered  for  the  United  States  over  the  line  of  the  Atchison,  Jewell  County  and 
Western  Railroad  Company  the  full  amount  of  the  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  the  Atchison,  Jewell 
County  and  Western  Railroad  Company,  or  to  the  Receivers  thereof,  or  to  their  duly  authorized  agent  or 
agents,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

None  of  the  payments  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  made  to  any  of  the  companies  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, or  to  their  Receivers,  or  their  agent  or  agents,  shall  be  made  except  upon  the  filing  with  this 
Department  of  a  properly  certified  copy  of  the  order  of  the  court  appointing  the  person  or  persons  named 
in  the  said  order  Receiver  or  Receivers  of  the  said  respective  companies. 

This  order  is  supplemental  to  the  order  issued  March  9,  1895  (Department  Circular  No.  45  of  1895), 
and  shall  apply  to  all  payments  by  way  of  compensation  for  services  rendered  since  the  appointment  of 
said  Receivers,  and  which  have  been  heretofore  withheld  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Department,  and  to 
all  future  payments  to  the  said  respective  companies  until  further  ordered.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs  : 

With  a  view  to  the  further  relief  of  the  passengers  of  any  steamships  from  abroad,  which  may  arrive 
at  their  wharves  after  the  hour  of  sunset,  the  Department  hereby  revolies  Circular  54,  of  April  4,  1894, 
and  the  following  instructions  will  hereafter  govern  customs  offlcers  in  place  of  those  included  in  the  cir- 
cular above  revoked : 

Hereafter,  whenever  any  steamship  from  abroad  shall  reach  her  dock  after  the  hour  of  sunset,  the 
baggage  and  effects  of  her  passengers  (other  than  immigrants),  may  be  lauded,  examined,  and  delivered 
forthwith,  waiving  the  requirements  of  ("ircular  Wo.  39,  of  Mai-ch  5,  1894,  so  far  as  they  may  affect  the 
treatment  of  passengers'  baggage.  Said  circular  is  now  held  to  apply  only  to  the  discharge  of  the  cargoes 
of  such  vessels,  the  Department  having  been  advised  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury  that  the  personal 
baggage  and  effects  of  passengers  are  not  included  under  the  word  "cargo,"  as  used  in  section  2871  of  the 
Eevised  Statutes. 

The  collector  of  the  port  will  detail  a  sufficient  number  of  inspectors  to  attend  at  the  wharf  for  the 
inspection  of  baggage,  who  shall  receive  no  extra  compensation  therefor,  but  inspectors  so  detailed  shall 
be  relieved  from  all,  or  a  reasonable  amount,  of  their  duty  on  the  ensuing  day,  in  consideration  of  the 
above  service  after  sunset.  Whenever  the  examination  of  the  baggage  and  effects  of  the  passengers  from 
any  vessel  shall  be  in  ijrogress  at  the  hour  of  sunset,  such  examination  shall  be  continued  by  the  inspec- 
tors on  duty  at  the  wharf  until  completed,  and  due  allowance  of  time  shall  be  made  to  such  inspectors  on 
the  ensuing  day. 

The  Department  renews  its  injunctions  upon  all  officers  who  may  be  assigned  to  duty  at  the  landing 
of  passengers,  to  conduct  themselves  with  entire  patience  and  courtesy  while  engaged  in  the  work  of 
examining  baggage.  Passengers  can  not  be  exj)ected  to  exhibit  familiarity  with  our  customs  laws,  and  a 
certain  amount  of  impatience  and  restlessness  maybe  justified  in  travelers  who,  after  enduring  the 
restraints  of  a  sea  voyage,  are  compelled  to  submit  to  detention  and  to  the  scrutiny  of  their  effects.  No 
inspector  or  officer  will  be  excused  for  resentful  or  discourteous  conduct  toward  such  persons. 

The  officers  in  charge  of  such  examinations  are  further  instructed  that  the  proceeding  is  instituted, 
not  so  much  with  a  view  to  the  duties  incidentally  collected,  as  to  the  prevention  of  intentional  violations 
of  the  customs  laws.  While,  therefore,  all  duties  properly  collectible  under  the  law  should  be  secured, 
care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  petty  and  extortionate  exactions  under  a  narrow  interpretation  of  the  law  and 
a  misapprehension  of  the  pui-poses  of  the  proceeding.

The  following  rules,  governing  the  eligibility  of  graduates  of  the  United  States  Naval  Academy  to  the 
position  of  Third  Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Revenue  Cutter  Service,  are  hereby  promulgated  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned : 

1.  The  candidate  shall  be  a  graduate  of  the  six-year  course  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy,  to 
wit :  Four  years  at  the  Academy,  and  two  years  afloat  before  final  graduation,  and  his  application  for 
appointment  must  be  made  within  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  final  graduation. 

2.  The  certificate  of  final  graduation,  or  an  authenticated  copy  thereof  from  the  Naval  Academy,  shall 
be  considered  a  sufficient  proof  of  the  professional  qualifications  of  the  applicant  for  the  position  of  Third 
Lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Eevenue  Cutter  Service. 

3.  The  applicant  shall  file,  with  his  certificate  of  final  graduation,  evidence  as  to  his  good  moral 
character  and  standing. 

4.  Each  candidate  shall  undergo  a  rigid  examination  by  a  Board  of  Medical  Officers  of  the  Marine 
Hospital  Service  to  determine  his  physical  fitness  for  the  position. 

5.  The  age  of  a  candidate  at  the  time  of  such  jihysical  examination  shall  not  exceed  twenty-eight  (28) 
years.

To  the  Auditors,  Treasury  Department  : 

In  the  settlement  of  accounts  when  an  item  is  suspended  for  explanation,  and  snch  explanation  when 
furnished  does  not  show  that  the  item  is  one  properly  allowable,  it  should  then  be  specifically  disallowed. 
Such  action  is  necessary  in  order  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  upon  an 
application  for  a  revision  of  the  Auditor's  settlement  of  these  items  may  clearly  appear,  the  Act  of  July 
31, 1894,  providing  that  "when  suspended  items  are  finally  settled  a  revision  may  be  had  as  in  the  case  of 
the  original  settlement." 

A  specific  disallowance  of  an  item  is  of  importance  in  order  that  it  may  not  be  considered  as  still 
pending  for  settlement  iu  the  Department  and  subject  to  be  sent  to  the  Court  of  Claims  under  Section  1063 
of  the  Eevised  Statutes  or  under  the  Bowman  or  Tucker  Acts.

h'EHEABINGH   IN  TEE  MATTER    OF  CLAIMS   DISALLOWED   IN  THE   OFFICE  OF  THE 

LATE  SECOND    COMPTROLLER. 

(Superseding  Oircular  No.  5  of  January  10, 1895.)

By  the  Act  "Making  appropriations  for  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  expeases  of  the  Govern- 
ment," approved  July  31,  1894,  the  office  of  Second  Compti'oller  was  abolished.  Section  4  of  said  act 
provides : 

"The  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury. 
He  shall  perform  the  same  duties  and  have  the  same  powers  and  responsibilities  (except  as  modified  by 
this  Act)  as  those  now  i)erformed  by  or  appertaining  to  the  First  and  Second  Comptrollers  of  the  Treas- 
xxiy  *  *  *  and  all  provisions  of  law  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act,  in  any  way  relating  to  them  or 
either  of  them,  shall  hereafter  be  construed  and  held  as  relating  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury." 

It  appears  from  the  decision  of  the  Sujireme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  The  United 
States  V.  Bank  of  the  Metropolis  (15  Peters,  377, 401)  that  the  accounting  officers  may  in  a  proper  case 
entertain  an  apj)lication  for  a  rehearing  of  a  claim  or  account  which  has  been  finally  adjusted  by  them. 

To  the  end,  therefore,  that  the  practice  to  control  in  granting  rehearings  in  all  cases  of  claims  and 
accounts  that  have  been  fiaally  adjusted  and  settled  at  any  time  in  the  office  of  the  Second  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury  may  conform  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  the  practice  which  prevailed  in  that  office,  it  is  ordered 
that  hereafter  all  applications  for  such  rehearing  shall  be  made  directly  to  the  office  of  the  ComiJtroller  of 
the  Treasury,  which  rehearing  will  not  be  granted  unless  it  be  shown  that  mistakes  in  matters  of  fact, 
arising  from  ei-rors  la  calculation,  have  occurred,  or  unless  it  be  the  case  of  a  rejected  claim  in  which 
material  testimony  has  been  subsequently  discovered  and  produced,  and  such  newly-discovered  evidence 
must  relate  to  facts,  that  were  material  to  be  considered  upon  the  former  hearing,  which,  if  it  had  been 
presented  and  considered  with  the  other  proofs  on  the  original  hearing,  might  have  led  to  the  allowance 
of  the  claim.     Camulative  evidence  will  be  held  insufficient  to  reopen  a  claim. 

It  appearing  that  the  decision  of  the  Second  Comptroller,  dated  October  16,  1888  (Digest,  vol.  3,  sec- 
tion 1305),  was  in  force  so  long  as  the  Second  Comptroller's  office  existed,  and  is  well  calculated  to  avoid 
unnecessary  labor  and  delay  in  settlements,  and  that  an  order  for  rehearing  in  each  case  of  the  class 
therein  described  would  be  a  mere  formal  proceeding;  to  the  end  that  the  practice  thereunder  may  be 
continncd,  it  is  ordered  that  where  a  rehearing  has  been  ordered  by  the  Second  Comiitroller,  or  is  so 
ordered  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  in  any  case  upon  newly-discovered  material  evidence  which 
applies  to  certain  companies  or  regiraeuls,  the  order  will  be  regarded  as  opening  all  cases  in  such  com- 
panies or  regiments  for  the  consideration  of  the  questions  and  claims  to  which  such  newly-discovered 
evidence  relates,  and  no  formal  ordei-  of  the  Comj)troller  for  rehearing  in  each  case  will  be  required. 
Such  claims  will  be  considered  as  reopened  for  consideration  and  final  action  by  the  Auditor  in  accord- 
ance with  the  order  granting  the  rehearing. 


It  is  furtlier  ordered  that  hereafter  applications  to  reopen  claims  and  accounts  will  not  be  entertained 
more  than  once  in  any  one  case.  Claimants  seeking  to  have  claims  or  accounts  reopened  must  present 
all  their  evidence  at  that  time.  Applications  for  rehearings  of  claims  and  accounts,  ui)0u  which  appli- 
cations for  rehearings  have  already  been  paissed  upon  prior  to  this  date,  will  be  considered  upon  their 
merits  under  the  rules  relating  to  rehearings  as  heretofore,  upon  one  subsequent  application  for  such 
rehearing. 

These  regulations  have  no  application  to  accounts  settled  by  the  Auditors  since  October  1, 1894,  such 
accounts  being  by  law  subject  to  revision  upon  application  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  the  Auditor's  settlement.

AMENDMENT  OF  AUDITORS'   CERTIFICATES  OF  SETTLEMENT  IN  CASE  OF  THE  DEATH

When  an  account  has  been  settled  by  you  and  certified  for  payment,  and  it  subsequently  appears  that 
the  person  in  whose  favor  the  certificate  was  made  was  dead  at  the  time  such  certificate  was  given,  it 
should,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  the  person  or  persons  entitled  under  the  law  and  the  regulations  of  the 
Department  to  receive  the  amount  found  due,  be  amended  by  you  accordingly.  Similar  action  should  be 
taken  in  a  case  where  the  name  of  the  claimant  has  been  incorrectly  stated  in  the  certificate  or  the  wrong 
address  given. 

This  instruction  has,  however,  no  application  to  the  settlement  of  accounts,  such  as  for  pensions,  etc., 
where  the  persons  next  entitled  to  payment  in  case  of  death  are  specifically  pointed  out  by  law.

ACTION  OF  THE  AUDITORS  UPON  ACCOUNTS  AND  CLAIMS  NOT  SUPPORTED  BY  SUFFI- 
CIENT EVIDENCE.

To  the  Auditors,  Treasury  Department  : 

It  frequently  happens  that  items  contained  in  accounts  settled  in  the  Auditors'  offices  are  disallowed, 
and  it  subsequently  appears  that  such  items  would  have  been  properly  allowable  had  the  explanations 
been  furnished  by  the  claimant  in  the  first  instance.  In  all  cases  where  it  appears  that  an  item  is  incor- 
rectly stated  through  a  clerical  error,  or  is  one  which  may  possibly  be  susceptible  of  explanation,  the 
same  should  not  be  disallowed,  but  suspended  for  explanation. 

Many  claims  are  disallowed  by  the  Auditors,  and  more  particularly  those  claims  arising  out  of  the  late 
war  for  property,  back  pay,  bounty,  etc.,  because  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  evidence  submitted  by  the  claim- 
ant. It  is  desirable  in  such  cases,  before  action  is  taken,  that  the  claimant  should  be  notified  of  the  insuffi- 
ciency of  the  evidence  with  a  statement  that  if  the  particular  proof,  upon  the  point  stated  in  the  notice  and 
necessary  to  complete  the  case  and  justify  its  allowance,  is  not  furnished  within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be 
fixed  in  said  notice,  say  sixty  days,  the  claim  will  be  disallowed  by  you.  If  the  necessary  proof  is  not 
furnished  in  answer  to  this  call  you  should  then  take  final  action  upon  the  claim,  with  the  usual  notice 
that  the  same  can  be  reviewed  only  upon  application  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  within  one  year. 

It  is  believed  that  this  procedure  will  prevent  numerous  applications  to  the  Comptroller  for  a  revision 
of  your  settlements  not  based  upon  any  error  of  law  involved  in  your  settlement,  but  simply  upon  the 
presentation  for  the  first  time  of  evidence  which  should  have  been  produced  and  passed  upon  by  you  in 
the  first  instance.

Washington,  D.  C,  April  25,  1895. 

The  following  regulations  governing  the  matter  of  applications  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
for  a  revision  of  accounts  settled  by  the  Auditors  of  the  Treasury,  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  persons  interested. 

Section  8  of  the  Legislative,  Executive,  and  Judicial  Appropriation  Act  of  July  31, 1894,  which  Act  in  so 
far  as  it  jirovided  for  a  reorganization  of  the  accounting  offices  of  the  Treasury  became  effective  October 
1,  1894,  contains  the  following : 

"The  balances  whicb  may  from  time  to  time  be  certiiied  by  the  Aiaditors  to  the  Division  of  Book- 
keeping and  Warrants,  or  to  the  Postmaster-General,  upon  the  settlement  of  public  accounts,  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive  upon  the  Executive  Brancli  of  the  Government,  except  that  any  person  whose 
accounts  may  have  been  settled,  the  head  of  the  Executive  Department,  or  of  the  board,  commission,  or 
establishment  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  an  Executive  Department,  to  which  the  account  pertains,  or 
the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  may,  within  a  year,  obtain  a  revision  of  said  account  by  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury,  whose  decision  upon  such  revision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  the  Executive 
Branch  of  the  Government :  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  when  in  his  judgment 
the  interests  of  the  Goverment  require  it,  suspend  payment  and  direct  the  reexamination  of  any  account." 

"Any  person  accepting  payment  under  a  settlement  by  an  Auditor  shall  be  thereby  precluded  from 
obtaining  a  revision  of  such  settlement  as  to  any  items  upon  which  payment  is  accepted;  but  nothing  in 
this  Act  shall  prevent  an  Auditor  from  suspending  items  in  an  account  in  order  to  obtain  further  evidence 
or  explanations  necessary  to  their  settlement.  When  suspended  items  are  finally  settled  a  revision  may 
be  liad  as  in  the  case  of  the  original  settlement.  Action  upon  any  account  or  business  shall  not  be  delayed 
awaiting  applications  for  revision  :  Provided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  make  regulations 
fixing  the  time  which  shall  expire  before  a  warrant  is  issued  in  payment  of  an  account  certified  as  pro- 
vided in  sections  seven  and  eight  of  this  Act." 

Any  person  authorized  by  tlie  law  above  cited  to  apply  for  a  i-evision  of  an  account  should  address  a 
communication  in  writing  directed  to  the  Comiitrgller  of  the  Treasury.  In  addition  to  a  specific  request 
for  a  revision  the  communication  should  contain  the  following: 

(1)  The  name  and  address  of  the  person  whose  account  is  to  be  revised ;  and,  if  the  application  is  by 
attorney,  his  address  should  be  given,  together  with  his  authority  to  appear,  or  a  reference  to  his  power 
of  attorney  on  file  with  the  account  or  in  the  Department. 

(2)  The  nature  of  the  account  or  claim,  by  which  Auditor  it  was  settled,  with  the  number  and  date 
of  his  certificate  of  settlement. 

(3)  The  api>licant  should  state  the  objections  he  has  to  the  Auditor's  settlement,  and  submit  any 
reasons  or  arguments  which  he  claims  tend  to  show  that  such  settlement  was  not  in  accordance  with  the 
law  and  facts. 

(4)  Claimants  must  state  that  the  application  is  made  in  good  faith,  believing  error  to  have  been  made 
i  n  I  lie  settlement  by  the  Auditor  to  their  prejudice. 


Attorneys  wishing  to  present  bi'iel's  should  do  so  witli  I  he  application  for  revision,  but  if  not  furnished 
at  that  time  action  will  not  be  suspended  unless  notice  is  given  that  the  attorney  wishes  to  submit  a  brief, 
in  which  case  a  reasonable  time  will  be  given  for  that  purpose.  Attorneys  wishing  to  submit  oral  argu- 
ments should  give  notice,  and  a  time  will  be  fixed  by  the  Comptroller  to  suit  their  convenience  so  far  as 
the  condition  of  the  business  of  the  office  will  permit.  The  Auditor  who  settled  the  account  will  bo 
notified  of  the  application  for  revision  and  opportunity  given  him  to  explain  the  reason  for  his  action. 

Attention  is  specially  called  to  the  fiieb  that  the  law  does  not  authorize  the  Coniptroller  to  revise  the 
settlement  of  an  Auditor  siini)ly  to  the  extent  to  which  the  applicant  objects  to  such  settlement,  but  upon 
a  revision  the  whole  account  and  every  item  of  it  is  open  for  the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  Comp- 
troller as  if  the  account  had  not  been  theretofore  audited.     But  one  revision  of  an  account  will  be  made. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  that  clause  of  the  act  above  quoted  which  provides  that:  "Any  per.son 
accepting  payment  under  a  settlement  byan  Auditor  shall  be  thereby  precluded  from  obtaining  a  revision 
of  such  settlement  as  to  any  items  upon  which  payment  is  accepted."  When  an  application  for  revision 
is  npon  an  item  or  items  part  of  which  has  been  allowed  by  the  Auditor  the  warrant  in  payment  of  the 
account  must  be  ti-ansmitted  to  the  Comptroller  with  the  application. 

The  Comptroller  has  no  authority,  upon  the  revision  of  an  account,  to  consider  items  which  have 
been  simply  suapended  by  the  Auditor  and  not  disallowed.  An  applicant  should  not,  in  his  application  for 
the  revision  of  his  account,  exi-)lain  suspended  items,  for  such  explanations  will  necessarily  have  to  be 
ignored.  All  explanations  of  suspended  items  must  be  made  directly  to  the  Auditor  who  settled  the 
account.  When  suspended  items  are  finally  settled  by  the  Auditor  (either  by  allowing  or  disallowing 
them  in  whole  or  in  part)  a  revision  may  be  had  as  in  the  case  of  the  original  settlement. 

When  an  account  has  been  revised  the  diflferences  as  found  by  the  Coniptroller  will  be  certified  to  the 
Auditor  for  the  statement  of  an  account  as  required  by  law,  and  the  applicant  will  be  promptly  notified 
of  the  action  taken  by  the  Comptroller. 

A  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  these  regulations  will  facilitate  the  revision  of 
accounts.

Washington,  D.  C,  April  25,  1895. 
To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs  : 

Paragraph  373  of  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  contains  the  following  provision : 

"Cattle,  horses,  sheep,  or  other  domestic  animals  which  have  strayed  across  the  boundary  line  into 
any  foi-eign  country,  or  have  been  or  may  be  driven  across  sucli  boundary  line  by  the  owner  for  pasturage 
purposes,  together  with  their  increase,  may  be  brought  back  to  the  United  States  free  of  duty  under  regu- 
lations to  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury." 

Under  this  provision  of  law  the  following  instructions  are  issued : 

1.  The  words  "  domestic  animals"  as  used  in  said  paragraph,  are  held  to  mean  domesticated  animals, 
like  the  horse,  sheep,  cow,  ox,  etc.,  as  distinguished  from  wild  animals;  consequently,  in  passing  upon 
applications  for  the  free  entry  of  animals  claimed  to  have  strayed,  or  to  have  been  driven  across  the 
boundarj'  line  for  pasturage  purposes,  the  question  of  the  place  of  origin  of  the  animals  need  not  be  taken 
into  consideration. 

2.  The  above  provision  is  held  to  apply  only  to  animals  owned  in  the  United  States  which  have  been 
driven  by  their  owners  across  the  boundary  line  for  pasturage  purposes,  or  which  have  strayed  across  from 
ranches,  farms,  or  premises  in  the  United  States. 

3.  The  animals  on  return  must  either  be  owned  by  the  parties  owning  them  at  the  time  of  their 
departure,  or  a  bill  of  sale  from  the  owner  at  such  time  must  be  produced. 

4.  The  animals  and  offspring  must  be  returned  together. 

5.  An  export  entry  must  be  made  of  all  animals  driven  across  the  boundary  line  for  pasturage  pur- 
poses, and  facsimile  marks  and  brands  must  be  filed  with  the  Collector  at  the  time  of  exportation. 

6.  The  identity  of  such  animals  and  of  their  increase  must,  on  their  importation,  be  established  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Collector  of  Customs  by  the  best  evidence  obtainable,  such  as  brands,  distinguishing 
marks,  oath  of  importer,  extract  from  the  export  entry,  etc.,  and  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  will  be 
exacted  in  all  cases  from  the  owner,  viz  :

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs: 

The  Department  has  information  showing  the  necessity  of  fnrther  jirecautious  against  the  abuse  of 
the  free  importation  allowed  under  paragraphs  413,  585,  and  603,  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  August  28,  1894. 

The  provisions  of  Synopses  6041  and  9424  will  continue  to  be  enforced  by  Collectors  in  every  case, 
and  the  following  additional  regulations  will  be  observed  in  the  treatment  of  importations  of  the  above 
character: 

I. 

The  original  of  any  order  given  by  a  society  or  institution  to  an  importing  agent  for  the  free  impor- 
tation of  any  article,  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph  413,  paragraph  585,  or  paragraph  603,  will  be 
attached  by  the  importer  to  the  entry  of  the  goods  and  will  be  filed  with  the  Collector  of  Customs. 

•      II. 

Within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  the  entry,  and  before  liquidation  thereof  free  of  duty,  there  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Collector  a  certificate,  signed  by  an  authorized  officer  of  the  society  or  institution,  that 
the  articles  named  in  the  order  for  "special  importation"  have  been  delivered  to  said  society  or  institution 
and  are  to  be  retained  as  its  permanent  property,  and  that  said  articles  were  not  delivered  out  of  the  stock 
on  hand  of  any  dealer  or  agent.

"The  register  of  every  such  vessel  will  be  marked  by  the  collector  in  a  strong  engrossing  hand,  under 

the  word  'permanent'  or  'temporary,'  as  follows:  'Eebate  of  duties  amountiug  to  $ allowed  on 

[specify  the  material,  or  refer  by  date  to  a  schedule  filed,]  under  sections  7  and  8,  Act  of  August  8,  189J:.'  " 

The  object  of  the  amendment  is  to  furnish  evidence  which  will  enable  the  proper  officer  to  decide 
whether  or  not  requests  for  the  cancellation  of  indorsements  of  rebates  on  registers  may  properly  be  granted.

for  use  in  its  chemical  laboratory:  Prnnded,  That  applications  for  permits  shall  be  made     Applications  to

States,  passed  at  the  first  session  of  the  Forty-third  Congress,  to  any  scientific  univer-  ed  to  scientific 
sity,  or  college  of  learning  created  and  constituted  such  by  any  State  or  Territory  "^.'^not^Vncor- 
under  its  laws,  though  not  incorporated  or  chartered,  upon  the  same  terras  and  subject  ported. 
to  the  same  restrictions  and  penalties,  already  provided  by  said  section  thirty-two 
hundred   and   ninety-seven:   Provided  further.  That   the   bond    required    thereby  may 
be  executed  by  any  officer  of  such  university  or  college,  or  by  any  other  person  for  it, 
and  on  its  behalf,  with  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  upon  like  conditions,  and  to  be 
approved  as  by  said  section  is  provided. 

Note. — The  privilege  of  withdrawing  alcohol  in  bond  for  the  purposes  above  specified  is  held  to  apply 
to  all  institutions  of  learning,  created  and  constituted  as  such  under  any  State  or  Territorial  law,  and  to 
hospitals,  similai-ly  created  and  having  connected  therewith  a  training  school  for  nurses,  or  where  clinical 
lectures  are  delivered. 

In  all  such  cases,  however,  the  alcohol  obtained  must  be  used  solely  for  the  purposes  specified  in  the 
statute,  viz:  for  preserxiing  specimens  of  anatomy,  physiology,  or  natural  history  belonging  to  such  institution, 
for  or  use  in  its  chemical  laboratory. 

The  use  of  the  alcohol  outside  of  the  chemical  laboratory  (except  for  the  preservation  of  the  specimens 
named)  will,  under  no  circumstances,  be  allowed;  and  its  use  in  the  chemical  laboratory  must  be  such  as 
either  to  secure  its  actual  destruction,  as  when  burned  in  a  spirit  lamp,  or  destroy  its  identity  as  alcohol,  as 
in  making  extracts, preparing  ether  or  chloroform,  or  compounding  pharmaceutical  preparations  to  be  used 
exclusively  in  the  treatment  of  patients  in  the  hospital  to  which  the  chemical  laboratory  is  attached,  and 
not  to  be  sold  to  any  person  whatever. 

The  term. "chemical  laboratory,"  employed  in  the  statute,  is  also  held  not  to  include  "physical," 
"mechanical,"  "electrical,"  or  "pathological"  laboratories,  or  any  other  laboratory  which  has  been 
developed  since  February  21,  1873,  when  the  law  was  passed  from  which  said  section  3297  was  taken, 
where  such  laboratories  are  separate  and  distinct  departments,  although  in  the  same  building  or  room  in 
which  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the  institution  is  located.

Art.  I.  When  alcohol  is  to  be  withdrawn  from  bond  under  either  of  the  above

WITHDRAWAL   OF   DISTILLED    SPIRITS   FOR    THE    USE   OF    THE    UNITED    STATES. 

Art.  8.  Section  3464  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  provides  that "  the 
privilege  of  purchasing  supplies  of  goods  imported  from  foreign  countries  for  the  use 
of  the  United  States,  duty  free,  which  now  does  or  hereafter  shall  exist  by  provision  of 
law,  shall  be  extended,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
prescribe,  to  all  articles  of  domestic  production  which  are  subject  to  tax  by  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Title  "  (Title  XXXV).

Art.  10.  The  storekeeper  at  such  bonded  warehouse  will  report  such  spirits  on  his 
Forms  86  and  87,  with  the  ganger's  report  (Form  205),  as  withdrawn,  but  will  state  that

To  Principal  Officers  of  the  Customs  Service : 

By  approval  of  the  Presideut  of  the  United  States  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  6 
of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,"  approved 
January  16,  1883 : 

It  is  ordered,  That  the  ofi&cers,  clerks,  and  other  employees  of  the  several  classified  customs  districts 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  arranged  in  the  following  classes : 

Class  C,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  less  than  fSiO,  or  compensation  at  the  rate  of  less 
than  $840  per  annum. 

Class  B,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $840,  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,000,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $840  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,000  per  annum. 

Class  A,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $1,000  oi-  more,  but  less  than  $1,200,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $1,000  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,200  per  annum. 

Class  1,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $1,200  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,400,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $1,200  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,400  per  annum. 

Class  2,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $1,400  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,600,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $1,400  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,600  per  annum. 

Class  3,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $1,600  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,800,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $1,600  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,800  per  annum. 

Class  4,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $1,800  or  more,  but  less  than  $2,000,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  $1,800  or  more,  but  less  than  $2,000  per  annum. 

Class  5,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $2,000  or  more,  but  less  than  $2,500,  or  compensation 
at  the  rate  of -$2,000  or  more,  but  less  than  $2,500  per  annum. 

Class  6,  all  persons  receiving  an  annual  salary  of  $2,500  or  more,  or  compensation  at  the  rate  of  $2,500 
or  more  per  annum. 

It  is  provided,  That  no  person  who  may  be  appointed  to  an  ofBce  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  and  that  no  person  who  may  be  employed  merely  as  a  laborer  or  workman,  shall  be  considered 
as  within  this  classification,  and  no  person  so  employed  shall  without  examination  and  certification  under 
the  Civil  Service  rules  be  assigned  to  the  duties  of  a  classified  place. 

It  is  further  provided,  Tbat  no  person  shall  be  admitted  into  any  place  in  any  of  the  classes  above 
designated  except  in  accordance  with  the  Civil  Service  rules  applicable  to  the  customs  service.

20,  Supplement  No.  1,  whereby  distilled  spirits  may,  on  and  after  July  1,  1895,  be  deposited  In  Special  or 
General  Bonded  Warehouses  under  Transportation  and  Warehousing  Bonds  (Forms  235  or  351)  which 
shall  continue  in  force  for  the  full  bonded  period,  thereby  modifying  pi-evlously  existing  regulations 
requiring  the  renewal  of  such  bonds  each  year  ;  and  in  order  that  spirits  previously  deposited,  and 
remaining  in  either  of  such  warehouses  on  the  said  first  day  of  July,  may  be  likewise  bonded,  distillers 
will  on  that  day  file  with  the  collector  of  the  district  modified  bonds  (351  Eevised  or  376)  in  lieu  of  the 
renewal  bonds  heretofore  prescribed. 

Blank  bonds  for  this  purpose  will  be  furnished  at  ^n-early  date,  and  collectors  will  in  all  such  cases 
refuse  to  accept  renewal  bonds  for  such  spirits  unless  executed  in  the  form  j)rescribed. 

Such  renewal  bonds  must  be  given  in  a  penal  sum  at  least  eqijal  to  the  tax  on  the  spirits  remaining  in 

warehouse  as  shown  by  the  original  gauge,  and  all  provisions  of  the  regulations  above  named,  so  far  as 

apjilicable,  are  hereby  extended  to  bonds  given  under  the  provisions  of  this  circular.

In  view  of  the  fact  that  attempts  have  been  made  to  obtain  drawback  at  the  rates  promulgated  under 
the  Act  of  October  1,  1890,  on  exportations  of  articles  manufactured  from  material  which  was  actually 
imported  under  the  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  the  attention  of  officers  of  the  customs  is  called  to  the  danger 
of  fraudulent  claims  of  this  character  as  regards  tin  plate  and  other  articles  paying  a  reduced  rate  of  duty 
under  the  present  law. 

As  an  additional  precaution  against  fraudulent  claims  of  this  kind,  the  manufacturer's  oath  provided 
in  Article  758  of  the  Customs  Eegulations  of  1892,  Form  120,  should  be  modified  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
whenever  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  a  substitution  of  recent  importations  as  above  described :

1.  The  following  schedule  exhibits  the  classification  of  articles  prescribed  for  monthly  statements  of 
foreign  commodities  brought  into  the  country,  required  to  be  rendered  by  collectors  of  customs  to  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  of  this  Department,  and  will  govern  in  the  classification  of  such  commodities  from  and 
after  July  1,  1895,  superseding  prior  schedules  on  this  subject. 

2.  Attention  is  called  to  the  provisions  of  law  and  customs  regulations  controlling  the  preparation  of 
the  statistical  returns  under  this  schedule. 

LAW  AND  REGULATIONS. 

3.  The  kinds  and  quantities  of  all  imported  articles,  free  from  duty,  shall  be  ascertained  by  entry, 
made  upon  oath  or  affirmation  by  the  owner,  ov  by  the  consignee  or  agent  of  the  importer,  or  by  actual 
examination  where  the  collector  shall  think  such  examination  necessary  ;  and  the  values  of  all  such  arti- 
cles shall  be  ascertained  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  values  of  imports  subject  to  duties  ad  valorem 
are  ascertained.     (Customs  Eegs.  1892,  Art.  1265.) 

4.  The  values  of  all  imported  articles  subject  to  specific  duties  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  values  of  imports  subject  to  duties  ad  valorem  are  ascertained.    (Customs  Eegs.  1892,  Art.  12G5.) 

5.  The  values  of  imported  merchandise,  subject  to  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty  and  duty  imposed  upon 
and  regulated  in  any  manner  by  the  value  thereof,  shall  be  ' '  the  actual  market  value  or  wholesale  price 
of  such  mei'chandise  as  bought  and  sold  in  usual  wholesale  quantities,  ^t  the  time  of  exportation  to  the 
United  States,  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  from  whence  imported,  and  in  the  condition  in 
which  such  merchandise  is  there  bought  and  sold  for  exportation  to  the  United  StatCvS,  or  consigned  to  the 
United  States  for  sale,  including  the  value  of  all  cartons,  cases,  crates,  boxes,  sacks,  and  coverings  of  any 
kind,  and  all  other  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  incident  to  placing  the  merchandise  in  condition,  packed 
ready  for  shipment  to  the  United  States."  (Section  19  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1890,  and  Customs  Eegs. 
1892,  Art.  1266.) 

6.  In  determining,  for  statistical  returns,  the  values  of  imported  commodities,  care  should  be  taken 
to  add  to  the  foreign  market  value  of  free  mei'chandise  and  merchandise  subject  to  specific  rates  of  duty 
as  Avell  as  to  merchandise  subject  to  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty,  the  values  of  the  coverings,  and  other 
costs,  charges,  and  expenses,  required  by  the  act  of  June  10,  1890,  to  be  added  to  the  actual  market  value 
or  wholesale  price  of  such  merchandise  in  the  principal  markets  of  the  country  Avhence  imported.  (Cus- 
toms Eegs.  1892,  Art.  1267.) 

7.  The  accounts  of  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  with  foreign  countries  shall  comprehend  and 


iiichide,  in  tabular  form,  the  <iu!iiitity,  by  weiglit.  or  measure,  as  well  as  the  amount  of  value,  of  the 
various  articles  of  foreign  eoniiiierce,  whether  dutiable  or  otheiwise.  (R.  S.,  3330,  and  Customs  Kegs. 
1892,  Art.  1270.) 

8.  Collectors  will  make  a  preliminary  examination  of  all  import  entries  *  *  *  of  merchandise 
and  when  found  inaccurate  or  incomplete,  either  in  the  description  of  articles  or  in  omitting  proper 
(juantities  or  values,  or  for  any  error  apparent  on  the  face  of  the  entry,  *  *  *  ^iu  rcmjj.g  tjjg 
correction  thereof  before  completing  the  entry.     (Customs  Regs.  1892,  Art.  1273.) 

9.  For  statistical  purposes,  the  date  of  entry  will  be  regarded  as  the  date  of  importation  of  merchan- 
dise.    (Customs  Regs.  1892,  Art.  1275.) 

10.  In  the  expression  of  ((uantitics  and  values  in  returns,  other  than  of  imports  for  consumption, 
fractions  of  one  dollar  less  than  fifty  cents  will  be  rejected,  and  those  of  fifty  cents  and  upward  will  be 
counted  as  one  dollar.  A  like  rule  will  apply  to  fractions  of  weight  and  measure.  (Customs  Regs.  1892, 
Art.  1276.) 

11.  Collectors  will  consider  the  country  in  which  imported  merchandise  was  invoiced  as  the 
country  whence  the  same  was  imported  into  the  United  States ;  and  will  direct  that  all  entries  of  imj)orted 
merchandise  shall  indicate  both  the  country  and  place  where  the  invoice  was  dated,  and  the  country  and 
port  whence  the  final  shipment  to  the  United  States  was  made,  together  with  the  nationality  and  motive 
power  of  the  vessel  in  which  the  same  was  brought  to  the  first  port  in  the  United  States.  (Customs  Regs. 
1892,  Art.  1280.)

To  Supervising  and  Local  Inspectors  of  Steam  Vessels  : 

You  are  hereby  informed  that,  the  Attorney-General  of  the  United  States  having  rendered  an  opinion, 
dated  the  9th  instant,  declaring  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  June  26,  1884,  known  as 
the  "Dingley  Bill,"  amending  section  4131,  Eevised  Statutes,  as  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  Congress  approved  April  17,  1874,  authorizing  the  licensing  of  certain  aliens  as  engineers  and 
pilots  of  steam  vessels,  and  that  the  latter  act  is  still  in  force,  thereby  reversing  the  views  previously  held 
by  the  Department,  and  published  in  Deiiartment  Circular  K"o.  134,  requiring  that  licensed  officers  of 
steam  vessels  must  be  American  citizens,  the  provisions  of  said  circular  are  hereby  repealed,  and  inspect- 
ors will  hereafter  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  April  17,  1874,  which  act  reads  as 
follows : 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  employment  of  certain  aliens  as  engineers  and  pilots. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Souse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  any  alien  who,  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  law,  has  declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  have  been  a  permanent  resident  of  the  United  States  for  at  least  six 
months  immediately  prior  to  the  granting  of  such  license,  may  be  licensed,  as  if  already  naturalized,  to 
serve  as  an  engineer  or  pilot  upon  any  steam- vessel  subject  to  inspection  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  life  on  board  of  vessels  propelled  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  steam,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  February  twenty-eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one.

Following  is  the  text  of  the  Attorney-General's  opinion  : 

Department  op  Justice, 

Washington,  D.  C,  May  9,  1895. 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  yours  of  the  23d  ultimo  asking  my  opinion  upon  the  question 
whether  the  statute  known  as  the  "Dingley  Bill,"  approved  June  26,  1884,  amending  section  4131  of  the 
Eevised  Statutes,  repealed  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  employment  of  certain  aliens  as 
engineers  and  pilots,"  approved  April  17,  1874. 

As  the  law  stood  prior  to  the  Act  of  1884  above  cited,  two  classes  of  persons  were  competent  to  receive 
licenses  as  engineers  or  pilots  on  United  States  vessels.  Citizens  of  the  United  States  were  one  class. 
Aliens  on  the  way  to  citizenship  by  having  declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens  and  by  permanent 
residence  in  the  United  States  for  six  months  prior  to  the  granting  of  licenses  constituted  another  class. 


The  iimendatory  Act  of  18cS4  did  not  affect,  and  was  not  meant  to  affect,  either  of  these  classes.  Leaving 
them  undistnibwl,  it  was  obviously  designed  to  make  provision  for  a  third  class  of  persons  who  might  be 
ofliceis  of  United  States  vessels  under  peculiar  circumstances  and  for  brief  periods. 

The  niembei-s  of  both  the  chus-ses  first  named  are  regarded  as  in  effect  citizens  of  the  United  States 
and  as  being  eligible  as  such  to  i)ernianeut  employment,  ius  odicei-s  of  United  States  vessels  generally, 
under  Revised  Statutes,  .section  4i;51,  and  jus  engineei-s  or  pilots  of  such  vessels  under  the  Act  of  April 
17,  1874.  The  members  of  the  third  class,  on  the  other  hand,  are  aliens  whom  the  law  excludes  from 
general  and  permanent  employment  on  United  States  veaseLs,  and  permits  to  serve  on  such  ves-sels  only 
temporarily  and  in  emergencies. 

The  piovisions  of  the  Act  of  June  2(),  1884,  being  thus  in  no  way  in  conflict  or  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Ajjril  17,  1874,  both  statutes  must  be  regarded  as  in  force,  and  the  later  did  nol 
have  the  effect  of  repealing  the  former  statute.

Congress  having  passed  a  joint  resolution  authorizing  foreign  exhibitors  at  the  Cotton  States  and 
International  Exposition  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  bring  to  this  country  foreign  laborers  from  their  respective 
countries  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  for  and  making  their  exhibits,  which  -was  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent January  21, 1895,  Commissioners  of  Immigration  and  Collectors  of  Customs  are  hereby  charged  with 
the  duty  of  admitting  such  employees  under  the  following  regulations: 

1.  Upon  the  arrival  of  any  such  employee  at  any  port  of  the  United  States  the  Commissioner  of  Immi- 
gration at  such  port,  or,  where  there  is  no  Commissioner  of  Immigration,  the  Collector  of  Customs  at  such 
port,  will  satisfy  himself  that  such  person  is  entitled  to  admission  into  the  United  States  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Joint  Eesolution,  and  will  thereupon  permit  him  or  her  to  land,  and  issue  to  him  or  her  a 
certificate  in  accordance  with  the  facts  ascertained,  and  file  in  his  office  a  memorandum  thereof 

2.  Certificates  in  the  form  hereto  annexed  will  be  used,  and  the  stub  attached  with  the  blanks  filled 
will  be  regarded  as  the  memorandum  to  be  filed.  Immigration  officers  will  make  requisition  for  such 
number  of  certificates  as  may  be  required. 

3.  When  any  such  certificate  is  returned  by  its  holder,  preparatory  to  departure  for  the  country  from 
which  he  or  she  came,  the  fact  of  such  surrender  and  departure,  and  the  date  thereof,  will  be  indorsed 
across  the  face  of  the  certificate  and  entered  upon  the  corresponding  stub  ;  and  the  certificate  shall  then 
be  filed  for  reference. 

4.  In  one  year  after  the  close  of  said  Exposition,  Commissioners  of  Immigration  and  Collectors  of 
Customs  who  have  issued  such  certificates  will  report  to  the  Treasury  Department  the  number  issued,  and 
whether  any  holder  thereof  (giving  name)  has  failed  to  surrender  his  or  her  certificate  and  depart  from 
the  country ;  and  in  case  any  such  holder  depart  from  a  port  other  than  that  at  which  he  or  she  entered, 
the  Commissioner  or  Collector  to  whom  the  certificate  may  be  surrendered  will  transmit  the  same  without 
delay  to  the  officer  who  issued  it,  or  his  successor.

Resolved  hi/  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 
That  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  February  twenty-sixth,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  prohibiting 
the  importation  of  foreigners  under  contract  to  perform  labor,  and  the  Acts  of  Congress  prohibiting  the 
coming  of  Chinese  persons  into  the  United  States,  and  the  Acts  Amendatory  of  these  Acts,  shall  not  be  so 
construed,  nor  shall  anj'thing  therein  operate  to  prevent,  hinder  or  in  any  wise  restrict  any  foreign  exhib- 
itor, representative  or  citizen  of  a  foreign  nation,  or  the  holder,  who  is  a  citizen  of  a  foreign  nation,  of 
any  concession  of  privilege  from  the  Cotton  States  and  International  Exposition  Company  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  from  bringing  into  the  United  States  under  contract,  such  mechanics,  artisans,  agents  or  other 


employees,  luitives  of  tlieir  respective  foreign  countries,  as  they,  or  any  of  them  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  making  iirepurations  for  installing  or  conducting  their  exhibits  or  of  preparing  for  install- 
ing or  conducting  any  business  authorized  or  permitted  under  or  by  virtue  of  or  pertaining  to  any  con- 
cession or  privilege  which  may  have  been  granted  by  the  Cotton  States  and  International  Exposition 
Comi>any  of  Atlanta,  ficorgia,  in  connection  with  such  Exposition  :  Provided,  however,  That  no  alien 
shall  by  virtue  of  this  act  enter  the  United  .Slates  under  contract  to  i)erform  labor  except  by  express 
permission,  naming  sucli  alien,  of  the  Sccietary  of  the  Treasury  ;  and  any  sucli  alien  who  may  remain  in 
the  United  States  for  more  than  one  year,  after  the  close  of  siiid  Exposition,  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to 
all  the  processes  and  penalties  applicable  to  aliens  coming  in  violation  of  the  alien  contract  labor  law 
aforesaid.

To  enable  tlie  Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department  to  verify  every  liquidation  of  an  entry  made  by 
a  Collector  of  Customs,  or  an  officer  acting  as  such,  at  each  port  at  which  there  is  no  N'aval  Officer,  and  that 
he  may  have  for  this  purpose  the  same  information  and  data  that  were  possessed  by  the  liquidating  clerk 
in  the  office  of  the  Collector,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  on  and  after  July  1,  1895,  at  all  ports,  except  those 
at  which  there  are  IsTaval  Officers,  the  Appraisers  or  officers  acting  as  such,  and  the  Collectors  shall  each 
indorse  their  respective  action  touching  the  valuation  and  classification  of  merchandise  on  both  the  original 
and  triplicate  of  the  invoice  ;  and  the  Collectors  shall  require  the  officers  gauging,  weighing,  or  measuring 
any  merchandise  specified  in  an  entry  to  make  their  returns  thereof  in  duplicate. 

The  liquidating  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Collector  shall,  if  possible,  make  his  calculation  of  the  liquida- 
tion on  the  face  of  the  entry.  When  the  liquidation  is  completed,  he  shall  attach  to  the  entry  the  part  of 
the  invoice  and  report  of  the  Ganger,  Weigher,  or  Measurer  used  by  him,  taking  care  to  see  that  each 
invoice  and  report  bears  the  same  number  as  the  entry,  and  the  Collector  will  at  the  close  of  business  each 
day  forward  by  mail  to  the  Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department  all  such  entrias,  together  with  the 
invoices  and  reports  thereto  attached. 

No  entries  will  be  required  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Auditor  with  the  accounts  of  the  Collectors,  as  they 
will  be  placed  therewith  by  the  Auditor  after  he  has  verified  the  liquidation,  but  in  all  other  respects  the 
accounts  of  the  Collectors  must  be  rendered  to  the  Auditor  for  the  Treasury  Department  as  now  required. 

If  there  is  filed  with  the  Collector  only  one  part  of  an  invoice  that  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Auditor, 
it  will  be  returned  to  the  Collector  for  file  in  his  office  if  such  a  request  is  indorsed  or  stamped  thereon. 
Any  Collector  desiring  it  may  have  returned  to  him  all  invoices  forwarded  to  the  Auditor  upon  notifying 
him  to  that  effect.

OF  FINES  OB  PENALTIES  UNDER  THAT  LAW.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  tlie  section  in  the  Deficiency  Bill,  approved  October  19, 1888  (25  Stat.,  566), 
authorizing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  pay  to  informers  shares  of  the  fines  or  penalties  recovered 
under  the  act  of  February  26,  1885  (23  Stat.,  333),  viz : 

That  the  act  approved  February  twentj'-six,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- five,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
prohibit  the  importation  and  migration  of  foreigners  and  aliens  under  contract  or  agreement  to  perform 
laboi-  in  the  United  States,  its  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
amended  so  as  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  pay  to  an  informer  who  furnishes  original 
information  that  the  law  has  been  violated  such  a  share  of  t;he  penalties  recovered  as  he  may  deem  reason- 
able and  just,  not  exceeding  fifty  per  centum,  where  it  appears  that  the  recovery  was  had  in  conseqiience 
of  the  information  thus  furnished. 

District  attorneys,  marshals,  and  clerks  of  courts,  who  receive  public  moneys  accruing  to  the  United 
States,  from  fines  or  penalties  recovered  under  the  alien  contract  labor  laws,  will  pay  the  same  to  the  col- 
lector or  surveyor  of  customs  of  the  district  in  which  the  case  arose. 

Collectors  or  surveyors  of  customs  receiving  such  moneys  are  required  to  deposit  the  same  to  the 
credit  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  special  deposit  account  No.  3.  They  will  also  render  a  separate 
and  distinct  account  of  these  fines  or  penalties  in  the  same  manner  as  of  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures 
under  the  customs  laws. 

The  customs  officer  receiving  the  above-named  fines  or  penalties  from  the  court,  is  required  to  report 
the  same  at  once  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  to  state  the  origin  of  the  information,  so  far  as  it  is 
known  to  him,  upon  which  the  moneys  were  recovered. 

Claimants  for  informers'  shares  under  this  law  will  be  required  to  state,  under  oath,  what  the  informa- 
tion was,  when,  where,  and  to  whom  it  was  given  ;  also  the  time  employed  and  expense  incurred  by  him 
in  the  case. 

A  certificate  of  the  ofiicer  or  officers,  whether  collector  of  customs,  district  attorney,  or  other  officer, 
having  cognizance  of  the  matter,  must  also  be  furnished,  setting  forth  the  facts  so  far  as  known  to  him, 
showing  that  the  claimant  was  the  original  informer  in  the  case. 

Blank  forms  of  "Claim  for  informer's  share  under  the  alien  contract-labor  law"  will  be  fuimished  on 
application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

COMPEOMISES. 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  March  3,  1891  (26  Stat.,  1084),  provides  as  follows: 

That  no  suit  or  proceeding  for  violation  of  said  Act  of  February  26th,  1885,  prohibiting  the  importa- 
tion and  migration  of  foreigners  under  contract  or  agreement  to  perform  labor,  shall  be  settled,  com- 
promised, or  discontinued  without  the  consent  of  the  court  entered  of  record  with  reasons  therefor. 


Ill  case  a  proposition  to  compromise  a  "suit  or  proceeding  for  violation  of  said  Act  of  February  26, 
1885,"  referred  to  in  the  above  quoted  section,  sliould  be  presented  to  the  United  States  Attorney  in 
charge  of  the  suit,  ho  should,  if  he  favors  acceptance  of  the  oiler  made  in  the  proposition,  report  the  case 
and  transmit  the  ofl'er  with  his  recommendation  to  the  Solicitor  of  the  Treasury,  who,  if  concurring  in  the 
recommendation  to  accept  the  ofler,  will  transmit  the  papers  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  his 
action,  under  Section  34(J9,  Kevised  Statutes. 

Ill  case  the  Secretary  approves  the  compromise,  he  will  notify  the  Solicitor,  and  re(juest  him  to 
instruct  the  United  States  Attorney  in  charge  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  consent  of  the  court  for  the  com- 
promise of  the  case  on  the  terms  proposed,  as  directed  by  said  section.

Leaves  of  absence  may  be  obtained  by  Commissioners  of  Immigration,  Immigrant  Inspectors,  and 
other  employees  in  the  Immigration  Service,  at  times  and  for  periods  permitted  by  the  interests  of  the 
public  service,  upon  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Leaves  of  absence  for  periods  not  exceeding  fourteen  days  in  any  one  calendar  year  may  be  obtained 
by  subordinate  officers  and  employees  upon  written  application  to  the  Commissioner-General  of  Immigra- 
tion, when  approved  by  the  Commissioners  of  Immigration  or  Collectors  of  Customs  acting  in  such 
capacity ;  and  for  longer  periods  than  fourteen  days,  upon  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
But  the  several  leaves  of  absence  of  auy  subordinate  officer  or  employee  must  not  exceed  thirty  days  in 
any  one  year,  unless  by  special  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

When  absence  from  duty  for  more  than  three  days  is  caused  by  illness,  a  physician's  certificate  to 
that  effect  must  be  furnished  by  the  absentee.  Should  such  absence  exceed  thirty  days  in  any  one  year, 
the  pay  of  the  absentee  will  be  suspended  during  the  time  exceeding  thirty  days,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ;  and  the  case  must  be  reported  to  the  Department,  with  such  recom- 
mendations from  his  immediate  superior  as  may  seem  to  him  proper. 

Leaves  of  absence  for  periods  not  exceeding  one  day  may  be  granted  verbally  by  Commissioners  of 
Immigration  and  Collectors  of  Customs,  acting  as  such,  to  their  subordinates.

The  following  contracts  for  the  care  of  seamen  entitled  to  relief  from  this  Service,  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1896,  are  published  for  the  information  of  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department, 
disbursing  agents,  medical  officers  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service,  Acting  Assistant  Surgeons,  and  customs 
officers.  This  circular  is  to  be  regarded  as  official  notification  of  the  acceptance  of  the  proposals  made  by 
the  parties  designated,  and  must  be  cited,  giving  its  number  and  date,  on  all  bills  for  the  treatment  and 
maintenance  of  seamen,  and  for  the  burial  of  deceased  patients,  as  the  authority  for  any  expenditure 
incurred  under  its  provisions.  Charges  will  be  allowed  for  the  day  of  admission  of  a  hospital  patient,  but 
not  for  the  day  of  discharge  or  death.  The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  terminate 
any  contract  whenever  the  interests  of  the  Service  require  it.  All  relief  must  be  furnished  in  accordance 
with  the  Eevised  Eegulatlons  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service ;  and,  in  consequence  of  the  largely  increased 
expenditures  for  relief,  and  of  the  limited  sources  of  income,  it  has  become  necessary  to  give  notice  that,  as 
provided  in  the  Eegulations,  no  allowance  will  be  made  for  expenditures  incurred  at  any  other  station 
than  those  named  in  this  Circular. 

The  term  "contagious  diseases"  wherever  occurring  in  this  Circular,  except  as  to  specific  contracts 
made  otherwise,  includes  only  those  diseases  which,  under  usual  municipal  regulations,  are  required  to 
be  treated  iu  a  pesthouse,  namely :  cholera,  yellow  fever,  plague  or  smallpox,  and  in  some  municipalities,

The  annexed  decision  rendered  by  the  Board  of  General  Appraisers  on  June  15,  1895,  holding  that 
fees  for  receiving  manifests  of  imported  goods  are  not  collectible,  is  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  officers  of  the  ciistoms,  with  the  announcement  that  no  appeal,  either  by  the  Collector  of 
Customs  at  Burlington  or  this  Department,  will  be  taken  for  review  thereof  by  the  courts  under  the 
provisions  of  section  15  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1890.

In  the  matter  of  the  protest,  27467  i-218,  of  Central  Vermont  J?ailroa(i  against  the  decision  of  the  Collector  of  Customs  at 
Burlington,  Vt.,  as  to  the  exaction  of  certain  fees  on  certain  merchandise.     Protest  filed  June  3,  1895. 

Opinion  by  Shaepe,  General  Appraiser. 

The  protest  is  against  the  action  of  the  collector  in  collecting  a  fee  of  25  cents  for  receiving  manifests 
of  each  of  280  railroad  cars  arriving  at  the  Port  of  St.  Albans  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  contain- 
ing goods  for  entry. 

The  protest  claimed  such  fee  to  be  abolished  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1890. 

The  Collector's  action  was  under  the  authority  of  section  4382  E.  S.,  which  provides  as  follows: 

"The  following  fees  shall  be  levied  and  collected  from  the  owners  and  masters  of  vessels  navigating 
the  waters  of  the  northern,  northeastern,  and  northwestern  froiitiers  of  the  United  States,  otherwise  than 
by  sea;  *  *  *  Twenty-fourth.  For  receiving  manifest  of  each  railroad  car  or  other  \'eliicle  laden 
with  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  from  a  foreign  contiguous  territory,  twenty-five  cents." 

Section  22  of  the  Customs  Administrative  Act  provides  "that  all  fees  exacted  *  *  *  except  as 
provided  in  this  act,  under  and  by  virtue  of  existing  laws  of  the  United  States  upon  the  entry  of  imported 
goods  and  the  passing  thereof  through  the  customs    *    *    *    be  and  the  same  are  hereby  abolished." 

There  would  seem  to  be  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  exactions  in  question  are  antong  those  which 
Congress  expressly  intended  to  sweep  away. 

In  the  case  of  the  United  States  v.  Jahn  et  ul.  (65  Fed.  Rep.,  792)  the  court  held  that  certain  charges 
for  weighing  and  gauging  merchandise  were  abolished  by  section  22  of  the  act  of  June  10,  1890,  although 


till-  Nectioim  ol"  tin-  Ufvist-d  StiitiiU-s  which  aiithori/.ed  the  collection  of  such  charges  did  not  deiioiniimte 
them  as  lees.  But  the  court  tiact-d  back  the  anlhority  (or  tlio  exaction  of  such  charges  for  weighing  and 
gauging  to  the  several  acts  relating  thereto,  and  found  that  in  the  course  thereof  such  cliarge„s  had  at  one 
time  lieeu  ealle<l  fees,  although  such  designation  luul  been  dropped  from  the  statutory  language  when 
uibodied  iu  the  Itevisod  Statutes,  and  the  court  hold  that  they  were  intended  to  be  included  in  the  category 
■  '(  fees  abolished. 

The  exactions  for  receiving  manifests  have  never  been  known  otherwise  than  as  fees,  and  they  are 
confessetlly  recognized  as  a  recompense  for  oBicial  services,  from  the  imposition  of  which  Congress  intended 
that  merchandise  should  hereafter  be  liberated.  G.  A.  25  (Synopsis  10247)  and  all  similar  decisions  on 
fws  for  receiving  manifests  are  reconsidered  and  the  protest  herein  is  sustained.

When  an  account  has  been  examined  and  found  to  be  properly  payable  from  an  appropriation  which 
is  still  available,  or  would  be  if  it  were  not  exhausted,  you  will  certify  said  account  in  the  regular  way. 
If  the  appropriation  is  found  to  be  exhausted  upon  the  receipt  of  the  certificate  by  the  Division  of  Book- 
keeping and  Warrants,  it  will  be  retained  for  payment  when  a  deficiency  appropriation  shall  have  been 
made  by  Congress,  and  a  notice  to  that  effect  will  be  sent  to  the  claimant  from  said  Division.

Washington,  D.  C,  July  6,  1895. 

The  follomng  sections  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States  and  the  subsequent  Eegulations 
are  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 

"Section  306.  At  the  termination  of  each  fiscal  year  all  amounts  of  moneys  that  are  represented  by 
certificates,  drafts,  or  checks,  issued  by  the  Treasurer,  or  by  any  disbursing  officer  of  any  Department  of 
the  Government,  upon  the  Treasurer  or  any  assistant  treasurer,  or  designated  depositary  of  the  United 
States,  or  upon  any  national  bank  designated  as  a  depositary  of  the  United  States,  and  which  shall  be 
represented  on  the  books  of  either  of  such  offices  as  standing  to  the  credit  of  any  disbursing  officer,  and 
which  were  issued  to  facilitate  the  payment  of  warrants,  or  for  any  other  purpose  in  liquidation  of  a  debt 
due  from  the  United  States,  and  which  have  for  three  years  or  more  remained  outstanding,  unsatisfied,  and 
unpaid,  shall  be  deposited  by  the  Treasurer,  to  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  by  warrant,  and  to  be  carried 
to  the  credit  of  the  parties  in  whose  favor  such  certificates,  drafts,  or  checks  were  respectively  issued,  or 
to  the  persons  who  are  entitled  to  receive  pay  therefor,  and  into  an  appropriation  account  to  be  denominated 
'  outstanding  liabilities.' 

' '  Section  308.  The  payee  or  the  bona-fide  holder  of  any  draft  or  check,  the  amount  of  which  has  beeu 
deposited  and  covered  into  the  Treasury  pursuant  to  the  preceding  sections,  shall,  on  presenting  the  same 
to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Treasury,  be  entitled  to  have  it  paid  bj^  the  settlement  of  an  account  and  the 
issuing  of  a  warrant  in  his  favor,  according  to  the  practice  in  other  eases  of  authorized  and  liquidated 
claims  against  the  United  States. 

"Section  309.  The  amounts,  except  such  as  are  provided  for  in  section  three  hundred  and  six,  of  the 
accounts  of  every  kind  of  disbursing  officer,  which  shall  have  remained  unchanged,  or  which  shall  not 
have  been  increased  by  any  new  deposit  thereto,  nor  decreased  by  drafts  drawn  thereon,  for  the  space  of 
three  j'ears,  shall  in  like  manner  be  covered  into  the  Treasury,  to  the  proper  appropriation  to  which  they 
belong ;  and  the  amounts  thereof  shall,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Treasurer  that  such  amount  has  beeu 
deposited  in  the  Treasury,  be  credited  by  the  proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Department  of  the  Treasury 
on  the  books  of  the  Department,  to  the  officer  in  whose  name  it  had  stood  on  the  books  of  any  agency  of 
the  Treasury,  if  it  appears  that  he  is  entitled  to  such  credit. 

"Section  310.  The  Treasurer,  each  assistant  treasurer,  and  each  designated  depositary  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  cashier  of  each  of  the  national  banks  designated  as  such  depositpries,  shall,  at  the  close  of 
business  on  every  thirtieth  day  of  June,  report  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  condition  of  every 
account  standing,  as  in  the  preceding  section  specified,  on  the  books  of  their  resi>ective  offices,  stating  the 
name  of  each  depositor,  with  his  official  designation,  the  total  amount  remaining  on  deposit  to  his  credit, 
and  the  dates,  respectively,  of  the  last  credit  and  the  last  debit  made  to  each  account.  And  each  disbursing 
officer  shall  make  a  like  return  of  all  checks  issued  by  him,  and  Avhich  may  then  have  been  outstanding 
and  unpaid  for  three  years  and  more,  stating  fully  in  such  report  the  name  of  the  payee,  for  what  purpose 
each  check  was  given,  the  office  on  which  drawn,  the  number  of  the  voucher  received  therefor,  the  date, 
number,  and  amount  for  which  it  was  drawn,  and,  when  known,  the  residence  of  the  payee." 

EEGULATIONS. 

(1.)  Any  Treasury  draft  or  any  check  drawn  by  a  public  disbursing  officer  still  in  service,  which 
shall  be  presented  for  payment  before  it  shall  have  been  issued  three  full  fiscal  years,  will  be  paid  in  the 


usual  inuniior  bv  the  ofliee  or  l)iiiik  on  wLich  it  is  drawn,  from  lands  to  the  credit  of  the  drawer.  Thus, 
any  sncli  draft  oi  check  is.sucd  on  oi'  ufler  July  1,  1S(I12,  will  be  paid  as  above  stated  until  June  30,  1896, 
uid  the  same  rule  will  ajijily  lor  suhsetiuent  years. 

Any  such  draft  or  check  whit^li  has  been  issued  for  a  longer  period  than  three  full  fiscal  yeara  will  be 
paid  oiily  by  the  settlement  of  an  account  in  this  Department,  as  provided  in  Section  308,  U.S.,  above 
jiulilished;  and  for  this  purpose  the  draft  or  check  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury for  the  necessary  action,  or,  if  lost,  proof  of  ownership  and  loss,  and  a  bond  of  indemnity  must  be 
iLirnislied. 

(J.)  At  tlie  close  of  eacli  fiscal  year,  the  Treasurer,  the  several  assistant  treasurers,  and  national-bank 
lii'positaries,  will  render  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  recjuired  by  Section  310,  also  above  published, 
.(  list  of  all  disbursin{,'onicers"  accounts  .still  unclosed  which  have  remained  three  fiscal  years  or  more, 
iinchaiifjed  on  the  books  of  their  respective  offices  or  banks,  either  by  debit  or  credit,  giving  in  each  ca.se 
the  name  and  ofticial  designation  of  the  officer,  the  date  when  the  account  with  him  wiis  opened,  the  dat€ 
of  last  debit  and  last  credit,  autl  the  balance  remaining  to  his  credit. 

(3.)  Every  disbursing  officer  will,  on  the  30th  of  June  of  each  year,  as  also  required  by  Section  310, 
make  a  return  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  all  checks  drawn  by  him  which  have  been  outstanding 
and  unpaid  for  three  full  fiscal  years,  .stating  tlie  number  of  each  check,  its  date,  amount,  in  who.se  favor, 
.11  wluit  ottii'e,  or  bank,  and  foi'  what  purpo.se  drawn,  the  number  of  the  voucher  in  payment  of  which  it 
wius  drawn,  and,  if  known,  the  residence  of  the  payee. 

(4.)  Whenever  any  disbursing  oflicer  of  the  United  States  shall  cease  to  act  in  that  capacitj-  he  will 
at  once  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  whether  he  lias  any  public  funds  to  his  credit  in  any  office  or 
l)ank,  and,  if  .so,  what  checks,  if  any,  lie  has  drawn  against  the  same  which  are  .still  outstanding  and 
unpaid.

Id  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  public  disbursing  officer,  any  cheek  previously 
drawn  by  liim  and  not  presented  for  payment  within  four  months  of  its  date  will  not  be  jjaid  until  its 
correctness  shall  ha\'e  been  attested  by  the  Secretary  or  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 

(C)  If  the  object  or  purpose  lor  which  any  check  of  a  public  di.sbursiug  oflicer  is  drawn  is  not  stated 
thereon,  as  required  by  Departmental  regulations,  or  if  any  reason  exists  for  suspecting  fraud,  the  office 
or  bank  on  which  such  check  is  drawn  Mill  refuse  its  payment. 
These  regulations  are  intended  to  supersede  those  of  April  21,  1891,  on  this  subject.

BATES  OF  PAT  FOE  COMMUNICATIONS  BY  TELBGEAPH. 

Post- Office  Department, 

Washington,  D.  C,  June  15,  1895. 
Order  No.  415. 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Postmaster-General  by  the  Act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  Act 
to  aid  in  the  constraction  of  telegraph  lines,  and  to  secure  to  tlie  Government  the  use  of  the  same  for  postal, 
military,  and  other  purposes,  approved  July  24,  ISfiG,  and  by  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
Title  LXV,  I  hereby  fix  the  rates  at  which  such  communications  as  the  said  statutes  prescribe  (not  includ- 
ing those  passing  over  circuits  established  by  the  Chief  of  the  Weather  Bureau,  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture) shall  be  sent  during  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1895,  and  terminating  June  30,  1896,  by  the 
several  companies  within  the  effect  of  said  statutes,  as  follows : 

For  day  messages  containing  not  more  than  twenty  (20)  words,  exclusive  of  place  from  and  date, 
twenty  (20)  cents,  not  exceeding  one  thousand  (1,000)  miles,  and  one  cent  for  each  additional  word.  One 
quarter  of  this  rate  to  be  added  for  each  five  hundred  (500)  miles,  or  fraction  thereof,  but  no  rate  on  a 
message  of  twenty  ^20)  words  to  be  more  than  forty  (40)  cents,  nor  on  an  additional  word  more  than  two 
(2)  cents.  The  rate  between  all  points  in  any  State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  twenty 
(20)  cents  for  twenty  (20)  words,  and  one  cent  for  each  additional  word. 

In  cases  where  the  price  of  a  message,  determined  as  herein  provided,  shall  include  a  fraction  of  a 
cent,  such  fraction,  if  less  than  one-half,  is  to  be  disregarded ;  if  one-half  or  more,  it  is  to  be  counted  as 
one  cent. 

For  night  messages  not  exceeding  twenty  (20)  words,  exclusive  of  place  from  and  date,  fifteen  (15) 
cents  for  any  distance  within  two  thousand  (2,000)  miles,  and  for  greater  distances  twenty-five  (25)  cents; 
in  each  case  one  cent  for  each  additional  word. 
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Instead  of  coiiipiitiii},'  the  atluiil  distances  of  transmission,  the  distance  for  payment  shall  in  all  cases 
l>e  taken  absolntely  to  be  the  numljer  of  miles  between  the  capital  of  the  State  or  Tenitory,  or  from  the 
city  of  Waiihington,  if  from  within  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  within  which  (whatever  the  place)  the 
mes*ia{,'e  is  sent,  and  the  capital  of  the  State  or  Territoiy,  or  the  city  of  VVashiufjton,  if  within  the  District 
of  Columbia,  within  which  (whatever  the  place)  the  message  is  received,  tus  shown  iti  the  accompanying 
(able,  wherein  such  distances  are  given  lus  computed  upon  the  shortest  pia(;ticable  route  between  such 
rapitals,  and  which  is  to  be  taken  iis  part  of  this  order. 

But  it  is  provided  that  if,  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  ISffo,  or  at  any  time  during  the  ensuing  year,  any 
>uch  company  shall  charge  the  public  for  a  message  of  ten  words  or  less,  exclusive  of  the  date,  address, 
;iiid  signature,  a  less  rate  than  is  herein  fixed  for  twenty  words,  exclusive  of  place  from  and  date,  the 
rates  here  prescribed  shall,  as  to  such  company,  thenceforth  during  the  year  be  reduced  to  the  rates  so 
iharged  to  the  public. 

The  statutes  provide  that  telegrams  between  the  several  Departments  of  the  Government  and  their 
olVicei-s  and  agents,  in  their  transmission  oveu  the  lines  of  any  such  company,  shall  have  priority  over  all 
other  business.  All  officers  of  the  United  States  .sending  such  telegrams  should  indorse  thereon  the 
words  "Otlicial  Business,"  and  should  report  to  the  Postma-ster  General  any  failure  to  transmit  them  in 
such  priority,  and  any  charge  made  iu  exce.ss  of  the  rates  above  jjre.scribcd. 

Each  conii)anj'  will  be  allowed  to  charge  for  messages  received  from  another  line  at  the  same  rate  as 
if  received  from  the  Government  direct,  at  the  point  of  transfer  for  transmis.sion  over  its  own  line.

AND  PRINTING.

BUREAU  OF  ENGRAVING  AND  PRINTING, 

Washington,  D.  C,  July  1,  1895. 

1.  The  following  act  is  published  for  the  iuformation  of  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing : 

Be  it  enacted,  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,  That  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  including  the  pieceworkers, 
shall  be  allowed  leave  of  absence  with  pay,  not  exceeding  thirty  days  in  any  one  year,  under  such  regula- 
tions and  at  such  times  as  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury, 
may  prescribe  and  designate:  Provided,  That  tlie  length  of  the  leave  of  absence  of  any  employee  of  said 
Bui'eau  doing  j)iecework,  and  the  pay  during  such  leave  of  absence,  shall  be  determined  by  the  average 
amount  of  work  doue  by  such  person  and  the  pay  therefor  during  the  several  months  of  the  year. 

Approved,  July  6,  1802. 

2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  appropi-iations  for  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing 
are  made  in  bulk,  and  in  order  that  all  payment  for  time  covered  by  leaves  of  absence  granted  shall  be 
from  the  appropriations  provided  for  each  year,  the  year  contemplated  by  the  act  shall  be  the  fiscal  year. 

3.  Leaves  of  absence,  under  this  act,  will  be  granted  on  written  application  from  time  to  time  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  work  of  the  Bureau  will  permit.  Superintendents  are  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  seeing  that  a  proper  proportion  of  the  employees  are  granted  leaves  of  absence  during  each  month  of 
the  year,  so  that  there  will  not  be  an  undue  proportion  of  employees  having  time  due  them  on  account  of 
their  leave  of  absence  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

4.  Leaves  of  absence  for  the  fall  period,  as  contemplated  in  the  law  and  these  regulations,  may  be 
granted  to  employees  who  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Bureau  for  one  year  or  over,  and  whose  record 
is  such  as  to  justify  the  belief  that  theii-  services  will  be  retained  during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

5.  Leaves  of  absence  to  employees,  except  pieceworkers,  who  have  been  in  the  service  of  the  Bureau 
for  less  than  one  year  will  be  at  the  rate  of  two  and  one-half  days  for  each  month  of  service  during  the 
current  fiscal  year. 

6.  Leaves  of  absence  for  the  full  period,  as  contemplated  in  the  law  and  these  regulations,  will  be 
granted  to  pieceworkers  who  have  executed  the  maximum  amount  of  work  which  the  whole  number  of 
working  days  permitted  during  a  ijeriod  of  one  year  preceding  the  grant  of  such  leave.  The  length  of 
the  leave  with  pay  which  shall  be  granted  to  pieceworkers  whose  services  and  consequent  earnings  are 
less  than  the  maximum  amount  of  work  which  ,the  whole  number  of  working  days  permitted  during  a 
period  of  one  year  iireceding  the  grant  of  such  leave,  shall  be  in  the  same  proportion  to  thirty  days  which 
the  amount  of  woi'k  executed  by  them  during  a  period  of  one  year  bears  to  the  maximum  of  work  whicli 
they  could  have  executed  during  the  same  period. 

7.  To  each  six  week  days'  leave  of  absence  granted,  whether  continuous  or  not,  one  day  shall  be 
added  for  Sundays  and  computed  as  a  part  of  the  thirty  days  allowed  by  law. 

8.  No  payment  shall  be  made  for  absence  unless  the  same  shall  be  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Chief 
of  Bureau. 


!».  The  rule  of  the  Biueau  that  "any  employee  absent  for  two  days  without  permission  first  obtained 
from  the  oftice  shall  he  deemed  to  have  relinqnished  his  or  her  position  in  the  Bureau,"  will  be  strictly 
enforced,  except  in  axm^H  where  the  absence  shall  be  due  to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the 
enii)loyec.  Absence  caused  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  vicious  habits  of  Ihe  emidoyee  will  not  be 
ti-ealed  its  within  this  exception. 

10.  The  general  rcfinlations  of  the  Department  respecting  absence  with  or  without  leave,  so  far  as 
they  may  be  applicable  under  the  above  act,  are  also  in  force  in  this  Bureau.

INSTEUCTIONS : 

1.  Bidders  may  quote  prices  for  any  of  the  articles  included  in  the  schedule,  but  the  right  is  reserved 
to  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

2.  Samples  will  be  furnished  by  bidders  when  called  for,  to  be  paid  for  at  the  prices  submitted  if 
accepted,  and  the  supplies  furnished  must  be  in  all  respects  equal  to  the  samples,  aud  of  the  same  manu- 
facturer's make.  Inferior  or  unsatisfactory  articles  will  be  rejected  in  every  case,  and  returned  at  owner's 
risk  and  expense.     Freight  charges  on  samples  should  be  paid  by  the  shipper. 

3.  The  character  of  the  sample  and  the  price  submitted  will  determine  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of 
any  bid.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  articles  embraced  in  the  schedule  may  be  obtained  accordingly  from 
any  bidder,  and  it  is  understood  that  each  bidder  is  willing  to  furnish  any  one  or  more  of  the  articles,  if 
called  upon  to  do  so,  at  the  prices  submitted. 

4.  In  the  case  of  any  manufactured  article  embraced  in  the  schedule,  the  name  of  maker  or  makers, 
whose  product  it  is  proposed  to  furnish,  must  invariably  be  stated  in  the  proposal. 

5.  Metric  quantities  are  preferred.  When  any  article  is  called  for  "in  bulk,"  the  quantities  must  be

and  one  thousand  grams  (a  kilogram)  as  equal  to  35.274  ounces  avoirdupois.  To  find  the  cost  of  any  article  in  grams,  the  price 
per  avoirdupois  pound  being  known,  multiply  that  price  by  3.3.  Example  :  1,000  grams,  at  one  dollar  per  avoirdupois  pound, 
costs  $3.30.

The  foUowiDg  instructions  are  promulgated  as  an  amendment  to  Section , XLII,  "Instructions  to 
Custodians  of  Public  Buildings,  1895,"  dated  March  1,  1895,  viz  :   . 

The  flag  of  the  United  States  shall  be  hoisted  over  all  public  buildings  under  the  control  of  the 
Treasury  Department  during  the  hours  of  business,  and  on  February  22,  May  30,  and  July  4,  from  sunrise 
to  sunset,  except  when  stormy  weather  prevents  its  display.  When  any  one  of  the  last  three  days  falls  on 
Sunday,  the  flag  is  to  be  displayed  on  the  day  that  is  observed  locally.  On  May  30  the  flag  should  be 
jilaced  at  half  staff. 

The  revenue  flag  will  also  be  displayed  over  Custom-Houses,  as  required  by  Article  No.  1513,  General 
Eegulations,  under  the  Customs  and  Navigation  laws.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs  : 

The  Department  having  been  advised  by  the  Postmaster-General  that  parcels  post  conventions  are 
now  in  force  between  the  United  States  and  the  following  countries,  viz :  Bahamas,  Barbados,  British 
Guiana,  British  Honduras,  Canada,  Colombia,  Costa  Eica,  Danish  "West  Indies,  Hawaii,  Jamaica, 
Leeward  Islands,  Mexico,  New  Foundland,  Salvador,  and  Windward  Islands,  which  conventions  contain 
substantially  the  same  provisions  as  to  dutiable  articles  imported  by  parcels  post,  the  regulations 
contained  in  the  Department's  Circular  of  October  3,  1887  (Synopsis  8512),  are  republished,  and  should  be 
applied  to  importations  by  parcels  post  from  the  several  countries  herein  enumerated,  as  follows : 

REQULATIONS. 

The  regulations  now  in  force  relative  to  articles  received  through  the  mails  will,  so  far  as  applicable, 
govern  in  the  collection  of  duties  on  merchandise  received  from  said  countries,  under  the  terms  of  the 
conventions. 

Inspecting  officers  will  note  on  the  form  of  customs  declaration,  a'ccompanying  each  j)arcel,  in  the 
columns  designated  therefor,  the  value,  rate  or  rates  of  duty  applicable  to  the  contents,  and  the  amount 
of  customs  charges  due  thereon. 

In  cases  where  the  value  has  been  filled  in  by  the  sender,  they  will  verify  the  same,  correcting  and 
filling  in  amounts  in  cases  where  the  value  stated  is  insufficient  or  has  not  been  extended  by  the  sender. 

Where  goods  are  to  be  forwarded  to  interior  ports  or  post-offices,  duties  will  be  collected  and 
accounted  for  in  the  manner  now  followed  on  importations  through  the  mail  from  other  countries.

The  Department  having  been  advised  that  merchandise  transported  in  bond  through  the  United 
States  and  consigned  on  bills  of  lading  to  interior  points  in  Mexico  is  frequently  stopped  in  transit  while 
on  board  cars  in  the  Free  Zone,  and  is  withdrawn  there  from  such  cars  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  March  1,  1895  (Department's  Circular  No.  51,  dated  March  18, 
1895),  prohibiting  the  transportation  in  bond  across  the  United  States  of  merchandise  intended  for  places 
in.  the  Free  Zone,  under  Section  3005,  Eevised  Statutes,  collectors  are  instructed  that  transportation  and 
exportation  bonds  given  for  the  due  transportation  across  the  United  States  of  merchandise  destined  for 
delivery  to  points  in  Mexico  outside  the  Free  Zone  will  be  canceled  only  upon  the  production  of  a 
certificate  in  the  following  form,  duly  verified  by  the  United  States  consul  fOr  the  district  to  which  the 
merchandise  was  consigned.     Article  453  of  the  Customs  Eegulatious  of  1892  is  amended  accordingly.

To  Collectors  and  other  Oflicers  of  the  Customs: 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  decided  in  the  case  of  Anthony  P.  Seeberger,  Collector, 
etc.,  plaintiff  in  error,  v.  The  Wright  &  Lawther  Oil  and  Lead  Manufacturing  Company  (Synopsis 
15907),  that  importers  of  linseed  are  entitled  to  an  allowance  for  dirt  and  other  impurities,  commonly 
called  "draff"  or  "draught,"  and  officers  of  the  customs  will  be  governed  hereafter  by  such  decision. 
Appraisers  will  report  in  each  case  the  proper  percentage  of  allowance  for  "draff." 

Where  importers  have  duly  protected  their  rights  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  refunds  may  be 
made  on  reliquidation  of  the  entries.  Such  allowance  for  "draff"  will  slightly  modify  the  rules  allowing 
drawback  on  the  oil  and  oil-cake  products  of  imported  linseed,  so  far  as  drawback  is  based  upon  the 
amount  of  duty  received  on  the  seed  (Synopsis  16024). 

The  following  provision  is  therefore  added  to  Department's  instructions  of  March  29,  1895,  Synopsis 
15807,  viz : 

In  case  the  dutiable  quantity  of  imported  seed  used  was  ascertained  on  liquidation  of  the  import 
entry  by  deducting  from  the  weight  of  the  seed  in  condition  as  imported  an  allowance  for  "draff"  on 
account  of  dirt  or  other  refuse  matter  therein,  the  rate  of  duty  paid  on  such  seed  per  bushel  of  56  pounds 
may  be  determined  by  deducting  from  the  tariff  rate  of  20  cents  per  bushel  a  percentage  thereof  corre- 
sponding to  the  percentage  of  weight  allowance  for  ' '  draif, ' '  and  the  rates  of  allowance  of  drawback  on  the 
oil  and  oil-cake  products  of  such  seed,  used  without  previous  winnowing  or  cleaning,  may  be  found  by 
substituting  and  using  the  duty  rate  found  by  such  deduction  per  bushel  of  56  pounds  in  place  of  the 
20- cent  duty  rate  used  in  the  proportions  and  formulas  appearing  in  the  aforesaid  instructions.  For 
example,  if  the  customary  allowance  of  4  per  cent  is  made  for  "draff,"  the  duty  rate  will  be  20  less 
4%  =  19.2  cents  per  bushel.

To  Supervising  and  Local  Inspectors  of  Steam  Vessels: 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  4414  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  amended  by 
the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  1,  1895,  it  is  jprovided  that  the  salaries  of  the  local  inspectors  of 
steam  vessels  shall  be  regulated  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  steamers  inspected  in  each  of  the  various 
districts,  as  follows : 

In  districts  inspecting  100  steamers  and  less,  to  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  year  each. 

In  districts  inspecting  over  100  and  less  than  150  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  $1,500  per  year  each. 

In  districts  inspecting  150  and  less  than  200  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  $l,80o  per  year  each. 

In  districts  inspecting  200  and  less  than  300  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  $2,000  per  year  each. 

In  districts  inspecting  300  and  less  than  500  steamers,  to  a  salary  of  $2,250  per  year  each. 

In  districts  inspecting  500  steamers  and  upward,  to  a  salary  of  $2,500  per  year  each. 

The  act  further  provides  that  the  basis  of  salaries  from  the  date  of  approval  of  the  act,  March  1, 
1895,  shall  be  on  the  report  of  inspections  for  the  preceding  year,  and  thereafter  according  to  number  of 
steamers  reported  inspected  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  which  shall  regulate  the  salaries  for  the  following 
year,  for  each  local  board,  as  reported  by  the  Supervising  Inspector-General. 

Therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  that  officer  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1895,  the 
salaries  of  local  inspectors  of  hulls  and  local  inspectors  of  boilers  from  July  1,  1895,  to  June  30,  1896, 
inclusive,  are  hereby  established,  as  follows  : 

For  the  districts  of  Evansville,  Ind. :  Louisville,  Ky.;  Memphis,  Tenn.;' Nashville,  Tenn. ;  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio;  Gallipolis,  Ohio;  Wheeling,  W.  Va.;  Burlington,  Vt. ;  Jacksonville,  Fla. ;  Bangor,  Me.; 
Galveston,  Tex.;  and  Apalachieola,  Pla.,  at  the  rate  of  $1,200  per  year  for  each  local  inspector. 

For  the  districts  of  New  Haven,  Conn.;  Savannah,  Ga. ;  Charleston,  S.  C. ;  Dubuque,  Iowa;  Superior 
(Marquette,  Mich.);  Mobile,  Ala.;  and  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  at  the  rate  of  $1,500  per  year  for  each  local 
inspector.

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Section  3255  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
I  do  hereby,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  exempt  distillers  of  brandy  made 
exclusively  from  apples,  peaches,  or  grapes  from  so  much  of  the  provisions  of  Section  62  of  the  Act  of 
August  28,  1894  (Section  3318  A,  Internal  Eevenue  Compilation  of  1894),  as  provides  "That  he  (every 
distiller)  shall  be  required  to  keep  the  book  prescribed  by  Section  thirty-three  hundred  and  eighteen  of 
the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  or  so  much  as  shall  show  the  date  when  he  sent  out  any  spirits, 
the  serial  numbers  of  the  packages  containing  same,  the  kind  and  quality  of  the  spirits  in  wine  gallons 
and  taxable  gallons,  the  serial  numbei'S  of  the  stamps  on  the  packages,  and  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  person  to  whom  sent;  and  the  provisions  of  Section  5  of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  amend  the 
laws  relating  to  internal  revenue,'  approved  March  fifth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  as  to 
transcripts,  shall  apply  to  such  books.  Any  failure,  by  reason  of  refusal  or  willful  neglect,  to  furnish  the 
transcript  by  him  shall  subject  the  spirits  owned  or  distilled  by  him  to  forfeiture."

It  having  been  represented  to  this  Department  that  merchandise  transported  in  bond  through  the 
United  States  consigned  on  bills  of  lading  to  interior  points  in  Mexico  outside  the  limits  of  the  Free 
Zone,  is  invariably  entered  at  the  Mexican  custom-house  on  the  frontier,  whence  it  is  forwarded  to  points 
of  destination  in  the  interior  after  full  duties  have  been  paid,  collectors  and  other  officers  of  the  customs 
are  instructed  that  the  consular  verification  provided  for  by  Department's  Circular  No.  133  of  July 
24,  1895,  will  be  made  hereafter  at  the  Mexican  frontier,  said  circular  being  amended  hereby  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  verification  by  the  United  States  Consul  for  the  district  through  which  the  merchandise 
was  imported,  who  shall  certify  that  the  merchandise  has  passed  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Free  Zone,  and 
shall  require  satisfactory  evidence  of  payment  of  the  full  and  regular  duties  as  assessed  by  the  Government 
of  Mexico  on  goods  destined  for  points  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Free  Zone.

On  account  of  the  officially  reported  prevalence  of  cholera  in  Hongkong  and  Yokohama,  and  other 
Chinese  and  Japanese  ports,  and  in  Honolulu,  attention  is  called  to  Article  V  of  the  Quarantine  Eegula- 
tious.  Treasury  Department,  to  be  observed  at  foreign  ports,  issued  April  26,  1894. 

No  special  provision  having  been  reported  from  these  ports  for  proper  disinfection  of  suspected 
baggage,  it  is  hereby  ordered  on  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon-General  of  the  Marine-Hospital  Service, 
that  all  unlabelled  baggage  of  steerage  passengers,  including  hand  baggage,  and  all  labelled  baggage  of 
said  passengers,  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  quarantine  oflficer  should  be  disinfected  or  redisinfected, 
arriving  from  Oriental  ports,  including  ports  of  Hawaii,  at  any  port  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  Washington, 
or  California,  shall  be  disinfected  as  provided  in  Article  VII  of  the  Quarantine  Eegulations  for  domestic 
ports,  before  being  landed. 

This  regulation  will  also  apply  to  any  other  baggage  which  the  quarantine  officer  may  suspect  of 
being  infected.

When  lying  at  depots  or  at  anchor  near  the  same,  no  colors  shall  be  shown,  except  as  mentioned 
below. 

On  Sundays  and  National  Holidays  colors  shall  always  be  shown,  unless  the  weather  be  such  as  to 
prevent. 

Whenever  an  officer  of  the  Light-House  Establishment  or  a  member  of  the  Light-House  Board  is 
afloat  in  a  vessel  of  the  Light-House  Establishment,  the  light-house  flag  shall  be  shown  at  the  mainmast 
head. 

No  other  flags  shall  be  shown  by  vessels  of  the  Light-House  Establishment,  except  for  the  purpose  of 
dressing  ship  upon  proper  occasions. 

When  shown,  colors  shall  be  hoisted  at  8  a.  m.,  and  hauled  down  at  sunset..  At  such  times  all 
persons  in  the  Light-House  Service,  who  may  be  present,  shall  salute  by  facing  the  colors  and  removing 
their  hats. 

Light- vessels  shall  aisplay  colors  and  light-house  flag  to  all  passing  vessels  of  war  and  vessels  of  the 
Light-House  Service.

Sir  :  I  transmit  herewith,  for  your  information,  a  copy  of  an  order  dated  the  28th  of  August,  1895, 
relative  to  the  exportation  of  meat,  received  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.  The  Secretary  requests 
that  collectors  of  customs  be  directed  to  withhold  clearance  for  any  vessel  which  has  on  board  any  meat 
which  is  not  accompanied  by  the  required  certificate,  unless  it  is  marked  to  show  that  it  is  from  animals 
for  which  such  certificate  is  not  required,  or  bears  the  meat  inspection  tags  or  stamps  of  the  Department 
of  Agriculture. 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1895,  provides  that  no  clearance  shall  be  given  to  any  vessel  having 
on  board  meats  as  mentioned  therein,  until  the  owner  or  shipper  shall  obtain  from  an  inspector  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  a  certificate  that  the  cattle  from  which  the  meat  was  made  were  free  from 
disease,  and  that  their  meat  is  sound  and  wholesome. 
Yon  will  please  be  governed  accordingly.

ORDER  CONCERNING  THE  EXPORTATION  OP  MEA.T.

Whereas  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  Blarch  3,  1891,  as  amended  in  the  Act  approved 
March  2,  1895,  provides  as  follows  : 

SEcrroN  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agricnltnre  shall  also  canse  to  be  made  a  careful  inspection  of  all 
live  cattle,  the  meat  of  which,  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  packed,  cured,  or  otherwise  prepared,  is 
intended  for  exportation  to  any  foreign  country,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
think  proper,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  said  cattle  are  free  from  disease,  and  their  meat  sound  and 
wholesome,  and  may  appoint  inspectors  who  shall  be  authorized  to  give  an  official  certificate  clearly  stating 
the  condition  in  which  such  cattle  and  meat  are  found,  and  no  clearance  shall  be  given  to  any  vessel  having 
on  board  any  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  or  jmcked  beef,  being  the  meat  of  cattle  killed  after  the  passag^ 
of  this  act  for  exportation  to  and  sale  in  a  foieign  country  from"  any  port  in  the  United  States  until  tlie 
owner  or  shipper  shall  obtain  from  an  inspector  appointed  under  the'provisionsof  this  act  a  certificate  that 
said  cattle  were  free  from  disease  and  that  their  meat  is  sound  and  wholesome.  , 

It  is  ordered  that  from  and  after  September  16, 1895,  all  beef  offered  for  transportation,  whethei-  fresh, 
salted,  canned,  corned,  or  packed,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  showing  that  the  cattle  from  which 
it  was  produced  were  free  from  disease,  and  the  meat  sound  and  wholesome,  by  an  inspector  of  this  Depart- 
ment. And  ia  order  that  it  may  be  determined  whether  all  beef  exported  has  been  so  inspected  and  found 
to  be  wholesome,  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  meat  of  all  other  species  of  animals,  which  for  any  reason 
does  not  bear  the  inspection  tags  and  stamps  of  this  Department,  shall  be  packed  in  barrels,  cases,  or  other 
packages,  which  are  legibly  marked  in  such  manner  as  to  clearly  indicate  the  species  of  animal  from  which 
the  meat  was  produced.  Meat  which  is  not  so  marked  and  which  is  not  accomi)anied  by  a  certificate  of 
inspection  will  be  classed  as  uninspected  beef  and  will  not  be  allowed  exportation. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  to  exporters  of  meat,  whether  said  meat  is  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  packed, 
or  otherwise  prepared,  and  to  owners  and  agents  of  vessels  upon  which  said  meat  is  exported,  that  no 
clearance  can  be  given  to  any  vessel  having  on  board  said  meat  until  the  provisions  of  this  order  are 
complied  with.

Department  Circular  No.  75,  of  April  12,  1895,  giving  information  respecting  the  pelagic  catch  of 
fur  seals,  the  last  paragraph  of  which  requires  that  a  vessel,  having  been  found  to  have  taken  seals  in  the 
award  area,  without  a  special  license,  shall  he  refused  entry,  and  the  facts  reported  at  once  to  the  United 
States  district  attorney  for  his  action,  is  amended  hereby  in  such  manner  as  to  provide  that  every  vessel 
engaged  in  fur-seal  fishing,  arriving  at  a  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States,  shall  he  permitted  to  enter  in 
the  usual  manner,  but  that  delivery  of  her  cargo  shall  be  withheld  until  by  a  proper  examination,  and 
a  comparison  between  the  log  book  and  the  master's  affidavit  of  location  and  catch  for  each  day,  it  shall 
appear  whether  or  not  said  vessel  has  been  engaged  in  fur-seal  fishing  within  the  area  described  by 
article  2  of  the  Paris  award  without  the  special  license  provided  by  article  4  of  said  award,  or,  if 
licensed,  whether  engaged  in  said  fishing  in  said  area  during  the  "closed  season"  (from  May  1  to 
July  31),  mentioned  in  said  article  2,  or  whether  any  other  violation  of  the  Paris  award  and  the  act  of 
Congress,  approved  April  6,  1894,  has  been  committed  by  said  vessel.  If  such  facts  appear,  they  should 
be  reported  at  once  to  the  United  States  distiict  attorney  for  action  under  section  8  of  said  act  of  April  6, 
1894,  and  this  Department  duly  advised.

SHOOKS  IMPORTED  UNDER  PARAGRAPH  216  OF  IRE  ACT  OF  AUGUST  28,  1894.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs  : 

Paragraph  216  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  provides  as  follows : 

"Oranges,  lemons,  and  limes,  in  packages,  at  the  rate  of  eight  cents  per  cubic  foot  of  capacity;  in 
bulk,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  one  thousand ;  and  in  addition  thereto  a  duty  of  thirty  per  centum  ad 
valorem  upon  the  boxes  or  barrels  containing  such  oranges,  lemons,  or  limes :  Provided,  That  the  thin 
wood,  so-called,  comprising  the  sides,  tops,  and  bottoms  of  orange  and  lemon  boxes  of  the  growth  and 
manufacture  of  the  United  States,  exported  as  orange  and  lemon  box  shooks,  may  be  reimported  in 
completed  form,  filled  with  oranges  and  lemons,  by  the  payment  of  duty  at  one-half  the  rate  imposed  on 
similar  boxes  of  entirely  foreign  growth  and  manufacture." 

Under  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  by  Section  2949  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  Collectors  and  other  ofiBcers  of  the  customs  are  instructed  hereby  that  the  regulations  contained 
in  Article  337  of  the  Customs  Regulations  of  1892,  in  regard  to  domestic  shooks  exported  and  returned 
as  boxes,  shall  be  applied,  so  far  as  practicable,  to  all  importations  of  lemou  and  orange  boxes  specified 
in  the  above-quoted  proviso.  Thin  wood  exported  for  the  purpose  of  being  used  in  the  construction  of 
orange  and  lemon  boxes  must  be  specially  designated  in  the  outward  manifest  on  exportation,  said 
proviso  applying  only  to  such  wood  as  shall  be  distinctly  "exported  as  orange  and  lemon  box  shooTcs."  The 
Consular  records  which  have  been  established  under  the  instructions  of  the  Department  of  State,  will 
hereafter  indicate  such  shooks  as  have  been  exported  as  "orange  and  lemon  box-shooks,"  and  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  Consul  should  show  that  the  exportaljion  from  abroad  includes  only  shooks  designated  as  above. 
The  affidavit  of  the  foreign  shipper  will  be  modified  to  agree  with  the  facts  in  shipments  of  boxes  not  wholly 
made  of  shooks  the  product  of  the  United  States,  and  the  certificate  of  the  Consul  should,  when  neces- 
sary, be  modified  so  as  to  agree  with  the  facts  in  each  case.  A  certificate  of  the  exportation  of  shooks 
designated  as  "orange  and  lemon  box  shooks"  will  be  furnished  by  Collectors  on  application  by  the 
exporter  at  the  time  of  exportation,  and  this  certificate  must  be  filed  with  the  entry  of  the  respective 
boxes  under  paragraph  216.

AN  ACT  to  proTide  for  the  establishment  of  life-savmg  stations  and  houses  of  rtfuge  upon  the  sea  and  lake  coasts  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  promote  the  efBciency  of  the  Life-SaTing  Service. 

£e  it  enacted,  hy  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United.  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  :

Sec.  7.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  to  be  prepared  medals  of  honor, 
with  suitable  devices,  to  be  distinguished  as  life-saving  medals  of  the  first  and  second  class,  which  shall 
be  bestowed  upon  any  persons  who  shall  hereafter  endanger  their  own  lives  in  saving  or  endeavoring  to 
save  lives  from  perils  of  the  sea,  within  the  United  States,  or  upon  any  American  vessel :  Provided,  That 
the  medal  of  the  first  class  shall  be  confined  to  cases  of  extreme  and  heroic  daring ;  and  that  the  medal  of 
the  second  class  shall  be  given  in  cases  not  sufficiently  distinguished  to  deserve  the  medal  of  the  first  class  : 
Provided,  also,  That  no  award  of  either  medal  shall  be  made  to  any  person  until  sufficient  evidence  of  his 
deserving  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and  entered  upon  the  records  of  the 
Department.

AH  ACT  to  organize  the  Life-Saving  Service. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Bouse  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Am,erica  in  Congress  assembled  : 

Sec.  12.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  bestow  tjie  life-saving  medal  of 
the  second  class  upon  persons  making  such  signal  exertions  in  rescuing  and  succoring  the  shipwrecked, 
and  saving  persons  from  drowning,  as,  in  his  opinion,  shall  merit  such  recognition. 

Approved,  June  18,  1878. 


A'E  ACT  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Life-Saving  Service,  and  to  encourage  the  saving  of  life  from  shipwreck. 
Be  it  enacted  bytheSenateandBouseof  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled: 

Sec.  9.  That  the  life-saving  medals  of  the  first  and  second  class  authorized  by  the  provisions  of 
the  seventh  section  of  the  Act  of  July  twentieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  shall  be  hereafter 
designated  as  the  gold  and  silver  life  saving  medal  respectively,  and  any  person  who  has  received  or  may 
hereafter  receive  either  of  said  medals  under  the  provisions  of  said  section,  or  the  twelfth  section  of  the 
Act  of  June  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight,  and  who  shall  again  perform  an  act  which 


would  entitle  him  to  a  medal  of  the  same  class  under  said  ijrovisions,  shall  receive,  and  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized  to  award,  in  lieu  of  a  second  medal,  a  bar,  suitably  inscribed,  of  the 
same  metal  as  the  medal  to  which  said  person  would  be  entitled,  to  be  attached  to  a  ribbon  of  such 
description  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  which  may  be  fastened  to  the  medal  already 
bestowed  upon  said  person ;  and  for  every  such  additional  act  an  additional  bar  may  be  added.  And  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  whenever  any  person  becomes  entitled 
to  a  bar  representing  a  gold  medal,  to  award  him,  in  addition  to  said  bar,  such  token  as  it  is  customary 
to  award  in  acknowledgment  of  the  services  of  masters  and  crews  of  foreign  vessels  in  rescuing  American 
citizens  from  shipwreck.

The  Attorney-General,  under  date  of  January  30,  1895,  has  rendered  an  opinion  that  the  statutes 
authoi-izing  the  award  of  life-saving  medals  apply  to  the  rescue  of  those  persons  only  who,  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  life-saving  station,  life-boat  station  or  house  of  refuge,  are  in  danger  of  drowning  in  any  of  the  waters 
over  which  the  United  States,  by  reason  of  their  right  to  regulate  foreign  and  interstate  commerce,  have 
jurisdiction,  and  that'  the  purpose  of  such  statutes  is  to  cause  such  medals  to  be  bestowed  upon  the 
members,  whether  regular  or  volunteer,  and  whether  permanent  or  temporary,  of  the  life-saving  crews  ; 
and  that  the  terms  "succoring  the  shipwrecked,"  and  "saving  persons  from  drowning,"  employed  in 
section  12,  act  approved  June  IS,  1878,  authorizing  the  bestowal  of  life-saving  medals  of  the  second  class, 
were  intended  to  embrace  only  those  persons  who  were  suffering  from  the  perils  of  the  sea,  either  by 
actual  shipwreck  or  from  being  upon  or  connected  with  any  vessel  in  distress.

OEDEE  CONCEENING  THE  BXPOETATIO]!^  OP  MEAT. 

U.  S.  Depaetmbnt  op  Agriculture, 
Office  of  the  Secretary, 

Washington,  D.  C,  October  6,  1895. 
Whereas,  Section  2  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1891,  as  amended  in  the  act  approved 
March  2,  1895,  provides  as  follows : 

Section  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  also  cause  to  be  made  a  careful  inspection  of  all 
live  cattle,  the  meat  of  which,  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  packed,  cured,  or  otherwise  prepared,  is 
intended  for  exportation  to  any  foreiga  country,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
think  proper,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  said  cattle  are  free  from  disease,  and  their  meat  sound  and 
wholesome,  and  may  appoint  inspectors  who  shall  be  authorized  to  give  an  official  certificate  clearly 
stating  the  condition  in  which  such  cattle  and  meat  are  found,  aud  no  clearance  shall  be  given  to  any 
vessel  having  on  board  any  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  or  packed  beef,  being  the  meat  of  cattle  killed 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  for  exportation  to  and  sale  in  a  foreign  country  from  any  port  in  the  United 
States  until  the  owner  or  shipper  shall  obtain  from  an  inspector  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
a  certificate  that  said  cattle  were  free  from  disease  and  that  their  meat  is  sound  and  wholesome. 

It  is  ordered,  That  all  beef  offered  for  exportation,  whether  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  or  packed, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  an  inspector  of  this  Department  showing  that  the  cattle  from 
which  it  was  produced  were  free  from  disease,  and  that  the  meat  was  sound  and  wholesome.  And  in 
order  that  it  may  be  determined  whether  all  beef  exjDorted  has  been  so  inspected  and  found  free  from 
disease  and  wholesome,  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  meat  of  all  other  species  of  animals  which  is  packed 
in  barrels,  cases,  or  other  packages,  shall  be  legibly  marked  in  such  manner  as  to  clearly  indicate  the 


species  of  animals  from  which  the  meat  was  produced.  Meat  which  is  not  so  marked,  and  which  is  not 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection,  will  be  subject  to  unpacking  and  examination  in  order  to 
ascertain  if  it  is  uninspected  beef. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  to  exporters  of  beef,  whether  said  beef  is  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  packed, 
or  otherwise  prepared,  and  to  owners  and  agents  of  vessels  upon  which  said  beef  is  exported,  that  no 
clearance  can  be  given  to  any  vessel  having  on  board  said  beef  until  the  provisions  of  this  order  are 
comi)lied  with. 

As  reliable  evidence  has  been  submitted  showing  that  a  large  quantity  of  inspected  beef  has  been 
prepared  for  exportation,  the  identity  of  which  has  been  lost  in  the  process  of  curing,  and  that  the 
immediate  enforcement  of  this  order  would  i^revent  the  fulfillment  of  many  contracts  now  outstanding, 
and  as  it  is  also  evident  that  the  inspection  force  of  this  Department  must  be  increased  before  the  affected 
trade  can  be  properly  accommodated,  it  is  directed  that  this  order  shall  not  be  enforced  until  January  1, 
1896. 

All  orders  and  regulations  of  this  Department  inconsistent  with  this  order  are  hereby  revoked.

This  office  being  satisfied  that  the  rules  concerDing  the  admeasurement  for  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the 
United  States  have  been  substantially  adopted  by  the  Government  of  Denmark,  Danish  vessels  arriving 
in  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  their  certificates  of  registry 
or  other  national  papers,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  such  vessels,  when  furnished  with  such  certifi- 
cates, to  be  readmeasured  in  any  port  of  the  United  States.  Danish  steam  vessels  having  an  appendix 
to  their  certificates,  stating  their  measurement  according  to  the  so-called  "English  rule,"  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  the  appendix,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  such  vessels  to  be 
readmeasured. 

The  amount  of  any  deductions  and  omissions,  however,  not  authorized  by  the  admeasurement  laws 
of  the  United  States,  must  be  added  to  the  register  tonnage  of  such  vessels.     (Eegulations,  1892.)

This  office  being  satisfied  that  the  rules  concerning  the  admeasurement  for  tonnage  of  vessels  of  the 
United  States  have  been  substantially  adopted  by  the  Government  of  Germany,  German  vessels  arriving 
in  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  be  deemed  to  be  of  the  tonnage  denoted  in  their  certificates  of  registry 
or  other  national  papers,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  such  vessels,  when  furnished  with  such  certifi- 
cates, to  be  readmeasured  in  any  port  of  the  United  States. 

The  amount  of  any  deductions  and  omissions,  however,  not  authorized  by  the  admeasurement  laws 
of  the  United  States,  must  be  added  to  the  register  tonnage  of  such  vessels.     (Regulations,  1892.)

Separate  series  of  serial  numbers  will  be  used,  as  follows : 

(a)  For  registers  (not  generally  used  on  northern  frontiers  and  western  rivers). 
(&)  For  enrollments. 

(c)  For  licenses  issuing  to  vessels  not  enrolled  (not  used  on  northern  frontiers). 

(d)  For  licenses  issuing  to  enrolled  vessels. 

(e)  For  licenses  issuing  to  enrolled  yachts. 
(/)  For  licenses  issuing  to  yachts  not  enrolled. 

Every  register,  enrollment,  and  license  to  a  vessel  not  enrolled  should  contain  the  date  and  place  of 
original  building  and  a  citation  of  the  previous  marine  document.  This  citation  should  be  in  the  following 
form: 

"P.  E.  (insert  P.  E.,  T.  E.,  P.  E.,  T.  E.,  or  Lie.)  No.  80,  issued  at  Bath,  June  1,  1895,  property 
changed."  (Insert  true  cause  of  surrender.)  The  year  and  day  of  month  should  be  in  figures  in  the 
citation. 

SUEEBNDEE   OF  MARINE   DOCUMENTS. 

Every  marine  document  surrendered  should  be  so  indorsed  as  to  show  the  date,  place,  and  cause  of 
surrender,  and  on  the  next  line  below,  the  number  and  description  of  the  new  marine  paper  issuing. 
Copies  of  lost  marine  papers  should  be  indorsed  in  the  same  manner  as  originals  with  the  addition  of  the 
words  "Copy,  in  lieu  of  lost  original." 

The  monthly  abstract.  Cat.  No.  340,  together  with  all  marine  documents  surrendered  elsewhere  than 
at  the  port  of  issue  or,  if  there  be  no  transactions.  Cat.  No.  333,  must  be  sent  promptly  at  the  end  of  each 
month.     Neither  of  these  abstracts  should  be  sent  in  the  package  with  the  quarterly  accounts  of  tonnage. 

QUARTERLY  ACCOUNTS  OF  TONNAGE. 

The  quarterly  accounts  should  embrace : 

1.  A  transmitting  letter.  Cat.  No.  334,  and  abstracts  for  each  division  mentioned  in  Cat.  No.  334, 
under  which  there  have  been  transactions  during  the  quarter,  and  Cat.  No.  332,  when  there  is  an  outstanding 
balance  but  no  transactions  during  the  quarter. 

2.  Separate  abstracts.  Cat.  No.  325,  of  vessels  built,  lost,  abandoned,  sold  foreign,  wrecked  and 
repaired  (foreign  vessels),  and  an  abstract  of  changes  of  home  port,  rig,  tonnage,  dimensions,  etc.,  when 
there  have  been  transactions  under  these  titles  during  the  quarter. 

3.  Duplicates  of  all  registers  (Cat.  No.  335),  and  enrollments  issued  (not  to  have  paper  seals).  The 
existing  Department  regulations  do  not  require  that  duplicates  of  licenses  issuing  shall  be  sent. 

4.  All  registers,  enrollments,  and  licenses  surrendered  during  the  quarter,  together  with  indorsed 
copies  of  lost  documents.

IMPOBTATION  OF  NEAT  CATTLE. 


BY  THE  PEESIDENT  OF  THE  TJI^ITED  STATES  OP  AMEEICA. 

A   PROCLAMATION.   '.    ' 

Whereas  section  17  of  the  act  of  August  28,  lS94,  entitled  'An  Act  to  reduce  taxation,  to  provide 
revenue  for  the  Government  and  for  other  purposes,.''  prohil>its  "the  importation  of  neat  cattle  and  the 
hides  of  neat  cattle  from  any  foreign  country  into  the  United  :States,". 

And  whereas  it  is  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress  ajjproved  Mari3h  2, 1895,  entitled  "An  Act  Making 
appropriations  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six,"  "That  whenever  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  certify  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  what  countries  or  parts  of  countries  are  free  from'contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of  domestic 
animals,  and  that  neat  cattle  and  hides  can  be  imported  from  such  countries  without  danger  to  the  domestic 
animals  of  the  United  States,  the  President  of  the  United  States  may  suspend  the  prohibition  of  the  impor- 
tation of  neat  cattle  and  hides  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 

And  whereas  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  now  certified  to  me  that  the  countries  of  Norway,  Sweden, 
Holland,  Great  Britain,  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands,  and  the  countries  of  North,  Central  and  South 
America,  including  Mexico,  are  so  far  free  fi'om  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of  domestic  animals  that 
neat  cattle  may  be  imported  from  those  countries  into  the  United  States,  under  the  sanitary  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  without  danger  to  the  domestic  animals  of  the  United  States ; 
and  that  so  far  as  the  countries  above  named,  as  well  as  all  other  countries  from  which  hides  are  imported 
into  the  United  States,  are  concerned,  they  are  so  far  free  from  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  of  domestic 
animals  that  hides  of  neat  cattle  can  be  imported  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  under  proper  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  without  danger  to  the  domestic  animals  of  the  United  States ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  suspend  the  prohibi- 
tion, of  the  importation  of  neat  cattle  from  the  countries  of  Norway,  Sweden,  Holland,  Great  Britain, 
Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands,  and  the  countries  of  North,  Central  and  South  America,  including  Mexico, 


and  of  the  hides  of  neat  cattle  from  all  parts  of  the  woi'ld,  but  all  importations  of  neat  cattle  shall  be  made 
under  the  sanitary  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  and  all  importations  of  hides 
shall  be  made  under  proper  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United  States  to 
be  affixed.

To  Chief  Officers  of  Customs: 

The  following  regulations  are  prescribed  for  the  more  perfect  preparation  of  the  Statement  of  Inspec- 
tion Certificates  Eeceived  and  Issued  under  the  steamboat-inspection  laws,  required  to  be  rendered  by  all 
chief  officers  of  customs  in  whose  collection  districts  inspections  of  steam  vessels  are  made  : 

1.  The  statement  must  be  reodered  promptly  after  the  expiration  of  each  quarter,  upon  Gat.  No.  2^0,  and 
be  forwarded  in  an  envelope  addressed  to  "The  Supervising  Inspectoi'-General  of  Steam  Vessels,  Treasury- 
Department,  Washington,  D.  C." 

The  proper  blank  forms  and  printed  envelopes  will  be  furnished  upon  requisition. 

2.  The  statement  must  be  filled  out  in  strict  accordance  with  these  regulations.  It  must  show  the 
name  of  the  collection  district  or  port,  the  exact  period  for  which  it  is  rendered,  and  the  place  where,  and 
the  date  when,  it  was  actually  signed.     The  indorsement  spaces  must  also  be  properly  filled  out. 

3.  In  case  no  business  was  transacted,  the  statement  will  be  rendered  on  the  prescribed  blank  form, 
with  the  report  "N"o  transactions"  written  across  its  face. 

4.  In  the  schedule  are  to  be  reported  (1)  the  certificates  brought  forward  from  the  previous  quarterly 
statement,  and  (2)  the  certificates  received  at  the  several  custom-houses  of  the  district  during  the  period 
covered  by  the  statement.  They  must  be  accounted  for  in  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  parts  into  which 
the  schedule  is  divided,  namely,  "Inspection  certificates  issued"  and  "Certificates  remaining  on  hand," 
according  as  they  were  finally  disposed  of  or  not.  Those  certificates  which  were  actually  issued  to  the 
master  or  owner  of  the  vessel  named  therein,  in  accordance  with  section  4423,  Revised  Statutes,  will  be 
reported  in  the  first  part  (columns  1  to  7,  inclusive)  as  finally  disposed  of;  and  those  which  were  not  so 
issued  at  the  close  of  business  hours  on  the  last  day  of  the  quarter  will  be  reported  in  the  second  part 
(columns  8  and  9),  to  be  carried  into  the  next  quarterly  statement. 

5.  The  total  number  of  vessels  and  total  amount  of  net  tonnage  must  he  given. 

INSPECTION  CERTIFICATES   ISSUED. 

Every  certificate  issued  will  be  reported  in  columns  1  to  7,  inclusive. 

6.  In  the  column  "ISTames  of  steamers,"  should  be  entered  the  name  of  the  steamer  in  the  exact  form 
in  which  it  is  written  in  the  body  of  the  original  certificate,  which  must  conform  in  every  respect  with 
the  official  name  as  entered  in  the  vessel's  marine  documents. 

The  marine  documents  in  force  at  the  date  of  the  inspection  are,  for  the  purpose  of  the  name  in  the 
inspection  cei'tificate,  the  standard  by  which  the  correctness  of  the  official  name  is  to  be  determined. 
Should  the  name  entered  in  the  certificate  be  abbreviated  or  misspelled,  or  be  otherwise  erroneous  in 
form,  the  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  should  be  notified  of  the  fact  previous  to  the  preparation  of  the  three 
certified  copies,  in  order  that  they  may  make  the  appropriate  correction. 


7.  In  the  coluiuu  "Class  of  certificates  granted,"  should  be  reported  the  character  of  the  steamer, 
according  to  its  employuieut,  as  indicated  in  the  form  of  the  certificate  granted.  The  several  classes  are : 
Steamers  certificated  on  Forms  2113  and  2113J,  "  Ocean  Passenger"  and  ^'Inland  Passenger;"  on  Forms  2114 
and  2114:1,  ^' Ferry;"  on  Forms  2115  and  2115J,  ^^ Freight,"  ^'■Towing,"  '■^ Canal,"  ^'■Fishing,"  ^' Lighter,^' 
^'Wrecking,"  etc.,  as  specified  in  the  body  of  the  certificate;  and  on  Form  2116,  ^'Pleasure  Yacht." 

There  are  no  "Tug"  and  "Yacht"  certificates,  and  steamers  heretofore  so  called  must  be  classed  as 
"Towing,"  "Pleasure  Yacht,"  or  other,  according  to  the  form  on  which  they  are  certificated. 

S.  In  the  column  "Gross  tonnage,"  should  be  reported  the  gross  tonnage  of  the  steamer  as  entered 
in  the  body  of  the  inspection  certificate,  which  must  conform  with  the  official  gross  tonnage  as  recorded 
in  the  steamer's  marine  documents. 

In  the  case  of  undocumented  steamers,  the  estimated  tonnage  entered  in  the  inspection  certificate  will 
be  reported,  with  the  abbreviation  "Est."  preceding  the  figures,  to  indicate  that  the  vessel  is  not  docu- 
mented, and  therefore  has  no  official  tonnage. 

As  the  net  tonnage  is  determined  by  making  certain  deductions  from  the  gross  tonnage,  it  follows  that 
every  steamer  having  an  official  tonnage  must  have  a  gross  tonnage. 

9.  In  the  column  "Net  tonnage,"  should  be  reported  the  net  tonnage  as  entered  in  the  body  of  the 
inspection  certificate,  which  must  conform  with  the  figures  entered  in  the  item  "Net  tonnage"  in  the 
tonnage  space  of  the  steamer's  marine  dociiments. 

In  the  case  of  undocumented  steamers,  the  estimated  tonnage  entered  in  the  inspection  certificate  will 
be  reported. 

The  marine  documents  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  inspection  are,  for  the  purpose  of  the  gross  and  net 
tonnage  in  the  inspection  certificate,  the  standard  by  which  the  correctness  of  the  official  gross  and 
net  tonnage  is  to  be  determined.  Should  the  tonnage  entered  in  the  certificate  be  erroneous  the  inspectors 
of  steam  vessels  should  be  notified  of  the  fact  previous  to  the  preparation  of  the  three  certified  copies,  in 
order  that  they  may  make  the  proper  corrections. 

10.  In  the  column  "Names  of  inspectors"  should  be  reported  the  names  of  the  inspectors  of  steam 
vessels  who  signed  the  certificate. 

11.  In  the  column  "Date  of  receipt  of  certificates"  should  be  reported  the  precise  date  on  which  the 
original  certificate  was  actually  received  at  the  custom-house  or  the  subport  to  which  it  was  delivered 
by  the  inspectors  of  steam  vessels. 

12.  In  the  column  "Date  of  issue  of  certified  copies"  should  be  reported  the  date  on  which  the  three 
certified  copies  required  to  be  given  to  inspected  steamers  were  actually  delivered  to  the  master  or  owner, 
in  accordance  with  section  4423,  Eevised  Statutes. 

The  particular  transaction  to  be  reported,  it  will  be  observed,  is  the  passing  out  of  the  certified  copies 
from  the  possession  of  the  customs  officer  issuing  the  same,  not  the  mere  preparation  of  them  for  future 
delivery. 

Certificates  having  been  issued,  they  are  finally  disposed  of,  and  are  not  to  be  again  reported  in  suc- 
ceeding statements. 

CERTIFICATES  REMAINING  ON   HAND. 

Every  certificate  not  issued  or  otherwise  not  finally  disposed  of  at  the  close  of  business  hours  on  the 
last  day  of  the  quarter  should  be  reported  in  columns  S  and  9. 

13.  The  columns  "Names  of  steamers"  and  "Date  of  receipt  of  certificates"  should  be  filled  out  in 
strict  accordance  with  regulations  6  and  11  above. 

Each  certificate  reported  as  remaining  on  hand  must  be  accounted  for  in  the  succeeding  quarterly 
statements  as  long  as  it  is  not  finally  disposed  of  by  being  regularly  issued  or  by  being  filed  in  accordance 
with  regulation  15  below. 
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«&"  14.  Certificates  should  be  issued  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  Inspection,  whether  the  steamer 
remains  in  service  or  not ;  but  should  a  certificate  be  reported  more  than  once  as  remaining  on  hand,  an 
explanation  in  a  footnote  must  be  made  showing  the  cause  of  the  failure  of  the  officer  of  customs  to  issue 
it  in  due  time. 

B®"  15.  Certificates  not  issued  that  have  fully  expired,  or  that  have  become  absolutely  useless  by 
reason  of  the  vessels  being  wrecked  or  other  valid  cause,  may  be  finally  disposed  of  by  filing  them  with 
the  permanent  records  of  the  custom-house,  with  the  facts  in  the  case  indorsed  thereon.  Certificates  so 
disposed  of  must  be  reported  in  colums  1  to  6,  inclusive,  of  the  schedule,  with  a  reference  mark  in  column 
7  leading  to  any  explanatory  note  stating  the  facts  in  the  case,  substantially  in  the  following  form. 

"*  Certificate  filed,  by  reason  of  its  expiration,  on ,  189     ;"  or  "  f  Certificate  filed,  the  vessel  having 

been  totally  destroyed  by  fire  at ,  on ,  189    ,"  etc. 

16.  Certificates  can  not  properly  be  reported  in  both  columns  1  and  8  in  the  same  statement. 

GENERAL   EEGULATIONS. 

17.  No  steamer  will  be  permitted  to  navigate  the  waters  of  the  United  States  without  the  required 
inspection  papers,  after  due  notice  shall  have  been  given  by  the  customs  officer  that  such  papers  are 
ready  for  delivery.  Certificates  should  be  delivered  promptly,  whether  the  steamer  remains  in  service 
or  not. 

18.  In  no  case  will  an  officer  of  customs  make  alterations  or  changes  in  a  certificate.  Should  the 
name  or  tonnage  of  a  vessel  as  entered  in  the  certificate  be  not  in  accordance  with  the  vessel's  marine 
documents  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  inspection,  the  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  should  be  notified  of  the  fact, 
in  order  that  they  may  make  the  appropriate  corrections. 

The  inspection  certificate  issued  must  be  for  the  particular  class  for  which  it  was  inspected,  and  on  the 
particular  form  upon  which  it  was  granted  by  the  inspectors  of  steam  vessels.  Certificates  being  valid 
for  one  full  year  from  the  date  of  inspection,  no  changes  in  the  class  or  character  of  a  steamer  can  be  made 
except  by  indorsement  by  the  inspectors  of  steam  vessels  upon  the  face  of  the  original  certificate. 

19.  Steamers  that  are  documented,  or  subject  to  be  documented,  can  have  their  names  changed  only 
by  permission  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  such  changes  to  be  entered  on  the  current  inspection 
certificates  by  indorsement  made  by  the  inspectors  of  steam  vessels.  In  the  case  of  undocumented 
steamers,  the  name  can  be  changed  by  the  owners  only  at  the  time  of  making  application  for  the  regular 
annual  inspection,  the  new  name  to  be  given  in  the  application  and  to  be  entered  in  the  body  of  the 
certificate. 

20.  In  the  case  of  unlicensed  pleasure  yachts — that  is,  steamers  of  less  than  five  tons  inspected  and 
certificated  as  pleasure  yachts  on  Porm  2116,  but  not  licensed — "the  inspector's  certificate  granted  is  valid 
by  its  terms  only  while  the  boat  is  not  used  to  carry  merchandise  or  passengers  for  hire,  and  collectors 
may  accept  such  certificates  as  indicating  that  a  boat  not  exceeding  five  tons  in  burden  is  a  pleasure  vessel 
within  the  meaning  of  the  statute."  (JEoctract  from  decision  of  Commissioner  of  Navigation,  dated  October 
12,  1885.) 

21.  When  a  statement  is  returned  for  correction  or  explanation,  it  must  be  corrected  if  an  error  exists ; 
if  the  existence  of  an  error  is  not  acknowledged,  a  letter  of  explanation  giving  the  facts  in  the  case  should 
be  sent  with  'the  returned  statement  to  enable  the  Department  to  reconcile  the  discrepancy  noted. 

B^°  When  a  statement  or  other  document  is  returned  for  correction,  the  particular  paper  returned 
must  be  corrected  if  practicable.  Should  the  preparation  of  a  new  paper  to  be  transmitted  as  a  substitute 
be  rendered  necessary,  the  old  statement  or  other  document  must  be  sent  back  with  it  for  comparison 
with  the  substitute.

To  Collectors  of  Customs  and  others : 

Representatious  having  been  made  to  this  Department  that  the  process  promulgated  in  its  letter  of 
November  14,  1895  (Synopsis  16385),  for  the  disinfection  of  hides  of  neat  cattle  intended  for  shipment  to  the 
United  States  is  attended  with  injiiry  to  the  hides,  the  following  method,  which  is  intended  solely  for  the 
protection  of  cattle  in  this  country,  and  which  is  suggested  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  adopted 
hereby,  and  will  be  required  in  all  cases  of  shipments  of  such  hides,  when  not  dry-salted  or  arsenic-cured, 
from  the  countries  of  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Australia,  and  South  America,  viz : 

Dry  hides  which  have  been  salted  or  arsenic-cured  may  be  accepted  as  having  been  disinfected  by  the 
process  of  curing,  and  need  not  be  submitted  to  any  further  treaitment.  Dry  hides  which  have  not  been 
salted  or  arsenic-cured  should  be  disinfected.  Disinfection  with  sulphur  dioxide  may  be  accepted  in  case 
a  room  is  provided  which  cau  be  tightly  closed,  and  also  in  case  the  bundles  of  hides  are  undone  and  each 
hide  suspended  separa)  ely  from  the  ceiling  in  such  manner  that  there  may  be  free  circulation  of  the  sul- 
phur fumes,  and  that  all  parts  of  the  surface  may  be  acted  upon.  There  should  be  at  least  4  pounds  of 
sulphur  burned  to  each  1,000  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  and  the  room  should  be  kept  closed  and  the  hides 
subjected  to  tne  sulphur  dioxide  for  six  hours ;  or  the  dry  hides  may  be  immersed  in  a  4  per  cent  solution 
of  carbolic  acid,  or  a  1  to  1,000  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  until  they  are  thoroughly  wet  with  the 
disinfectant.  Fresh  or  moist  hides,  whether  salted  or  not,  should  be  disinfected  by  immersion  in  a  5  per 
cent  solution  of  carbolic  acid,  or  a  1  to  1,000  solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury. 

It  is  further  directed  that  hides  of  neat  cattle,  other  than  dry-salted  or  arsenic-cured,  the  product  of 
the  countries  above  named,  will  require  disinfection  as  above  whenever  they  shall  be  shipped  via  the  ports 
of  any  other  country  ;  and  that  hides,  other  than  dry-salted  or  arsenic-cured,  the  product  of  any  country 
not  named  above,  if  transshipped  and  actually  landed  at  ports  in  any  of  the  countries  named,  will  require 
disinfection. 

It  should  be  understood  that  the  regulations  herein  provided  do  not  in  any  way  modify  or  affect  any 
reguJatious  concerning  disinfection  issued  under  the  quarantine  laws  of  the  United  States.

To  Collectors  of  Customs  and  others: 

This  Department  is  informed  by  the  United  States  Consul  at  Hiogo,  Japan,  that  the  Superintendent 
of  Imperial  Customs  there  complains  of  the  manner  in  which  ships'  manifests  are  made  out,  covering 
goods  transported  to  Japan  from  the  United  States.  The  following  is  stated  by  the  consul  to  be  a  transla- 
tion of  a  letter  from  said  Superintendent  to  the  United  States  Consul  at  Hiogo  upon  the  subject : 

"It  often  happens  that  the  master  or  the  agent  of  the  vessel  deposits  his  ship's  manifest,  simply 
stating  ^Merchandise^  or  ^Various  mar1{s,'  without  giving  the  contents  and  marks  of  the  cargo,  which  renders 
this  office  great  inconvenience.  I  now  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  notify  the  American 
merchants  residing  at  this  port,  and  also  the  master  of  the  vessels  arriving  at  this  port,  that  on  and  after 
the  1st  day  of  April,  1896,  manifests  setting  forth  the  marks  and  contents  of  the  cargo  shall,  under  the 
requirements  of  article  1  of  the  Trade  Eegulations,  be  deposited  at  the  Imperial  Customs,  and  that  no  other 
will  be  acted  upon." 

This  Department  understands  that  the  letter  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  regulations  to  which  he 
alludes  require,  substantially,  that  the  manifest  shall  contain  a  just  and  particular  account  of  all  the 
merchandise  laden  on  board,  whether  in  packages  or  stowed  loose,  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatever, 
together  with  the  marks  and  numbers  as  marked  on  each  package,  and  the  number  or  quantity  and 
description  of  the  packages  in  words  at  length,  whether  leaguer,  pipe,  butt,  puncheon,  hogshead,  barrel, 
keg,  case,  bale,  pack,  truss,  chest,  box,  bandbox,  bundle,  parcel,  cask,  or  package  of  any  kind  or  sort, 
describing  the  same  by  its  usual  name  or  denomination. 

It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  Department  has  no  copy  of  article  1  of  the  Trade  Eegulations 
of  Japan,  mentioned  by  the  Superintendent. 

You  will  please  endeavor  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  any  persons  concerned,  in  your 
district.

Order  Postponing  the  Certification  of  Export  Beef  to  March  1,  1896. 


U.  S.  Department  of  Agrictjltuee, 

Office  of  the  Seceetaet, 
Washington,  D.  0.,  December  11,  1895. 

"Whereas,  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1891,  as  amended  in  the  Act  approved 
March  2,  1895,  provides  as  follows : 

"Section  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  also  cause  to  be  made  a  careful  inspection  of  all 
live  cattle,  the  meat  of  which,  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  packed,  cured,  or  otherwise  prepared,  is 
intended  for  exportation  to  any  foreign  country,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
think  profjer,  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  said  cattle  are  free  from  disease,  and  their  meat  sound  and 
wholesome,  and  may  appoint  inspectors  who  shall  be  authorized  to  give  an  official  certificate  clearly 
stating  the  condition  in  which  such  cattle  and  meat  are  found,  and  no  clearance  shall  be  given  to  any 
vessel  having  on  board  any  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  or  packed  beef,  being  the  meat  of  cattle  killed 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  for  exportation  to  and  sale  in  a  foreign  country  from  any  port  in  the  United 
States  until  the  owner  or  shipper  shall  obtain  from  an  inspector  appointed  under  the  provision  of  this  act 
a  certificate  that  said  cattle  were  free  from  disease,  and  that  their  meat  is  sound  and  wholesome." 

It  is  ordered,  That  all  beef  offered  for  exportation,  whether  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  or  packed, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  an  inspector  of  this  Department  showing  that  the  cattle  from 
which  it  was  produced  were  free  from  disease,  and  that  the  meat  was  sound  and  wholesome.  And  in 
order  that  it  may  be  determined  whether  all  beef  exported  has  been  so  inspected  and  found  free  from 
disease  and  wholesome,  it  is  further  ordered  that  the  meat  of  all  other  species  of  animals  which  is  packed 
in  barrels,  cases,  or  other  packages,  shall  be  legibly  marked  in  such  manner  as  to  clearly  indicate  the 
species  of  animals  from  which  the  meat  was  produced.  Meat  which  is  not  so  marked,  and  which  is  not 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  inspection,  will  be  subject  to  unpacking  and  examination  in  order  to 
ascertain  if  it  is  uninspected  beef. 

Notice  is  hereby  given  to  exporters  of  beef,  whether  said  beef  is  fresh,  salted,  canned,  corned,  packed, 
or  otherwise  prepared,  and  to  owners  and  agents  of  vessels  upon  which  said  beef  is  exported,  that  no 
clearance  can  be  given  to  any  vessel  having  on  board  said  beef  until  the  provisions  of  this  order  are 
complied  with. 

As  numerous  petitions  have  been  received  from  reliable  exporters  of  beef  alleging  that  great  damage 
to  the  export  beef  trade  must  follow  the  enforcement  of  this  order  on  January  1,  1896,  on  account  of  the 
large  quantity  of  beef  on  hand  which  though  inspected  can  not  be  identified  for  certification ;  and  to  give 
the  affected  trade  the  desired  opportunity  to  appeal  to  Congress  for  certain  modifications  of  the  existing 
law,  which  are  alleged  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  a  portion  of  this  trade,  it  is  directed 
that  this  oi'der  shall  not  be  enforced  until  March  1,  1896. 

All  orders  and  regulations  of  this  Department  inconsistent  with  this  oider  are  hereby  revoked.

Eeliable  informatiou  having  been  received  that  "foot-and-mouth"  disease,  contagious  pleuro-pneu- 
monia,  and  other  contagious  diseases,  are  prevalent  in  South  America,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  section  5 
of  the  Regulations  of  this  Department,  dated  February  11,  1895,  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"South  America,"  and  that  all  neat  cattle  hereafter  imported  into  the  United  States  from  any  part  of 
South  America  shall  be  subject  to  a  quarantine  of  ninety  days,  counting  from  the  date  of  arrival  at  the 
quarantine  station ;  and  all  sheep,  and  other  ruminants,  and  swine  from  South  America  shall  be  subject  to 
a  quarantine  of  fifteen  days  counting  from  the  date  of  arrival  at  the  quarantine  station.  Any  person 
contemplating  the  importation  of  animals. from  South  America  shall  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  as  provided  in  section  6  of  the  Eegulations  above  mentioned.

Treasury  and  Post-Office  warrants  must  not  be  paid  until  the  indorsements  conform  to  the  following 
regulations : 

1.  The  name  of  the  payee,  as  indorsed,  must  correspond  iu  spelling  with  that  on  the  face  of  the 
warrant.  If  the  name  as  written  on  the  face  of  the  warrant  is  spelled  incorrectly  the  warrant  should  be 
returned  for  correction  :  Treasury  warrants  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Tieasury,  Post-OfBce 
warrants  to  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster-General. 

2.  Indorsements  by  mark  (X)  must  be  witnessed  by  two  persons  who  can  write,  giving  their  places  of 
residence. 

3.  Indorsements  by  executors,  administrators,  guardians,  or  other  fiduciaries,  must  be  accompanied  by 
certified  copies,  under  seal,  of  letters  testamentary,  letters  of  administration,  of  guardianship,  or  other 
evidence  of  fiduciary  character,  as  the  case  maj^  be. 

4.  Payees  and  indorsees  must  indorse  by  their  own  hands ;  oflScials,  officiall  j"^  with  full  title  ;  firms,  the 
usual  firm  signature  by  a  member  of  the  firm,  not  by  a  clerk  or  other  person  for  the  firm.  No  guarantee 
of  an  indorsement,  imperfect  in  itself,  can  be  accepted. 

5.  Every  indorsement  must  be  the  written  (not  printed)  signature  of  the  person  whose  indorsement  is 
required. 

6.  Powers  of  attorney  for  the  indorsement  of  warrants  in  payment  of  claims  must  be  executed  as 
required  by  section  3477  of  the  Eevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States.  The  letter  of  attorney  must  describe 
the  warrant,  stating  the  number,  date,  amount,  and  kind  of  warrant  issued;  must  be  signed  by  the 
constituent  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  attesting  witnesses  subsequently  to  the  date  of  the  warrant,  and 
be  acknowledged  by  him  before  a  notary  public,  and  certified  by  such  officer  under  his  hand  and  official 
seal ;  or,  when  not  before  a  notary  public,  the  acknowledgment  must  be  before  an  officer  having  authority 
to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds  within  the  State  or  Territory  iu  which  it  is  taken,  which  authority 
must  be  shown  by  a  certificate  as  to  the  official  character  and  signature  of  such  officer  and  setting  forth 
that  he  is  duly  authorized  to  take  acknowledgments  of  deeds,  made  by  the  clerk  of  a  court  of  record  of 
such  State  or  Territory,  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  or  by  some  other  officer  of  the  State  or  Territory 
authorized  to  make  such  certificate,  under  his  official  seal. 

If  executed  in  a  foreign  country,  the  acknowledgment  must  be  before  a  notary  public,  and  certified 
under  his  hand  and  official  seal,  or  before  a  consul  or  minister  of  the  United  States,  under  the  seal  of  the 
legation  or  consulate. 

The  officer  taking  the  acknowledgment  must  certify  that  the  letter  of  attorney  was  read  and  fully 
explained  to  the  constituent  at  the  time  of  acknowledgment,  and  that  said  constituent  is  personally  well 
known  to  him  to  be  the  identical  person  named  in  and  who  subscribed  his  name  to  said  power  of  attorney. 


7.  Evidence  of  authority  to  indorse  for  incorporated  or  unincorporated  companies  must  have  been 
previously  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  or  accompany  the  warrants  drawn  or  indorsed  to 
the  order  of  such  companies  or  associations.  Such  evidence  should  be  in  the  form  of  an  extract  from  the 
bylaws  or  records  of  the  company  or  association,  showing  the  authority  of  the  officer  to  indorse  and 
receive  and  receipt  for  moneys  for  the  company,  and  giving  his  name  and  the  date  of  his  election  or 
appointment,  and  the  period  for  which  he  was  elected  or  appointed,  and  stating  that  such  authority  shall 
be  binding  on  the  company  until  notice  of  revocation  has  been  filed  with  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury, 
which  extract  must  be  verified  by  a  certificate,  under  seal,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  or  by  one 
of  these  officers,  and  not  less  than  two  of  the  directors  ;  which  certificate  must  state  that  such  authority 
remains  unrevoked  and  unchanged.  If  the  company  have  no  seal,  the  extract  should  be  personally  com- 
pared with  the  original  and  certified  as  correct  by  a  notary  public  or  other  competent  officer  under  his 
seal.  When  a  resolution  is  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  directors,  it  must  be  shown  that  all  had  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  and  that  a  quorum  assented  to  the  resolution. 

J5@°"  Evidence  of  authority  to  indorse,  required  in  paragraph  7,  above,  may  be  dispensed  with  in  the 
case  of  Treasury  warrants  payable  to  a  I'ailroad,  telegraph,  steamboat,  express,  newspaper,  ice,  gas,  hotel, 
turnpike,  and  transfer  company,  or  other  companies  that  employ  several  officers  or  agents  in  the  trans- 
action of  their  business,  when  the  amount  does  not  exceed  $25 :  Provided,  That  the  indorsement  of  such 
officers  or  agents  authorized  by  the  company  to  receive  and  collect  money  be  guaranteed  by  a  bank  or 
some  other  responsible  and  satisfactory  guarantor. 

8.  In  cases  where  an  individual  is  doing  business  under  a  company  or  firm  title,  and  in  cases  where  a 
copartnership  business  is  done  or  conducted  under  a  company  title,  the  affidavit  of  the  individual  owner 
in  the  first  case  and  the  affidavit  of  at  least  two  members  of  the  copartnership  in  the  second  case  will  be 
required,  showing  the  fact  of  ownership,  and  in  the  case  of  copartnership,  naming  the  member  authorized 
to  indorse,  receive,  and  receiiJt  for  money  due  the  firm.  Where  a  firm  is  transacting  business  under  an 
individual  name,  an  affidavit  by  two  or  more  partners,  giving  the  names  of  members  composing  the  firm, 
and  stating  who  are  the  general  partners  authorized  to  indorse  warrants,  will  be  required. 

9.  The  indorsement  of  all  the  joint  holders  or  cotrustees,  executors,  administrators,  guardians,  or 
other  fiduciaries,  will  be  required  on  warrants,  and  in  the  execution  of  a  power  to  a  third  party  to  collect 
all  must  join.  In  case  of  the  death  of  either,  the  survivors  will  be  recognized  as  having  full  authority 
upon  due  proof  of  such  death  and  survivorship. 

10.  Where  a  member  or  members  of  a  firm  have  died,  an  affidavit  by  the  surviving  partner  or  part- 
ners, setting  forth  the  names  of  the  members  who  composed  the  firm,  the  fact  of  the  death  of  one  or  more 
members,  and  the  name  or  names  of  the  surviving  ijartner  or  partners,  will  be  required ;  and  the  indorse- 
ment of  the  firm  name,  corresponding  literally  as  written  on  the  face  of  the  warrant,  by  a  surviving 
partner,  will  be  accepted. 

In  case  of  a  firm  in  liquidation,  the  indorsement  of  the  firm  name  (as  written  on  the  face  of  the 
warrant)  by  the  liquidating  member  (signing  his  name)  will  be  sufficient. 

Where  the  firm  has  become  extinct  by  the  death  of  all  its  members,  proof  of  the  facts,  and  evidence 
as  to  who  is  legally  entitled  to  receive  and  indorse  the  warrant,  will  be  required.

It  is  made  by  law  the  duty  of  every  Head  of  an  Executive  Department  to  require  of  all  clerks  and 
other  employees  under  his  control,  of  whatever  grade  or  class,  not  less  than  seven  hours  of  labor  each  day, 
excepting  only  Siandays  and  legal  holidays. 

To  remove  the  misapprehension  which  seems  to  prevail  on  this  subject  and  prevent  the  annoyance 
and  inattention  to  duty  which  at  times  result,  it  is  ordered  that  hereafter  no  clerk  or  other  employee  of 
this  Department  be  relieved  from  duty  (save  in  individual  cases  for  causes  specified  by  law)  during  any 
part  of  the  working  hours  of  any  day,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays. 

This  order  prevents  the  practice  of  reducing  the  hours  of  labor  on  days  preceding  holidays. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Heads  of  Bureaus,  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Department,  and  the  Chiefs  of 
Divisions  in  the  Secretary's  Ofiice  to  enforce  this  order.

To  Collectors  and  other  Officers  of  the  Customs  : 

Sectiou  7  of  the  Tariif  Act  of  August  28,  1894,  provides  as  follows  : 

"That  all  materials  of  foreign  production  which  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  vessels 
built  in  the  United  States  for  foreign  account  and  ownership  or  for  the  purpose  of  being  employed  in  the 
foreign  trade  including  the  trade  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  ports  of  the  United  States,  and  all 
such  materials  necessary  for  the  building  of  their  machinery,  and  all  articles  necessary  for  their  outfit  and 
equipment,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  may  be  imported  in  bond  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  may  prescribe,  and  upon  proof  that  such  materials  have  been  used  for  such  purposes  no 
duties  shall  be  paid  thereon.  But  vessels  receiving  the  benefit  of  this  section  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
engage  in  the  coastwise  trade  of  the  United  States  more  than  two  months  in  any  one  year  except  upon  the 
payment  to  the  United  States  of  the  duties  of  which  a  rebate  is  herein  allowed :  Provided,  That  vessels 
built  in  the  United  States  for  foreign  account  and  ownership  shall  not  be  allowed  to  engage  in  the  coast- 
wise trade  of  the  United  States." 

Section  8  of  the  same  act  provides  as  follows : 

"That  all  articles  of  foreign  production  needed  for  the  repair  of  American  vessels  engaged  in  foreign 
trade,  including  the  trade  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  jDorts  of  the  United  States,  may  be  withdrawn 
from  bonded  warehouses  free  of  duty,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may 
prescribe." 

The  following  regulations  will  be  observed  by  customs  officers  in  proceedings  under  the  sections 
above  quoted : 

I. 

The  word  "materials,"  as  used  in  section  7,  may  be  understood  as  generally  including  all  imported 
merchandise  which  is  adapted  for  use  in  the  construction  of  a  vessel  and  of  her  machinery.  Among  the 
articles  which  would,  for  the  purposes  of  this  law,  be  regarded  as  "materials,"  are  the  following: 
Lumber,  timber,  hemp,  manila,  copper,  and  composition  metal  in  plates  or  bars,  iron  and  steel  plates, 
angles,  bars,  tees,  bulbs,  channel  beams,  rivets,  rods,  bolts,  nuts  and  screws,  rolled  or  forged  bars,  plates, 
angles  and  bars  planed,  punched,  or  shaped,  oakum,  and  portland  cement. 

The  word  "articles,"  as  used  in  sections  7  and  8,  is  sufficiently  comprehensive  to  include  everything 
which  is  suitable  for  use  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  the  act. 

"Production"  is  defined  as  "that  which  is  produced,  yielded,  or  made,  whether  naturally  or  by  the 
application  of  labor  and  intelligence." 

The  equipment  of  a  vessel  is  that  which  prej^ares  her  for  a  voyage,  as  rigging,  sails,  anchors,  cables, 
chains,  etc.     The  provision  regarding  "equipment"  does  not  cover  articles  used  as  "siipplies."     The
